RHODE SLAND GREAT BURDEN 


THE ANTIQUATED OONSTITUTION 
UNDER WHICH SHE LABORS. 





Ruled by the Politicians and Not by the 
People—Her Elections, Under the Ma- 
jority Rule, a Farce and a Disgrace to 
the State—To-Day’s Meeting of the Gen- 
eral Assembly May Override the Will of 
the People, as Clearly Expressed at the 
Polis in April. 


Newport, R. I., May 29.—Under the ri- 
ficulous Constitution and the absurd elec- 
tion laws to which the people of this State 
have good-naturedly submitted for half a 
century, Rhode Island is to-day menaced 
with contempt outside of her own borders 
and with anarchy within. Nobody in this 
State knows to-night—certainly not one of 
the brightest politicians in the State, now 
in this city, will vouchsafe an opinion—as 
to what the outcome will be of to-morrow’s 
meeting of the General Assembly, the 
body known in New-York as the Legis- 
lature. 

Everybody in this State, Republicans and 
lunatics barred, realizes that at the annual 
election held on April 5, the Democratic 
candidates for Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor were elected by the will of the 
people, and everybody in the State, includ- 
ing Republicans and lunatics, understands 
that under the inconsistent and demoraliz- 
ing form of Government that obtains here, 
the Republicans are determined to count 
into office for the next year the candidates 
of their party who were fairly, squarely, 
and numerically defeated at the polls. The 
Republicans have attempted this trick 60 
often in the past without producing a rev- 
olution or anarchy that they imagine they 
ean succeed again. Heretofore, however, 
the Democrats have been commanded by 
leaders with backbones of jelly. Their 
following has been uncertain, their organi- 
gation contemptible. 

This year the Democratic leaders are men 
of determination and of resources, and the 
party organization is incomparable. To 
New-Yorkers, who are ignorant of a State 
form of Government that prolongs an elec- 
tion for State officers for two months, and 
often ends in giving the office to aman 
who has obtained the fewest votes, the 
situation in Rhode Island is inexplicable. 
No State in the Union holds so many elec- 
tions as this eccentric little Common- 
wealth. Every April the election for State 
officers occurs. Each of the big cities— 
Providence, which carries within its lim- 
its 50 per cent. of the population of the 
State; Newport, and Woonsocket—elect 
municipal officers in the Fall of the year. 
A successful candidate must secure a 
majority of all of the votes cast. Failure 
to obtain a majority necessitates a new 
election. If no decision is then reached, 
the person in office hangs on regardless of 


the fact that he may have been at 
the foot of the poll‘ had be been a 
candidate, or that he may not have 
been in the field at all Thus the 
contest for the cdéntrél of the State of 
Rhode Island has been reduced, not to an 
open and fair contest at the polls on elec- 
tion day, where the strife for State office 
should be decided, but to the action of the 
General Assembly. which, under the Con- 
stitution, meets in this city on the last 
Tuesday of May, and which decides all 
tate elections that have not been settled 
y_a@ majority vote in Apei 

course this system is unfair and ridic- 
ulous and exposes the State to contempt, 
but the men who stand in the way of prog- 
ress and reform, the men who have got the 
Republican Party by the throat, care but 
little for State pride when their power and 
influence are threatened. Once let the

Asit is, her general elections area 
farce and the annual struggle for the con- 
trol of the Legislature is a disgrace. 

The General Assembly, which is expected 
to meet iv grand committee to-morrow or 
Wednesday, contains 109 members, in- 
cluding the Lieutenant Governor, who 
votes on all occasions. But it is presided 
over by the Governor, who only votes 
when a tie occurs. Thus the vote of a 
Lieutenant Governor who has not been a 
candidate for re-election is permitted to be 
cast to retain himself in office for another 
year should no candidate at the general 
election have secured a majority. 

Both Republicans and Democrats claim 
64 votes all told. The Republicans de- 
clare that they have captured a Democratic 
member; the Democrats are confident that 
they have corrailed a Senator whom the 
Republicans believed was theirown. This 
moan is Senator Watson, the independent 
Republican from Jamestown, which casts 
147 votes all told. The Republicans are 
confident that Watson will vote with them. 
The State was flooded with rumors to-day 
to that effect. The Democrats gave Watson 
not ouly moral but financial support when 
he was running for office. ithout that 
aid he would have been defeated. He is 
believed to have given them assurance of 
his sypport. 

A careful canvass of both houses shows 
that out of the thirty-six Senators the 
Democrats can show fourteen with certiti- 
cates—that is, wen who have carried their 
districts by a clear working majority—aud 
the Republicans twenty. This leaves, count- 
ing Senator Watson, only ove of those re- 
markable productions of Rhode Island 
peu! F ig: aagererrnge called hold-overs, 

t will thus be seen that the Republicans 
will organize the Senate 
trouble. 

Out of the seventy-two membersin the 
House the Democrats will show up with 
thirty-nine representatives with certili- 
cates, the Republicans with twenty-six. 
But the latter expect to assist their cause 
and to secure control of the grand com- 
mittee by using their hold-overs.

than the Democrats in political algebra, 
havein reserve two or three problems which 
they can solve to their own satisfaction, 
whether the result is creditable or not to the 
State or the party’s reputation. The first 
is, whether William Hoxsey will take his 
seat as Senator from the town of Westerly, 
or hold the seat as representative from the 
First District of Westerly in the House of 
Assembly asa holdover. This case is one 
of the most fiagrant for violation of the 
Constitution and of tho statutes in the 
history of the State, and is maplondie illus- 
tration of the manner in which a wretched 
political system may be turned into still 
greater ridicule by unconscionable politi- 
cians. Hoxsey isa ‘*Pooh Bah.” Here are 
the facts ip his case. 
In the present General Assembly he holds 
a seat as representative in the lower 
house. In April he was acandidate for 
Senator for the new General Assembly, 
which convened in this city to-day. He 
was elected by a clear majority. Now for 
the complication. In addition to the office 
of Senator, Hoxsey has been for many 
years Treasurer of School District No. 1 
and of the Westerly Fire District, and since 
1882 Town Clerk. Under a law, which a 
Republican Legislature has made and 
which the party organs have extolled, the 
successful candidate in the State, through 
the Town Clerk, has been compelled to file 
with the Secretary of State his certificate of 
election, in order that the roll of the Legis- 
lature should be prepared without an error. 
And here is where Hoxsey’s offense stands 
out as flagitious toadegree. He not only 
has failed to tile his certificate of election 
as Senator with the Secretary of State—and 
the certificate is in existence, a fact to 
which Tor New-YorK TIMEs’s correspond- 
ent can personally testity—but up to date 
he has not tiled a declination of the office, 
as under the laws he is compelled to do, 
Then again as Town Clerk he has failed 
to issue a warrant for a new election, as 
under the laws he should do. The Repub- 
lican programme is this: Hoxsey’s vote as 
a Senator is of no use to them in the pres- 
ent condition of affairs, for if he refuses to 
go into the Senate, his predecessor, a Re- 
publican, Orlando Smith, ‘holds on to the 
seat asa hold-over. But Hoxsey’s vote as 
&@ representative is valuable, because the 
Republican candidate in his district was 
not elected. Hoxsey, eee elected as 
Senator, refuses to take that seat, but 
hangs on to the seat in the lower house, to 
which he is not entitled. Up to 9 o’clock 
to-night he had not decided what he would 
do. e frankly said he wasin the hands 
of his friends, which means, of course, the 
Republican bosses. 
But the House is Democratic, and is the 
judge of the qualifications of its own mem- 
bers. The House will no doubt decree 
that Hoxsey should take the seat to which 
he was elected, and will demand that he 
shall abandon the seat in the House, 
which ho attemps to hold, and may send 
the Sergeant at Arms tothe Senate to de- 
mand his pers in the Senate in the seat 
to which his constituents elected him. If 
this programme is carried out a lively 
shindy may be looked for. 
The Republicans are stubborn and ugly. 
They assert that should the Democrats at- 
tempt any such course the Republican Sen- 
ate will refuse to gointo Grand Committee, 
which means that no election will take 
place, and that the present Board of State 
Ofticers will continue for another year. 
This is the card the Republican bosses ex- 
yeh to piay. They would prefer to go into 
rand Committee, control it, and formaily 
elect the Republican candidates, but the 
adoption of a radical policy, such as de- 
manding that Hoxsey shall take his seat as 
Senator, on the part of the Democrats, will 
enable them to seize an excuse to make a 
de facto Government for a year. 
In the meantime ex-Lieut. Gov. Samuel 
R. Honey of this city has drafted an act 
ponvenen that at the next general, election 
o be held in Providence Nov. 22, 1893, the 
question of plurality elections shall be 
submitted to the people of the State. One 
half the voters of the State live in 
Providence, and the expediency of expense 
is what has controlled Col. Honey in select- 
ing that date. There is no question but 
that the Democratic Senate will pass the 
The Republican lead- 
ers are very reticent over their course. 


STARVING IN MISSISSIPPI. 


Ten Thousand Hungry and Homeless on 
Account of the Floods. 





VICKSBURG, Miss., May 29.—Thereé are at least 
10,000 homeless ,and hungry people in East 
Carroll, Moorehouse, West Carroll, and Madison 
Parishes, and the suffering and privations they 
are undergoing is appalling. With the excep- 
tion of a few small elevations the whole of the 
northeastern portion of the State is under 
water. 

Forty-four negroes were rescued from a peril- 
ous position near Swan Lake, East Carroll Par- 
ish, last Baturday night. They were almost in- 
sane from hunger, having been without food 
four days. 

Two children died last Friday from exposure. 
Their bodies were wrapped in blankets and 
thrown into the raging waters, there being no 
dry ground in which to bury them or imple- 
ments with which to dig their graves. 

An old hermit, who had been without food 
three days, was rescued four miles from Swan 
Lake. When found he was sitting astride the 
roof of his house calmly munching the meat 
frem the bones ef his dog, which he had been 
compelled to kill. 

Gov. Murphy J. Foster has sentall the tents 
at his command to the sufferers at Lake Proy- 
idence, but more are needed. 


TO FLOAT FROM DEVIL'S TOWER. 


W. B. Rogers Purposes to Plant the Ameri- 
can Flag on Top. 





CHAMBERLAIN, 8. D., May 29.—The people of 
Western South Dakota and Wyoming are great- 
ly interested in the proposed attempt of W. B. 
Rogers to plant the Ameriean flag on top of 
Devil's Tower, in the Black Hills. The tower 
is 1,200 feet high, measuring 800 feet in cir- 
cumference at the base and 350 at the top. 

It is supposed to have been the chimney to 
some subterranean fire. It is perfectly round 
in form, the sides being like a fluted portico col- 
umn. The composition is supposed to be molt- 
en rock whieh was emitted from the fires be- 
low, each eruption increasing the height of the 
chimney. 

No one has ever yet stood on thetep of this 
curious tower. It is inaccessible, the surface 
offering no footheld. Rogers claims he can 
make footholes as he ascends. Should he be 
successful be will receive $200. Scientists say 
this tower has not a duplicate in the werid. 





Dr. Graves Out on Bail. 


DENVER, May 29.—Dr. T. Thatcher Graves, 
who was last year convicted of poisoning Mra. 
Josephine Barnaby of Providence, R. I., is to- 
day afree man for the first time in two years. 


This morping be appeared in Judge Burne’s 
court, whore his wetion for a new trial has been 
pending for some woeks. 

Without celay the Judge set the new trial 
for June 14, and fixed the doctor’s bail at $30,- 
000. Judge Macon, the doetor’s atterney, 
signed the bond, and the prisoner walked 
from the courtroom a free man. The general 
opinion among inwyers and court olficials is 
that this ends the famous case. There is no 
= that the second trial will evsor be 
called, and the final motion will probably bea 
nolle prosegui, 





A Young Woman Murdered. 


Hopson, N. Y., May 29.—Yesterday afternoon 
the body of an unknown young woman was dis- 
covered floating in Mud Creek, about two miles 
from this city. An sutopsy revealed the fact 
that the girl was not more than eighteen or 
twenty yeers of age and had been murdered, 
and that the crime was perpetrated about eight 
or ten days ago. The only clue that may lead 
to heridentity is a oard found in her pocket 
bearing the name of Fannie A. Wyckoff. There 
will ve a hearing of the case before the Coroner 
on Saturday.

TWO SMALL CORNS PENSIONED 


EXTENT OF THE ABUSES BEGUN 
UNDER BUSSEY AND RAUM. 





A Remarkable Case,in Which the Former 
Not Only Overrode the Law but the 
Action of the Patent Office Itself—No 
Hasty Action to be Taken—Every Sus- 
picious Case Will Be Re-Examined— 
Subordinate Officers of the Bureau Pro- 
tested at First, but Followed Orders. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—The work of re- 
examining the half-million of pensions that 
have been issued under the dependent pen- 
sion act to see how mapy of them will 
stand the test of the construction of the 
law made by the decision announced from 
the Interior Department;:Saturday, will be 
commenced at once. : 

Assistant Secretary Reynolds, who has 
charge of pension matters in the Interior 
Department, has not had time to look into 
the matter very carefully yet, but the indi- 
cations are that it will be found that very 
few people outside of the Pension Office it- 
self have had any idea of the extent to 
which abuses have grown up under the act of 
1890. Representative Tarsney of Missouri, 

himself a veteran of the war, was the first 
to direct public attention to the matter, in 
a speech he delivered in the House of Rep- 
resentatives when the Pension Appropria- 
tion bill was under consideration in the 
last session of Congress. 

The investigation about to be commenced 
will show that there has been apparently 
little trouble in obtaining pensions for 
claimants who had but the faintest shadow 
of a claim. 

One remarkable case has already come to 
light. in which Assistant Secretary Bussey 

reversed the action of the Pension Office and 
granted a pension of $6 per month toa man 
whose most serious disability was a couple 
of small corns, one on the great toe of each 
foot. There was no evidence that he was 
in any way disabled from the performance 
of manual labor, which is the test pre- 

scribed by the law, but Bussey and Raum, 

after their celebrated Order No. 164, made 
no pretension of applying that test. Their 
order had superseded the law. 

How many more such cases, or even 

worse ones than that, there may be on the 

files of the Pension Office it will require 
the official investigation to digclose. There 

will be no hasty action, and no man’s pen- 

sion will be stopped or reduced simply be- 

cause it appears on the face of it that it 

ought not to have been granted. Every 

such case will be re-examined before any- 

thing is done. Even the man with the two 

corns will be given the benefit of a re- 

examination. f 

It can be said, to the credit of the subor- 

dinate law and medical officers of the Pen- 

sion Office, who make the first examina- 

tions into the rang applications, 

that they did not believe the course of 

the ofiice was right in disregard- 

ing the test as to the ability of the 

applicants to perform manual labor, and 

the ruling of the department was made 

ovér their protest. Once it was made, 

however, there was nothing for them to do 

but to accept it as their guide in all future 

cages.

GEN. WEISSERT’S PENSION VIEWS. 


They Are Expressed in His General Orders 
to the Grand Army. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., May 29.—Gen. A. G. 
Weissert, National Commander of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, was here this 
morning on an official visit of inspection to 
the Florida department. In an interview 
with THz New-York Timgs’s correspond- 
ent he said that he was surprised at the 
fuss and discussion provoked by the Farn- 
ham Post affair in New-York City, which, 
he explained, had nothing whatever to 
do with the position of the Grand Army of 
the Republic on the pension question, or 
its attitude toward the present Federal 
Administration. Farnham Post had its 
charter taken away fromit because when 
it promulgated those resolutions it acted 
in violation of the regulations of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and defied the 
authority of the organization when the at- 
tention of its officers wascalled to that 
violation. 

** Just to show you how absurd is the crit- 
icism upon the action of the Grand Army 
of the Republic organization in this matter, 
I have only to cite to yon another instance 
where a post followed the rule. In New- 
York City there is a Grand Army of the Re- 
public post which some of the boys called 
the high-toned post. It is named Lafay- 
ette, and when I was at Knoxville I found 
in my mail some resolutions passed by 
that post. To it belongs as veterans as 
Chauncey M. Depew, Gen. Horace Porter, 
Gen. O. O. Howard, and other old soldiers 
of almost equal prominence. These reso- 
lutions were in the same line as those of 
Farnham Post, but the Lafayette men 
had some réspect for the rules of the 
order. They sent them to the proper 
officers to get permission to promulgate, 
and such permission was duly in- 
dorsed on them. Then they reached me 
through the usual channel and I promptl 
indorsed them with my official approva 
The same mail train which took to New- 
York my sanction of the va they | of 
Farnham Post's charter took also to New- 
York my approval of a set of the same kind 
of resolutions passed by Lafayette Post. 
It was simply a matter of preserving dis- 
cipline, you see.” 

As tothe policy of the Grand Army of 
the Republic on the pension question, Gen. 
Weissert simply pointed to paragraph 8 
of his general orders No. 5, issued last Jan- 
uary, as follows: 


Every member of the orderis solemnly obli- 
gated ‘to encourage honor and purity iv publio 
aflairs;”’ it is, thorefore,enjoined upon comrades 
to report promptly to the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions, Washington, D. C., any known case in 
which a pension is being received fraudulently. 


SATISFACTORY TO OLD SOLDIERS. 


Jadge Rea of Minneapolis Comments on 
the Pension Decision. 


Ex-Judge John P. Rea of Minneapolis, 
formerly Commander in Chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, was at the Sturte- 
vant House last night. He will deliver an 
address at the memorial services at Haver- 
straw. 

Gen. Rea had been a Republican until 
the last campaign, and was one of those 
who broke from that party and supported 
Mr. Cleveland. 

For several years he was intimately asso- 
ciated with Judge William Lochren, the 
recently-appointed Pension Commissiover, 


both having been Judges on the Fourth Ju- 
dicial District bench of Minnesota at the 
same time. Jndge Rea spoke highly of the 
new Pension Commissioner. 

“I am satisfied with the way Mr. Cleve- 





land has begun his Administration in every 


particular,” he said. ‘I like the appoint- 
ments he has made. Judge Lochren was 
not only a brave soldier, but asa man and 
a lawyer he stands in the front rank. He 
is amply qualified for the duties of his new 
position, 

“The recent decision in the Pension De- 
partment at Washington will be satisfac- 
tory, it seems to me, to the old soldiers, 
No deserving veteran will suffer under it.” 

*“ What do you think of the recent action 
of Noah L. Farnham Post in this city ?” 

**Whichever side may have the right in 
the case, the developments can hardly be 
otherwise than harmful to the Grand 
Army of the Republic.

SIXTEEN SQUATTERS SLAIN, 


They Assassinated Their Landlord and the 
Government Took Vengenace. 





PieprRas NrGras, Mexico, May 29.—A 
few days ago Don Luis Caravanges of the 
Bank of Durango started to visit a ranch 
owned by him 400 miles from Durango. It 
was in the possession of squatters, and 
Caravanges had often attempted to make 
them pay rent. His trip was forthe pur- 
pose of enforcing payment. 

The squatters learned of this, decided on 
the death of Don Luis, and drew lots as to 


who should commit the murder. Four 
men were selected, and they ambushed and 
assassinated Caravanges and his mozo. 

When word of the crime reached Du- 
rango, the Governor telegraphed to the 
oe Captain at Tapona, and he proceeded 
with a body of picked men to the scene of 
the tragedy. There he learned the partic- 
ulars of the plot and the names of the con- 
spirators. e next proceeded to catch 
these men. 

Sixteen of the twentv-two have been 
caught and summarily shot. 


FAST TRIPS BY THE ‘“FLIERS.” 


Chicago Reached Three Minutes Ahead of, 
and New-York Exactly on, Time. 





OuIcaGco, May 29.—Over track torpedoes that 
sounded a rattling volley under the wheels, and 
greeted by cheering shouts and waving bands, 
the ** Exposition Flier” of the New-York Cen- 
tral and Lake Shore Roads rolled into Chicago 
this morning and finally stopped in Van Buren 
Btreet Station at 9:57 o’clock—three minutes 
ahead of time. The train as it arrived here had 
five cara, adining car having been attached at 
Elkhart on which to serve breakfast. 

As compared with the mousters that had 
pulled the train across New-York State, No. 
293, the Lake Shore engine that took hold at 
Buffalo last night seomed like a light switch 
engine. But Henry Shattuck, whoran her, soon 
provedtwo facts—first, that No. 293 was*‘a 
big little ono,” and, second, that the Lake 
Shore roadbed is a superb one. 

Passengers roset their watches at Buffalo. 
By the Central time schodule the ¢train left 
there at 10:43 P. M., and it seemed but a little 
time before the smoothly-hurrying train and 
the waters of Lake Erie were within neighborly 
distance. Scarcely could the movement of the 
train be noted, so solid and steady was its 
travel. Though fifty miles and more were being 
unwound hourly from the big drivers, the 


speed seemed moderate, and there were sur- 
Fried passongers when they stopped at Erie at 

2:311, A. M., one and a half minutes ahead of 
the schedule. Only four and a half minutes were 
used in coupling on Engine No. 598, with J. R. 
Garner in the cab, and with Joe Bradley as fire- 
man, and the train was away again at 12:36 A. 
M., on time. 

Then the people aboard went to bed while 
they were hurried slorg toward Cleveland, 
which was made at 2:34 A. M., two minutes be- 
fore the schedule. Here James Lothrup backea 
down No. 597 and a to the train, which 
moved away at 2:37, after the shortest shifting 
of the trip. 

In the gray dawn Toledo was reached at 4:56 
o’elock, still two minutes ahead of time. Loco- 
motive No. 95, under Engineer Melcher, took 
hold and pulled out at 5:01, which was the 
schedule time to a dot. Lake Shore Superin- 
tendent A. B. Newell boarded the train at 
Toledo and came through to this city. 

Early risers at Elkhart saw the flier “se 4 
three minutes ahead of time at 7:36 A. M. 
Here a big gine run by Mark Floyd was 
booked on to make the final run of the journey, 
and Train Conductor Muchler, who had come 
out from Buffalo, gave way to Conductor Jobn 
Taldy. The last start was made at 7:42 A. M. 

Five minutes were lest in the run to South 
Chicago, but it was regained, so that the train 
touched South Chicago at 9:30 A. M., exactly 
on time. At this point there were throngs 
about the streete and crossings to see.the new 
train come into town. Every switchman shook 
hie fistin a go-iv-and-win fashion at Engiueer 
Floyd and shopmen and citizens yelled wel- 


come. 

At South Chicago a Fort Wayne train of three 
sleepers and two cvuaches was hurrying city- 
ward, and had gained a train length on the 
« Exposition Flier.” 

** Give her coal! Shake her up!” yelled En- 
gineer Floyd to his fireman, a bright young 
man whose anxiety was opparent in hig eager 
face. And he wave her coal, and he shook her 
up. A black plume shotfromw her smokestack, 
the furnace roared each time the door swung 
open, and tho dial finger crept from 160 pounds 
ateam pressure to 170, and then hugged 180 
pounds. The big machine felt the fresh impetus 
and leaped. 

She stopped the gaining of the rival express 
train on the near-by and parallel tracks, and 
for half a mile they were even. Then the 
“filer’’ began to orawl away. Crowds along 
the tracks cheered or stood glum as their sym- 
pathies moved them. An engine of the Luke 
Bhore Road stood on 9 siding, and, as Throttle- 
holder Floyd was speeding up the tracks at a 
tifty-flve mile clip, the engineocr on the siding 
mounted his tender and yanked back his elbow 
to urge Floyd to pull her wide open. Floyd 
eaw the signal, smiled grimly, and then opened 
up her steam-filled throat some more. 

Trhe rival train was left behind and out of 
aight, and Englewood flew past tifteen seconds 
before the schedule said it should. Then the 
furnace door of No. 160 was halfopened and the 
machine settled to an easy pace, and so loafed 
into the station at 9:57—three minutes ahead 
of time. The big lever was reversed, and the 
big machine emitted a snort of escape steam 
that sounded like a chuckle of pride that the 
three minutes Matty Reagan gained on the first 
run, from New-York to Albany, had begn pre- 
sorved at the end of the jeurney. 

Buperintendent Buchanan of the Central, 
Superintendent Yager of the Wagner service, 
and Buperintendent Newell of the Lake Shore 
were happy men as they alighted and mingled 
with the crowd that filled the station to see the 
end of tho first trip from New-York to Chicago 
in twenty hours. There can bo no doubt buat 
the same ran may be made in nineteen hours or 
less.

rived at the Grand Central Station of the New- 
York Central Road at 11:15 yesterday morn-

WORLD'S PAIR ANARCHISTS 


THAT IS WHAT METHODIST MIN- 
ISTERS GALL THE DIREOTORS. 





Archbishop Corrigan Accused of Desecrat- 
ing the Sabbath—Members of the Foreign 
Mission Society Seeking to Boycott the 
Fair—Dr. Johnston Will Not Consent 
—Such Action Would Be “Foolish and 
Lacking in Common Sense,” He Says— 
The Chinese as Original Discoverers. 


“The World’s Fair Directors are Anarch- 
ists, working for Anarchists’. principles 
and for the disestablishment of the Ameri- 
can Sabbath. 

“Yesterday, on the Sabbath, the Arch- 
bishop of New-York received in state a for- 
eign Princess. He desecrated the Lord’s 
Day, and went to an entertainment which 
was disgraceful.” 

These were some of the remarks ut- 
tered by anumber of Methodist ministers 
at their regular weekly meeting yesterday 
at the rooms of the Foreign Missionary 
Society in the Methodist Book Concern. 

The impetus of the debate which pro- 
voked these expressions was the continu- 
ation of the discussion of the boycott of 
the World’s Fair for the opening of its 
doors on Sunday. The Rev. Dr. C. R. 
Barnes of Plainfield, N. J., presided, and 
the Rev. Mr. Bebout of Newark prayed for 
mercy for the misguided Directors of the 
World’s Fair, that they might not be 
scourged by the Almighty for their impiety 
in opening the World’s Fair on the Sab- 
bath, and then the movers of the resolu- 
tion of last week concerning the boycot- 
ting of the fair began to work. The com- 
mittee which has the resolution in charge 
is composed of the Rev. Mr. Landon, the 
Rev. J. L. Lamont, and the Rev. Dr. Atkin- 
son. 

A communication was read from Chaplain 
MacCabe, inclosing an excerpt from the 
Chicago Inter Ocean, which had reprinted 
the exclusive story of THe New-Yor« 
TrmEs of the proceedings of the meeting 
last week in relation to the proposed boy- 
cott, together with a pungent editorial 
upon the action of the ministers. Mr. 
MacCabe said that he was above the 
scurrilous criticisms of the press, but that 
he sympathized with the ministers. He 
ended by saying: 

“The World’s Fair Directors are Anarch- 
ists, imbued with Anarchists’ principles.” 

The Rev. Dr. Atkinson said: ‘* The whole 
course of the action of the World’s Fair 
Directors is a piece of contemptable 
trickery. What can be said of a set of 
men, such as the World’s Fair Directors, 


who have received from the people 
of this country $2,500,000 to keep the 
fair closed on Sunday, and who have 
violated their contract and kept the peo- 
ple’s money. I agree with Mr. MacCabe 
that the first principle of the Anarchists is 
the abolition of the Sabbath and the intro- 
duction of the Continental Sunday into 
this country.” 

Several other clergymen spoke after Dr. 
Atkinson, and they all deplored the im- 
piety of the Chicago Directors and called 
for the resolution which Dr. Landon had 
prepared. ‘he new amended resolution 
was as follows: 

Resolved, That according to resolution taken 
last week, we here further protest against the 
opening of any part of the exposition on Sun- 
day under any pretense whatsoever, and we 

ledge ourselves to abstain from visiting at the 
air while this Sunday act is in force. 

The resolutions proper, which had been 
submitted last week, were divided into 
four sections. The first deplored the dese- 
cration of the Sabbath, the second con- 
demned the action of the World’s Fair 
Directors, and the third and fourth advo- 
cated the boycotting of the fair. 

“The resolution,” said the Rev. Mr. Lan- 
don, *‘shall be published in only one news- 
pa er, and that the Christian Advocate. 

1en I wrote this paper there were some 
matters which have changed their aspect. 
Some things had net then occurred, and I 
have only made the slightest allusion to 
the subject. Yesterday, on the Sabbath, 
the Archbishop of New-York received in 
state a foreign Princess. He desecrated the 
Lord’s Day and went to an entertainment 
which was disgraceful Ido not know of 
a more flagrant desecration of the Sabbath 
than what was shown to New-York yester- 
day under the auspices of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church for the entertainment of a 
foreign Princess. It means au ng oy on 
the part of the Roman Catholics to intro- 
duce the Continental Sunday and its 
practices into our land, and itis a blow to 
eftect the abolition of the observance of 
the Lord’s rien Itis a step to establish 
Roman Catholicism in our midst. 

‘There will be a bitter fight in the years 
to come between Christians—Protestant 
Christians of every Christian denomina- 
tion—and Roman Catholicism. I would 
have made special reference to the occur- 
rences of yesterday 1n my resolutions if 
they had not been drafted previously.” 

Aclergyman with a weak voice and an 
earnest manner then suggested that a spe- 
cial clause be inserted protesting against 
the desecration of the Sabbath in New- 
York. “ This influx of foreigners in this 
country, Roman Catholicism, and 'An- 
archy,” he said, “‘ are three evils of the 
same nature. Chicago is the home of An- 
archy, and the Anarchists’ first desire is to 
do away with the American Sabbath. 

“The fair must be boycotted.” 

The Rev. Dr. J. Wesloy Johnston of St. 
Paul’s Methodist Church of Brooklyn said 
that he wanted to ask a question: * Does 
this mean that I am to vote to boycott the 
World’s Fair, and thatI am to exhort my 
congregation to stay away, and to stay 
away myself?” 

There were cries of “* Yes!” from the boy- 
cotting adherents. 

‘“‘Ilamatirm believerin the observance 
of the Sabbath,” said Dr. Johnston, * but I 
uiterly refuse to vote for any such measure, 
and I am not to be coerced into doing it or 
allowing it to pass when there is not acom- 
plete assemblage present.” 

“You have only a minute more, gentle- 
meng’ said Dr. Barnes, ‘‘betore I close the 
meeting.” : 

“Then I will hold the floor,” said Dr. 
Johnston, amid the protestations of the 
other side. 

There were a number of men who were 
in sympathy with Dr. Johnston, and Dr. 
Barnes came down with the gavel, declared 
the meeting adjourned, and asked a minis- 
ter to dismiss it with the usual blessing. 

“Stopped again,” cried Mr. Landon, 
while a clergyman at his right shook his 
hand at Dr. Johnston and cried out: *‘ Who 
is on the Lord’s side?” 

The blessing was asked and the assem- 
blage was dismissed. 

Dr. Johnston said afterward to a NEw- 
York ‘TIMES reporter: 

*{f do not wish to be misunderstood in the 
stand I have taken, which has the support of a 
number of wy brethreu. We are a unit upon 
our condemnation of the desecration of the 
Sabbath by the opening of the World's Fair on 
Suvday, as also upon the conduct of the Di- 
rectors and theirtrickery. ButI do not think it 
wise to exhort my congregation from the pulpit 
to boycott the fair. Such an action is foolish. 
I sball go there myself, and so wil! a number of 
my congregation, which is one ofthe largest in 
Brooklyn. Human nature is perverse, and 
should linsist on my people's staying away, it 
would incite them all to go, and thus they would 
be disobeying aninjunction of the Church. I 
am not going to advocate the passing of any 
such injunction. It would do more harm than 
good, and it is decidedly lacking in common 
sense.” q

eign Missions in San Francisco, read a 
paper on the first discoverers of America, 
who, he contends, were the Chinese. He 
deplored ‘the Geary act and its conse- 
eotmeen. He said that the same honor 
should be paid to these people as to Colum- 
bus and his countrymen and the country- 
men of Ericsson, to whom so much credit 
for the discovery of America has been given. 


THE MONTEREY’S BOILERS, 


Never Strong Enough to Stand the Press- 
ure Required of Them. 





SAN Francisco, Cal., May 29.—The Ez- 
aminer this morning asserts that the Mon- 
terey’s Scotch boilers are of such defective 
design that the only way to repair their 
faults is to take them out and virtually re- 
build them. 

“They were never intended,” it says, 
“to stand the terrible heat to which they 
have been subjected when under forced 
draught, and the result is that nearly 
every tube in the boilers has been blown 
out. The bolts have become loosened, and 
it is almost impossible to keep a set of grate 
bars in any of the furnaces for more than 
an hour at a time. . 

“ After a thorough patching and tighten- 
ing by the Union Iron Works and navy 
yard employes, steam was got up. When 
the pressure reached eighty-five pounds 
the trouble began. Before the one-hundred- 


pound notch was reached water was pour- 
ing out of the boilers from both ends of 
more than half the tubes, and when the 
order was given to draw fires the men who 
carried out the instructions did so at the 
risk of being scalded to death. It was then 
decided to send the Monterey back to the 
Union Iron Works, butit took a gang of 
navy yard boiler makers several days to 
patch up the boilers so that they could 
— be used to steam slowly down the 

ay. 
* A start was finally made. All that was 
required was that the vessel should steam 
5 or 6 knots, but the boilers could not 
stand even the pressure demanded for such 
a low rate of speed, and before the Mon- 
terey had gotten clear of Mare Island sev- 
eral of the tubes had blown out again. and 
many more were leaking badly. The fire- 
room was full of steam, and the men could 
not remain in it. When the pumps were 
set to work the steam began to go down 
until there was scarcely pressure enough 
to turn the engines over. While Com- 
mander Kempff and the Chief Engineer 
were consulting as to what should be 
done, the vessel’s propeller fouled with 
the famous fish net, and Commander 
Kemptt was glad of an excuse to drop 
anchor. 

“That night, under cover of darkness, 
a force of men were sent down to the ves- 
sel, and all the time she lay off Selby’s 
the boiler makers were busy cutting out 
the old tubes and putting in new ones that 
had been sent up*from the Union Iron 
Works. After a week’s hard work the 
boilers were sufficiently patched up for 
another trial. This time the Monterey 
steamed slowly around San Pablo Bay, and 
by careful nursing she managed to get 
back to the navy yard without further mis- 
hap, though the boilers leaked all the way. 
Every day since then new tubes have been 
putin as fast as the navy yard workmen 
could do it, — ready for the trial that 
began yesterday. Whether tho work done 
on these defective boilers has remedied the 
difficulty will no doubt be made manifest 
during the trip.”

Omana, Nob., May 29.—Trouble has been 
brewing in the Nebraska charge of the Cutholio 
Church for some time, which rosulted in Father 
Corbett of Palmyra, this State, filling charges of 
corruption and gross neglect against Bishop 
Bonacum. The Bishop has failed to make 
frionds with the clergy in his See and by his re- 
pellant attitude has aroused avery bitter feel- 
ing. 

It was agreed thatthe case should be heard 
before Mgr. Satolli, but the plan failed owing to 
the inability of the Pope’s representative to 
come to Nebraska. Bishop Bonacum then is- 
sued a mandate that the matter should be 
brought before him as his own judge, but 
Father Corbett refused to appear and referred 
the case to Bishop Scannell of Omaha. 

Bishop Bonacum then took the liberty of de- 
posing Father Corbett, but his parishoners re- 
fused to accept his successor and closed the 
doors of the churoh when he tried to gain an 
entrance, 

Mer. Satolli, after reviewing case, telegraphed 
to the head of the See at Lincoin to-day setting 
aside the dictate of HKishop Bonacum and rein- 
stating the deposed lather Corbett. 

The result of this decision is a direct snub to 
Bishop Bonaeum. 





A Boy Abducted by His Mother. 

Ronvpovut, N. ¥., May 29.—The West Shore 
station in this city was the scene of excitement 
to-day caused by the abduction of a nine-year. 
ola boy by his mother. The child, whose name is 
Andrew Kerley, bas lived in this city for two 
years with his great-uncle, James Kerley, who 
Was appoiuted guardian after the death of An- 
drew Kerley, the boy’s father. 

At that time the boy was in an orphan asylum 
in New-York. This morning while he was play- 
jngin the yard of Peter Hamilton, a relative, 
Mrs. Andrew Kerley. his mother, suddenly 
made her appearance in the yard and took her 
son away. 

When Hamilton learned who had taken the 
lad he notified the boy’s guardian, who drove 
to the West Shore station and attempted to res- 
cue Andrew.

MARCHED PAST THE INFANTA 


WEST POINT OADETS SALUTE HER 
AS REVIEWING OFFIOER, 





Princess Eulalie the First Woman to Hold 
the Position—Delighted with Her Trip 
up the Hudson—A View of the Aquida- 
ban’s Wash—Luncheon on the Monmouth 
with Mrs, Gilroy and Other Ladies— 
Prince Antoine Is Introduced to the 
Seductive Cocktail and Likes It. 


The Infanta’s trip to West Point yester- 
day, judging by what she said about it, 
will be remembered by her as the most 
pleasant of the many pleasant excursions 
she has made in this country. 

From the rigging and the sides of the 
steamboat Monmouth, in which the trip 
was made, floated gay bunting and flags, 
the yellow and red of Spain predominating. 
The saloons and cabins were odorous as 
flower gardens, so lavish was the display of 
roses and lilies, while every balustrade of 
the companion ways was a cascade of 
creeping plants and costly exotics. 

At 10 o’clock the Princess left the Savoy 
Hotel. She was accompanied by Gen. 
Horace Porter and her suite and followed 
by a committee consisting of Cornelius 
Bliss, Judge Dugro, Isidor Straus, A T. 
Sullivan, F. L. Stetson, Gen. J. M. Varnum, 
and Walter Stanton. 

Twenty-five mounted Signal Corps men, 
under Lieut. H. W. Hedge, with waving 
yellow plumes in their white helmets, 
formed the escort to the foot of West 
Thirty-fourth Street, where the Monmonth 
was moored. There Mayor Gilroy, James 
W. Tappen, Gen. Louis Fitzgerald, Nicho- 
las Kane, J. I. C. Clarke, and E. V. Skinner, 
the Reception Committee appointed by the 
Committee of One Hundred, received the 
royal party, Mr. Gilroy assisting the In- 
fanta from her carriage. 

The Guard of Honor on the boat was 
afforded by a battalion of the Naval Re- 
serve, under Commander Miller, and be- 
tween a glittering lane formed by the 
drawn cutlasses of these fine young men in 
their natty blue uniforms, the Infanta, lean- 
ing on the arm of the Mayor and followed 
by her husband, the Prince An®onio, Gen. 
Porter, the Duke de Tamames, Don Pedro 
de Jovar, the Marchioness Arco Hermosa, 
Capt. Gardia de la Vegas, and the members 
of the Reception Committee passed along 
the after saloon and up the companion way, 
bowing and smiling with that peculiar 


half-pathetic, half-quizzical smile of hers, 
to the stateroom forward which was re- 
served for her special use aud guarded by 
a couple of Naval Reserves with drawn 
cutlasses. 

Long before the Princess arrived the 
boat was crowded with men prominent in 
New-York’s social, business, military, ot 
| ea i circles, and their wives and 

aughters. The appearance of the Princess 
was the subject of much favorable com- 
ment among the women. She wore a simple 
but_ taking costume of a light checkered 
cloth. The coat, whieh fitted closely ta 
the figure, was cut Zouave fashion, with a 
rolling collar in frout displaying a military 
‘vest. The bonnet was a dainty affair, of 
black lace and jet, with a bunch of Parma 
roses on the side. She wore tan kid gloves 
and wets shoes, the toes of which 
would have delighted the advocates of the 
“sensible shape” in footwear. 

No sooner had the Monmonth slipped 
her moorings and swung her nose up 
stream than the Princess went out on the 
hurricane deck. She had a chance to see 
what wash day on a battle ship means, far 
there, at the port side where she wasstand- 
ing, vas the big Brazilian, the Aquidaban, 
with all her linen and clothes out to dry, 
presenting a most curious appearance. 

At the approach of the Monmouthi the 
washing came down in a twinkling, the 
Brazilian’s crew manned her square-rigged 
yards, and boom! went her big guns, giv- 
ing the cue to the Newark and the Phila- 
delphia, anchored a little further up. 
The Philadelphia has no yards nor 
anything else in the way of rigging 
to man, but the music of her guns crashed 
out such a reverberation that the Infanta 
clasped her hands over her ears with the 
remark: : 

“Your guns are very, very big. It is all 
very noisy, but very agreeable.” 

The Dolphin and the Infanta Isabel paid 
homage in the same way. and the squat 
Miantonomoh growled out a surly-sound- 
ing welcome from her “‘ten-inches.” The 
caravels, their recent experience with their 
ordnance fresh in mind, were content with 
manning the yards. 

Meantime the Saragossa Band on the 
after deck was playing the Spanish nation- 
al air with might and main, asif attempt- 
ing to drown the thunderous music of the 
guns, and the Naval Reserve men, drawn 
up in lines along both port and starboard 
bulwarks, with two buglers to assist, were 
saluting every one of the war ships as the 
Monmouth went by them. 

At 12:30 luncheon was served, and the 
sun, which - to that time had been sulk- 
ing ominously behind a bank of clouds, 
burst forth in full splendor, as if bound to 
show the Spanish Princess how glorious an 
American river could look under his beams, 

The Princess was served in the main 
saloon, the table being beautifully deco- 
rated. In the middle was a superb bed of 
roses, while at every corner was a pillar 
enwreathed {with delicate creepers that 
gave support to costly and curiously- 
shaped orchids. 

With the Princess sat down Mrs. Gilroy, 
Mrs. Howard Carroll, Mrs. Walter Stanton, 
Mrs. Joseph J. O’Donohue, Mrs. Loomis 
Langdon, Mrs. Miller, Mrs. E. V. Skinner, 
Mrs. eats Bb. McClelland, Mrs. 
Tappin, rs. Spraker, Mrs. Louis 
Fitzgerala, Mrs. Arthur T.. Sullivan, 
Mrs. J. lL. C. Clarke, Miss Agnes Skinner, 
Miss E. Spellman, and Mrs. Jordan L, 
Mott, Jr. Behind the chair of each of the 
married ladies stood her husband, who par- 
took of his lunch over her shoulder.

The nature of the reception which an Amer- 
ican cOmmunity should give to a representative 
of a royal fawmily is a question on which Amer!- 
cans would undoubtedly have mauy varying 
Opinions, but it seems to me that, without car- 
rying the thing to extremes, we can well afford 
to indulge in alittle of the pomp and ceremony 
which, while foreign to our ideas, is in accord 
with what the city’s guest would expect in his 
or her own country.”

OOVERED WITH ROYAL PURPLE. 
BATTLE FLAGS, AND FLOWERS. 


At Montgomery the Coffin Was Placed on 
a Caisson and Drawn to the Capitol 
by Six Horses—The Catafalque Was of 
Purple Satin—Thousands Struggled for 
an Opportunity to View the Casket— 
The Church Bells Were Tolled as the 
Start Was Made for Atlanta. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., May 29.—When the train 
bearing the remains of Jefferson Davis pulled 
out of New-Orleans crowds appeared at every 
street corner. As soon an the train reached the 
open country the wilitary escort laid aside 
arms and uniforms. Atevery station a crowd 
wae assembled. Gray-headed veteran soldiers 
and women and children with flowera were 
prominent features. 

At Beauvoir, Mr. Davis's 014 home, the track 
and station platform had been , carpeted with 
rhododendrons. It had been expected the es- 
cort would have time to visit the Davis house, 
but the stay was too short. Gen. and Mrs. 
Joseph B. Davis boarded the train and looked 
at the decorations surrounding the catafalque. 
The were accompanied by their little girl. Sev- 
eral floral tributes were here laid on the bier. 
One was a wreath of cypress, brought by Mrs. 
8. T. Green all the way from Calusia. 

The ricoh uniforms of the stalf officers of the 

Governor of Louisiana, heavily laced in gold, 
every otlicer being in full dress, and the gray 
uniforms of the men of the United Confederate 
Veterans, the badges and buttons of other vet 
erans, most of them worn with ared and white 
ribbon, and the familiar gray slouch hat, made 
the detail present a striking appearance, 
It was arather curious thing to see an éx- 
Confederate Major General, with paper and 
penoil, telling off his guard, ands tall, soldier- 
ly-looking, gray-mustached Colonel composedly 
receiving notice to act as a private soldier. 

At Mobile the Semme’s Camp, Confederate 
Veterans, were drawn up, 200 strong,on the 
platform, with the camp flag floating in the 
breeze, while the battery of the Alabama State 
Artillery fired asalute of twenty guns. Fully 
1,000 people viewed the casket. The train 
pulled out for Montgomery at 12:20 A. M. 

Greenville, Ala., was the first station reached 
this morning after daybreak, and here a con- 
course of people was assembled and gazed with 
interest at the funeral car. By this time the 
oak casket was almost hidden under a mass of 
flowers. One bunch of wild flowers had a card 
attached with the inscription, in a woman’s 
hand, ‘‘A faithful subject of our Southern 
chieftain.” 

At Montgomery carriages containing the offi- 
cers of the Ladies’ Memorial Association came 
first in view, then Gov. Jones of Alabama, ac- 
companied by his staff, appeared. Simul- 
tapeously two infantry columns marched down 
alongside the train, halted, and presented 
arms. Two batteries opened fire. 

Rain began to fall, but Gov. Jones announced 
that the procession would move from the train 


to the capitolat 83:30 A, M., andafew minutes 
before that time the storm passed over and the 
sun came out. Promptly at 8:30 the ftirst 
minute gun boomed out and the procession 
started. Lkvery window, balcony, and sidewalk 
wlong the route Was thropged. 

The Capitol was decorated outside with bay- 
onet plants and waxpolius, and inside witha 
profusion of tiowers. The minute guns at the 
station fired till the head of the procession turned 
into the broad avenue leading np to the Capitol, 
aud then a battery in front of this building 
opened, and kept firing until the procession had 
reached the front portico. 

The flags over the Capitol and on other public 
buudings were at balf mast. Tbe approaches 
to the building were lined with infantry, who 
rigidly kept every one outside the lines unless 
specially admitted by the Officer of the Guard. 
The procession approached in the following 
order: Mounted police, the Governor of Ala- 
bawa and stall, and then an advance guard of 
veterans; then followed the collin on a caisson, 
with a lofty canopy of purple over it. 

Six powerful black horses, in regular artillery 
barness, With brass-mounted saddles, draw the 
caisson. ‘Ibe horses were covered with hous- 
ing of purple sweeping the ground, and a can- 
noneer, in uniform of blue, with scarlet facings, 
and wearing an artillery sabre, was at the 
bead of each borse. Each pair of horses had a 
driver similarly uniformed and armed, 

By the caisson walked the pall bearers, 
twenty-five or thirty of the most eminent citi- 
zene of Alabama, from all parts of the State, 
each wearing a purple satin rosette. By the 
side of the cottina strong tvody of Confederate 
Veterans marched in fours; then followed the 
Louisiana veterans, the special escort trom 
New-Orleans to Richmond, 

Bebind these came a long line of infantry, a 
body of artillerymen, a sguadron of cavalry, 
and tifty cadets. The Alabama veterans formed 
iu two lines at the Capitol entrance, and three 
maimed Confederate ollicers, two with battle 
tlage, one of the Sixty-fourth Alabama and the 
other of the Thirty-second Georgia, faced the 
collin as it was borne up the steps; then they 
advauced and laid the worn and tattered flag 
on the casket. 

The Louisiana veterans followed, then those 
from Alabama and other States. The band 
played a funeral march, and the veterans, witha 
measured, swinging tread, keeping their ranks 
in fours and maintalning perfect step, lollowed 
the body insidethe hall from the main en- 
trance. Noone was allowed inside but the line 
of infantry, Which stuod at a present arms, ex- 
cept ladies and girls, who formed two dense 
ranks between Which the corté ge entered. 

‘ibe Supreme Court room, where the coffin lay 
in state, was very tastefully decorated. Over 
the right hand exit was ** Monterey ” in golden 
letters on purple ground, and “ Buena Vista’”’ 
over the jeit hand door. Over the judicial 
bench was a huge stars and bars flag, an oid 
garrison flag, a portrait of Mr. Davis under the 
flag, and over it in letters of evergreen, ** He 
sunered for us.” 

‘The Judge's desk was a bank of flowers, with 
an handsome new silk battle flag at each end. 
Immediately in frontof the desk was a cata- 
faigue Of purple satin, elaborately pulled and 
piaited and trimmed with silver lace. 
There Was no speechmaking whatever, The 
pall bearers took position between the casket and 
desk and the veterans filed in front, one by one, 
with bared heads, and passed out at the right 
haod exit. Then came the Ladies’ Memoria) 
Association, eeveral hundred members, every 
lady wearing ared and white ribbon, and de- 
positing a white flower at the base of the casket 
as she passed. They were followed by almost 
an equa] number or little girls. 

Then the military and cadets filed by, an 
after them the people. Kepeatedly the sentries 
were obliged to cross bayonets to keep the 
crowd back. Finally it became necessary to 
double the guard, and four and then six stal- 
wart soldiers had all they could doto keep the 
tide back. At one time two staff officers had to 
assist the six sentries in order to avoid those 
in front being hurt by being pushed upon the 
bayovet points. There was no improper be- 
havior, simply a terrific rush to getin and see, 

Inthe brief time before the departure of the 
train fally 10,000 people visited the Capitol, 
and even after seeing tbe casket the crowd 
would not leave the grounds, but stood waiting 
to see the procession reform and return to the 
train. 

The bells of all the churches tolled as the pro- 
cession moved from the station to the Capitol, 
and again on the return. 

The Confederate Generals in the line were 
Btephen D. Lee and Gen. Ferguson of the Mie- 
sissippi escort to Richmond, Gen. Peyton DV. 
Wise of Richmond, and Gens. W. W. Allen, G. 
P. Harrison, and J. H. Lane, the latter the com- 
mander of the famous North Carolina Lane’s 
Brigade. 

Mrs. Davis-Clopton was expected, but sick- 
ness detained ber at her home in North Carolina, 
Her first husband, C. C. Clay, was imprisoned 
with Mr. Davis at kort Monroe. Miss Letitia 
Tyler, who raised the Confederate States flag 
over the Capitol when Mr. Davis was inaugu- 
rated in Montgomery, Feb. 18, 1461, was among 
those present. She is a granddaughter of ex- 
President Iyler. Miss Theus Kaoul, who fired 
the first gun fora salute to the flag, was also 
present. 

The Confederate monument, the cornerstone 
of which Mr. Davis laid in the presence of 
thousands of people April 20, 1886, was elab- 
orately decorated. This monument is the work 
of the Ladies’ Memorial Association of Mont- 
gomery. The floral tributes were the greatest 
ever seen in Alabama. 

The procession returned to the train in the 
same order as thatin which it moved to the 
Capitol. The train left for Atlanta at 11:30, 


ATLANTA, Ga., May 29.—Goy. Jones and staff 
accompanied the Davis funeral cortége from 
Montgomery to the Alabama State line. As the 


train drew out the infantry saluted and the 
cannon was fired. A few miles out the wayside 
tributes began. The first was guaint enough. 
A colored woman rushed out of her cabin, with 
a child at each side, and frantically waved her 
bandkerchief while the young 
sbrilly. 

At Chehaw there was a slight stop. Every 
head was uncovered, and the ladies pleaded so 
piteously for leave to enter the funeral car that 
the guards relented and allowed them to pass 
through. 

A few miles further sbout 100 men were 
drawn up in line with shotguns and rifles, and 
the moment the funeral car pussed them a rat-

and the veterans were drawn up in line, heads 
bared and oolors saluting. The people olus- 
tered in a dense masse abous the funeral car. A 
heart of roses and a floral shield from the ladies 
and from Confederate veteraus of Lee County, 
Ala., Were put on board. 

At West Point the crowd was denser if pos- 
sible than at Opelika The children had the 
day here. Every boy and girl bad a magnolia 
or & cape jessamine, which they passed up to 
the veterans. The ladies handed up more 
elaborate offerings. Those on the outer circles 
of the crowd passed them over to those in front. 

At La Grangea cannon boomed as the train 
whizzed by. The local cavalry, mounted and 
with sabres at salute, were drawn up alittle 
distanve from the side of the track. A solid 
wall of ladies and children lined the road for 
about 250 yards. Back of thein stood the men 
in line. To the left of these stood another long 
row of about 200 young girls dressed in gray 
homespun jackets and skirts, with military 
caps and red and white ribbons on their 
breasts. Beyond them again a large factory 
had turned out its operatives, and men and 
women bared their heads. The people stood in 
solid blocks making neither sound nor move- 
ment, but testifying every mark of respect. 

Some of the veterans report the demeanor of 
the colored people as perfevtis respectful, andin 
two or three cases some of the old colored folks 
cried, One of Mr. Davis's body servants is on 
the train, following his old master to his last 
resting place. 

At Newnan the local infantry fired volley 
after volley as the train swept by. Here also 
was the same general outpouring of the people. 

At West Point Goy. Northen of Georgia and 
his staff boarded the train, and thence a high 
speed was kept up till reaching Atlanta, the 
funeral train rolling into the Union Station 
shortly after 4:30 o'clock, 

The military and civio societies of the city 
formed in aline around the station, Conspicu- 
ous in the Immense gathering were Confederate 
veterans, who marched after the remains. A 
tattered Confederate flag was borne aloft by one 
of them. 

The Governor of the State and his staff, the 
Mayor and City Council, the military com- 
panies, the police force, the secret fraternities, 
the cadets from the military schools, the South 
Carolina, the Virginia, and the North Carolina 
societies and military and social organizations 
of the oity participated. 

It was one of the grandest pageants the city 
has everseen. Following the various military 
companies came 3,000 Confederate veterans. 
Many of the old soldiers were crippled, while 
others carried with them the infirmities of three- 
score years and ten. 

Senators Gordon and Colquitt and also Govs. 
Northen of Georgia and Jones of Alabama were 
in this part of the line. A striking feature of 
the procession, and one which every one noticed 
with a feeling of gratification, as it emphasized 
the declaration that the war is over and that the 
bloody hatchet is forever buried, was the pres- 
ence of a number of the Grand Army men, who 
had turned out. They were in the procession by 
invitation of the Confederate Veterans. 

On a flower-garlanded bier, within a few feet 
of the statue of Ben Hill, the unveiling of which 
was the occasion of his last visit to Atlanta, 
was placed the casket containing the body of 
Jefferson Davis. At one end of the casket was a 
pillow of red, white, and blue immortelles, 
representing the Confederate stars and bars, 
and attached to it was a card which read, ‘*The 
Fiag, the Cause, the President; like the Flow- 
ers, all Dead, all Immortal.” 

On the centre of the casket was placed a beau- 
tiful heart. The outer edges of the heart were 
of roses, while the centre represented a Confed- 
erate flag. 

The Gate City Guards, under Lieut. White, 
acted as the escort of honor and drew up about 
the bier, presenting urms as the casket was 
borne in by twelve veterans, The doors were 
opened to the people, and the rush was tremen- 
dous, A equad of policemen, armed, were 
brought in to assist the soldiers, and a line of 
guards extended in solid tile from each end of 
the bier and separated the crowd into two parts. 

A number of Confederate battle flags were 
brought. There were many alfecting scenes, 
one veteran kissing the casket, A negro asked 
permission to place a bouquet of flowers at the 
footof the bier. When he was told that he 
could, he burstinto tears and exclaimed: “1 
wus wid ’im fum start to finish.” 

Foran hour and a half the people passed 
through the Capitol in two solid lines, and it is 
estimated that notless than 40,000 people saw 
the casket, 


Mrs. Jefferson Davis, who is at the Marlbor- 
ough Hotel, will leave this morning for Rich- 
mond, to be present to-morrow when the re- 
maius of her husband are placed in the vault in 
Hollywood Cemetery. 

For some time Mrs. Davis has been in feeble 
health, andit was only recently that she deter- 
mined to go to Richmond. She will probably 
remain in Richmond until Thursday or Friday.

GOV. FLOWER GOING TO OHIOAGO, 


The New-York Building Ready for the En- 
tertainment of His Party. 





CuicaGo, May 29.—New- York State Executive 
Olficer Donald MoNaughton was advised to-day 
by Gov. Flower, by wire, that the Governor, 
Mrs. Flower, Miss Flower, and others would 
leave Albany to-morrow night, reaching 
Chicago Wednesday night. The news was wel- 
come to the Board of State Managers,-as very 
little remains to be done to the New-York State 
Building to make it complete and ready for the’ 
entertainment of guests, It had been expected 
that the Governor and party would stop at 
Warren Lelaud’s new Chicago Beach Hotel, but 
asafew days more are necessary to entirely 
complete this house, it is probable that the 
Auditorium will be their stopping place. 

The managers and Commissioners will meet 
informally to-morrow to decide what course 
shall be pursued in entertaining the Guberna- 
torial party. Gov. Flower has announced that 
he proposes to remain long enough to see the 
fair thoroughly, There will be no banquet or 
other form of public entertainment, though the 
splendid banquet ball isin readiness for such 
wu fuuction. Itis probable that the Governor's 
visit will be characteristically Democratic, and 
that he will simply enjoy himeelf. Hise firat 
visit to the New-York State building will, how- 
ever, be the signal for the actual opening of 
that structure, which was formally dedicated 
last ball, 

the executive officers of the various States 
having on Saturday at a meeting in the New- 
York Building issued an appeal to railroads to 
reduce rates, a8 continued high tarilfs are keep- 
ing people away from the fair, will supplement 


that meeting by another one Wednesday, in» 


which they willdraw a form of letter to the 
people of each State, correcting erroneous im- 
pressions which have caused a sentiment that 
it is yet too early to visit the fair because of ite 
incompleteness, The necessity for such a state- 
ment is specially urged by the New-York 
munagers. A gentieiwan in Rochester 
voices the prevalent impression in New- 
York State, as evidenced by the receipt 
by Senator MoNaughton of many similar let- 
ters. He informs the wanagers that a friend re- 
turned May 26 from Chicago saye that it will 
be at least sixty days before the exposition is 
complete and worth seeing. The letter to their 
people by the various State representatives will 
state that the exposition is now practically 
complete, though it was not so on May 1, and 
will, assure them that they can eafely visit 
the fair and be amused and instructed. This 
letter, it may be said, will not be dispatched 
withont careful investigation to ascertain that 
every statement made is true. 

A resident of Albany who returned East to- 
day after a week's visit here declared his con- 
viction that the purport of the letter was com- 
mendable with one exception. It should state 
that no fault was to be found with the thor- 
oughness and interest of the exposition, but 
that the Exposition Company was criminally 
remiss in failing to provide seats fur people 
about the grounds. With that exception he 
could indorse any eulogy likely to be contained 
in the appeal. 

The absurdity of baving Sousa’s band dis- 
coursing music on the plaza in front of the Ad- 
ininistration Building, and no seatsfor people 
to sit in, becomes more apparent every day. 
There is no place with the two exceptions of 
the Fine Artsand Government Buildings where 
settees are provided for tired women and chil- 
dren, though there are acres of room inside and 
outside of buildings available. The Exposition 
Company promised to provide 30,000 benches, 
but it has not placed more than 1,000, The fact 
that there are chairs for rent by concessionaires, 
who pay the exposition a percentage of profits, 
continues to be the only explanation for this. 

New-York’s State Kuilding will be closed 
every Sunday whether the exposition remains 
open or not, unless the courts should be in- 
voked to construe a resolution of the New-York 
Legisiature. That resolution, adopted at the 
session of 1892. orders ail Btate exhivite closed 
op Sunday. If the contributions by way of 
loan by New-York City merchants toward the 
furnishing of the State Building cannot be

THE FIRST OPEN SUNDAY 


A DISAPPOINTMENT TO THE DI- 
REOTORS OF THE FAIR, 





The Crowds Not Nearly Great as Was 
Expected—Not More Than 90,000 Paid 
Admissions During the Day—The Sab- 
batarians in Great Glee Over the Result 


s0 


—They Will Employ Special Counsel to 
Aid the Government in Its Suit to Close 
the Gates on Sunday. 


CuicaGo, May 29.—Edward F. Cragin has re- 
turned to Chicago and is in the thick of the 
World’s Fair Sunday-closing fight. Mr. Cragin 
is the acknowledged leader of the Sabbatarians, 
as, besides being a representative of religious 
elements in other ways, he gets about the coun- 
try more than any other one Sunday-observance 
advocate, He isin Chicago to-day and in New- 
York to-morrow, and two days later he 1s likely 
to be in Cincinnati or St. Louis. He is a hard 
tighter, and this, added to his ubiquity, makes 
him @ man much feared by the local Directory 
and all other Sunday openers. 

Mr. Cragin reached here in time to see the 
fair opened yesterday and to note its influence 
on the Sunday-olosing question, This morning, 
when the vanguard of the Sabbatarians met in 
his office, there was great joy and jubilation. 
The meeting was called to take action looking 
toward the employment of counsel to act in 
conjunction with the United States District At- 
torney, Mr. Miiohrist, when the application to 
enjoin the opening of the fair on Sundays comes 
up before the Federal Judges en banc on 
Wednesday. 

The Sunday closers’ joy was due to the fact 
that very little over 130,000 people visited the 
fair yesterday, when preparations had been 
made for 300,000. Of these 40,000 came in on 
free passes. ‘They regarded the fact as a signal 
victory for their side. 

“With one exception,” said Mr. Cragin, “the 
Chicago papers teemed with editorial and other 
matter after it was decided to open the ex- 
position, squarely defining the issue before the 
people of Chicago. These papers were well- 
nigh frantic in their appeals to the people to 
turn out 6n masse, and demonstrate that the 
public demanded an open fair. Though what 
the Chicago people do or do not want has no 
place in the question now before the court, the 
newspapers endeavored to create a public senti- 
ment for its effect on the court. A man who has 
asuit before a State tribunal to enjoin the closing 
ofthe fair printed an impassioned appeal to 
the public to attend yesterday, saying it was 
necessary to show in the pending suit thata 
large crowd visited the grounds on the first 
open Sunday. Every nerve was strained to 
flood the park, and the most sanguine predic- 
tions were made of an overwhelming crowd, 
And how many paid admissions were there 
after all this tremendous effort? Just 69,000, 
according to the very papers which predicted 
such a horde. It must have been the worst 
dose they ever swallowed. It was the greatest 
body-blow the Sunday openers evergot. They 
declared beforehand that the attendance yester- 
day would be the test of sentiment. We 
don’t want them now to try to crawl out of it, 
and to prevent this and get the facts before the 
court we wired Attorney General Olney for per- 
inission to be represented by special counsel. 
We have this moment received a dispatch say- 
ing we oan do go provided no expense attaches 
to the United States. Whom we will choose as 
our legal representative we have not yet de- 
cided, but we are considering ex-President Har- 
rison, ex-Senator Lyman Trumbull, and Charles 
8. Holt, Gen. John C. Black, or David Fale of 
Chicago.”’ 

Mr. Cragin declared that the Sabbatarians had 
no confidence in the good faith or diligence of 
Mr. Milchrist, the United States Attorney for 
the Northern District of Lllinois, on whom de- 
volved the duty of pushing the Government's 
case. In the first place, he is a cousin of Presi- 
dent Harlow N. Higinbotham of the loeal Di- 
rectory, who is an uncompromising Sunday 
opener, and it is alleged that Mr. Higinbotham 
dominates his relative,who personally thinks as 
strongly as Mr. Higinbotham does, and avows 
it, saying, however, that as a representative of 
the Government he is bound to proceed as di- 
rected by the Attorney General. 

Mr. Cragin charges that though Mr. Olney 
assured him last Wednesday in Washington that 
he had directed Mr, Milchrist to proceed at once 
to prevent the opening yesterday, when Mr. 
Cragin arrived here Friday morning Mr. Mil- 
christ declared to him that the reason for not 
immediately proceeding in the matter was that 
he feared a riot and the tearing down of the 
gates by the enraged mob. “ Mr, Higinbotham 
expressed to me the same fear,” said Mr. 
Cragin, “and both he and Mr, Milchrist 

ave that as the exouse for not filing the 

ill and securing an injunction, We were 
astounded, therefore, to see it stated 
in the hicago papers that Mr. Milchrist 
said he had not moved in the matter for lack of 
time. We could have had the bill drawn in two 
hours and the question decided before Sunday. 
But it is just as well we did not. We are 
satistied that the fair was opened, for it has un- 
equivocally demonstrated the fallacy of the 
oluims of the Sabbath desecrators, and bas put 
the beat possible weapon in our hands.” 

The comparatively emall attendance yestor- 
day seems to have been a disappointment to the 
openers themselves, though they are not declar- 
ing itfrom the house tops. They say that the 
working people were uncertain that the fair 
would be open after all, because of previous 
false announcements, and that the still-uncom- 
pleted condition of the exhibits had something 
to do with the small attendance, 

Whatever the cause, and however the Sunday- 
closing controversy may end, it is certain that 
the Sabbatarians willspend considerable money 
in spreading abroad what they deem the facts 
aboutit. This was settled to-day, when it was 
determined to have printed atonce pamphlets 
giving a history of the matter from the Sunday- 
closers’ standpoint for distribution among 
churehes and Cbristian societies. Mr, Cragin 
and Mr. McLean, Secretary of the American 
Babbath Association, were not sure that these 
pamphiets would advise a boycott of the fair if 
the courts decided it should open Sunday, but 
they were convinced that the publication of the 
facts would keep thousands of Sabbath observ- 
ere away altogether. 

Many people who were at Jackson Park Sun- 
day believed that 200,000 people were present 
during the day. The official figures give the at- 
tendance at 94,830. On Saturday the attend- 
ance was 92,306. The crowd was noticeably 
much larger Sunday than Saturday, 
yet the gate returns show only a dil- 
ference of 2,500 between tha two days. In- 
spectors sent out by Director Genergl Davis 
reported a constant stream of visitors pouring 
in, The Director General himself made a tour 
of the grounds and estimated that 200,000 peo- 
yee were present. This was the estimate made 

y other conservative men accustomed to 
crowds. The question arises how did the. peo- 
ple get in without leaving a record at the gates. 
An investigation has beén ordered and it is ex- 
pected that some ourious developments will be 
made, 


AN INJUNCTION AGAINST CLOSING. 


Judge Stein Holds that the Fair May Be 


Opened on Sunday, 


OurcaGco, May 29.—Judge Stein to-day issued 
a temporary injunction restraining the Exposi- 
tion Directory from closing the World’s Fair on 
Bundays. The decision was made in accord- 
auce with the prayer of a bill filed some weeks 
ago by Charles W. Clingman of Chicago, in be- 
half of himself asa stookholder in the Expoal- 
tion Company and as a citizen, The proceedings 
were in the State courts, and were entirely dis- 
tinct from the more recent case in the Federal 
courts to which the United States Government 
is a party. 

The Judge said the main points on which to 
decide the case were the Federal law involved, 
its moral aspects, and the State law. In going 
overthe Federal law, Judge Stein found that, 
in the act of Congress creating the exposition, 
it was expressly provided that no rule or regu- 
lation conflicting with the State law of Illinois 
should be enforced. Under this law the whole 
of Jackson Park would be thrown open to the 
public on all days of the week. Later, on Oot. 12, 
1892, the appropriation then made by Congress 
provided for Sunday closing. The condition 


was accepted by the Commissioners and Direct- 
ors. This constituted a legal contract, and thus 
far well and good—the gates could be kept 
closed legally.

Judge then summed up by saying that, seeing 
no valid reason—legal, moral, or otherwise—for 
not granting the temporary injunction as asked, 
he would enter the restraining order. Bond was 
fixed at $5,000. 

Judge Stein, who rendered the deolsion, bas 
the distinction of being the first Hebrew ele- 
vated to the bench in Chicago. 

The Sunday closers regard the decision of 
Judge Stein as of littio moment. They say that 
they never for an instant doubted that he would 
take the view he has adopted. They prefer to 
await the decision of the Federal tribunal be- 
fore surrendering. They may not surrender 
even then, as they stillhave an appeal to the 
Sabbatarian boycott. It may be competent for 
the Federal Judges to pass on the question 
whether if, as Judge Stein has held, the park is 
the usufruct of the public, the buildings and 
their contents are to be classed in the same 
category.

The suit has been brought by Peter Backes, a 
lawyer, The alleged offense is the publication 
of an affidavit made by Hiram T, Downing, in 
which Mr. Backes, Edward H. Murphy, and 
Marcus W, Conkling are accused of having con- 
cocted the confession credited to Mr. Downing 
upon which Mr. Downing and Lieut. Farrow 
were recently indicted charged with perjury in 
connection with a deed.

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CHOLERA AGAIN IN HAMBURG 


OFFICIAL DECLARATION OF A 
DEATH THERE SATURDAY. 





Extraordinary Precautions Against the 
Spread of the Disease Ordered in Ger- 
many—Berlin Resumes the Use of Dis- 
infectants—Fatal Cases of a Disease of 
Nature in the South of 
Vrance—Communications Received from 


United States Officers Abroad. 


a Choleraio 


HAMBURG, May 29.—The Committee for the 
Prevention and Detection of Cholera, conatitut- 
ed by the Senate of Hamburg, declared officially 
to-day that a clerk, who was supposed to have 
been suffering, the previous week, from 
diarrhea, died on Saturday last from Asiatic 
cholera. 

BeKLIn, May 29.—The Imperial Commission 
appointed to adopt measures to prevent the 
spread of cholera in the German Empire has 
held a special sitting in regard to the outbreak 
ofthe disease in Hamburg, and has ordered 
extraordinary precautions to be taken every- 
where against the communication ofthe disease. 

The Berlin police have resumed the use of dis- 
infectants in every quarter of the city. 

Paris, May 29.—Two deaths from a disease of 
a choleraic nature have occurred at Toulouse, 
in the Department of Hante-Garonne, and one 
death of a choleraio nature at Nismes, in the 
Department of Gard. 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—While the information 
that cholera has appeared at Hamburg and at 
Marseilles ia the most serious news yet received 
this year in regard to the disease, the officials 


of the Treasury Department are not disposed 
to regard it ae alarming or tu believe that there 
is any reason for contemplating s suspension of 
immigration, 

Dr. Wymen, Surgeon General of the Marine 
Hospital Service, said to-night the news from 
Hamburg was not sepeeink. He had been ex- 
pecting to hear of cholera breaking out there 
for some weeks, and he had also looked for the 
disease at Marseilles, and had stationed two 
medical officers at each place. He said there 
are no immigrants coming from Marseilles 
now, and as for Hamburg, the strictest 
precaution will be taken to see that none but 
perfectly healthy people are allowed to sail and 
that the vessels and baggage are in good sani- 
tary condition. The medival agents of the 
Marine Hospital Service are charged with this 
duty, and the steamship companies and local 
authorities will probably co-operate with them 
inevery way. On this side all ships coming 
from Hamburg or any other infected port will 
be carefully inspected. 

Dr. Wyman does not think there has been 
more than one case of cholera in Hamburg. He 
says the authorities there do not show any dis- 
position to conceal the true state of affairs this 
year. Hedoes not think the disease will be 
epidemic there this year, as the city is in much 
better sanitary condition than last year. 


Dr. Jenkins, the Health Officer of the Port, re- 
ceived a cable message yesterday morning from 
Dr. Nash, one ofthe United States Medioal In- 
spectors stationed in Hamburg, stating that 
cholera had again appeared in that city. Ao- 
cording to the dispatch, the Committee on the 
Detection and Prevention of Cholera, consti- 
tuted by the Senate of Hamburg, declared ofti- 
clally yesterday that a clerk, who was supposed 
to have been suffering during the’ previcu; 


week from diarrhea, had died Saturday from 
Asiatic cholera. 

Another cable dispatch received at noon said 
that two deaths from disease of a choleraic 
nature had occurred at Toulouse, in the Depart- 
ment of Haute-Garonne, France, and one death 
of acholeraic nature at Nismes, in the Depart 
ment of Gard. 

Dr. Jenkins was considerably disturbed when 
he received the news, but after a moment’s re- 
flection he said toa Nuw-YorK TIMES reporter 
that he was not greatly surprised that there 
should be another outbreak of the dread 4is- 
ease. ‘* But I didn’t look for it as early as this. 
The fact thatit has broken out at this time 
of the year indicates that, notwithstanding aii 
the labor ofthe authorities abroad last Sum- 
mer, the disease bas, as you might say, been 
smoldering, and the warm weather in Europe 
has stimulated the germs to activity.” 

‘Of course, doctor, you are prepared to cope 
with the plague, should it arrive here?” 

“ We are, and when I[ say we, I mean my stafi 
and wyself. I have personally looked after the 
reconstruction of the quarters at Hoffman and 
Swinburne Islands. New boilers have been put 
in the power houses and the disinfecting. ap- 
paratus has been rebuilt according to the most 
advanced soientitic principles. We have ample 
bedding and clothing, large quantities of disin- 
fectants are stored on the islauds, and the ou- 
linary branches are complete in every respect.” 

** What bas been done at Fire Island!” 

“The old hotel rewains, but what we call bar- 
racks have been constructed and anew dock 
built. The barracks will give ample shelter for 
hundreds of paseengers, should it beceme nec- 
essary to use them. At the island we have aiso 
stored a large supply of disinfectants and medi- 
cines.” 

Mr. Boas, the General Manager of the Ham- 
burg American Packet Company, said the case 
in Hamburg was only a eporadicone. He had 
received a dispatch similiar to Dr. Jenkinas’s 
from his company’s agent at Hamburg, but it 
contained the additional information that the 
case was an isolated one, and that there was 
not the léast cause for alarm. In commenting 
on the information, Mr. Boas said: ; 

**Even if there is an epidemic of cholera in 
Hamburg this year, which I very much doubt, 
our arrangements are such that it will be al- 
most impossible foran immigrant affected with 
the plague to board one of our vessels. Ex- 
tensive barracks have been erected by the cow- 
pany at Hamburg. They are under the supar- 
vision of Drs. Wheeler and White of the United 
States Marine Hospital Service, and ail 
passengers will be detained there 
ject to the judgment of _ the t 
States physicians, In addition to these 
gentlemen, there is Dr. George W. Nasb of 
Health Officer Jenkins’s staff. He is on duty at 
Hamburg at our expense, and he is particularly 
employed in seeing that no infected immigrant 
is allowed to board a steamer for this port.” 

In conclusion Manager Boas said that he did 
not think it possible, in view of the elaborate 
quarantine arrangements established at all the 
European ports, fora case of cholerato get a 
foothold in this country this year. 

The bills contracted by Dr. W. T. Jenkins, 
Health Officer, during the cholera emergency 
of last year were audited and ordered paid by 
the Board of Quarantine Commissioners when 
it met in the Mayor’s office yesterday. The 
bills amounted to $21,078.84. The bill for the 
special police service at Fire Island furnished 
by Wilkinson’s Detective Agency was the larg- 
est in the batch and amounted to $7,549.97. 

The Iron Steamboat Company charged $6,300 
for the use of the Cephenus in taking the passen- 
gers of the Normannia to Fire Island, but some- 
thing more than $2,000 of thie was paid at the 
time. Claims for transferring passengers to 
and from the infected shipa and the quarantine 
isiands and for towing aggregated 6,172.78. 
Drugs and chemicals cost $1,500.69, and lum- 
ber used in improving the temporary station at 
Fire Island $1,037.67, 

After ordering the bills paid the Quarantine 
Commissioners appointed James W. Wilson, 
architect to the commission, and gave out a 
contract for repairing the dock at the Quaran- 
tine boarding station at Staten Island.

PROF. BRIGGSS DOCTRINES 


THE GREAT PRESBYTERIAN THED- 
LOGICAL TRIAL BEGUN, 





Opening Argument for the Prosecution 
Made by the Rev. Dr. Joseph J. Lampe 
—He Charges Irregularity in the New- 
York Presbytery’s Proceedings — I rof. 
Briggs’s Protest Against Considering 
the Rejected Charges— What He Has 
Taught—Talk of a New Church. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—A cold, cheerless rain 
that fell, steadily all day spread a wet blanket 
of depression over the proceedings of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian Church to- 
day, sitting as a high court for the trial of Prof. 
Charles A. Briggs upon the charges contained 
in the appeal of the prosecuting commitres 
from the judgment of acquital entered by the 
New-York Presbytery. The attendance upon 
the sittings of the court were restricted by the 
weather and the rigid enforcement of the regu- 
lations governing admission to the church, 60 
that at no time was the capacity of the church 
tested beyond its seating accommodations. 

The court adopted the report of the Judicial 
Committee as to the order of procedure of the 
tris], and at 10:05 A. M. it was formally begun. 
The principal argument for the prosecution 
was by the Rev. Joseph J. Lampe, D. D., who 
fimshed in the afternoon, having spoken three 
hours and a quarter. 

Prof. Briggs began his answer and defense, to 
which seven hours had been allotted, and con- 
tinued itin the evening session. He will con- 
clude it to-morrow, and then Col. McCook will 
close for the prosecution. It is scarcely proba- 
ble that a vote on the question of sustaining 
the appeal will be reached before Wednesday. 

The proceedings of the trial opened with a 
eaution from the Moderator against the use of 
personalities or the introduction of extraneous 
matter. Col MoCook then gave notice of the 
citations and references which the prosecution 
expected to use and slso made & stipulation 
that the course of procedure—the appellants 


_ggreeing to present their entire case in the 


opening argument—should not be taken as a 
precedent for any future similar cases. 

The Rev. Dr. Lampe then began the opening 
argument for the prosecution. He said that, in 
accordance with the Book of Discipline, the 
appellants assigned five grounds in appeal, 
mamely: Irregularity in the proceedings of the 
Presbytery of New-York; reveiving improper 
and declining to receive important testimony; 
manifestations of prejudice in the conduct of 
the case, and mistake or injustice in the de- 
cision. 

He discussed the first ground from a purely 
legal standpoint, and laid much stress on the 
fact that Dr. Briggs objected to going to trial 
on two of the eight charges against him in the 
Presbytery because he bad never taught the 
doctrines with teaching which he was charged. 
Why, then, asked Dr. Lampe, did he consent to 
go on trialon the remaining charges? Was it 


because he had taught the doctrines therein 
alleged? If that was the reason then why did 
he plead not guilty to these remaining charges! 

Reference was made to the fact that Dr. 
Brigys had expressiy taught that more than 
one of the processes of redemption might go on 

_in the futute state. The committee was pre- 

to prove this at the time when the origi- 
nal charges were presented, but Dr. Briggs, in 
advance of being called upon to plead, made a 
disclaimer. Judicial process, sald Dr, Lawpe, 
Was necessary to determine whether 7 
written words or his disclaimer was to be 
taken as the truth. The language of the 
he contended, was on this point 
unambiguous and had never been retracted. 
Dr. Lampe held that the vote to strike from the 
record a request from the Committee of Prose- 
eution, the refusal to permit the members of 
the judicatory to vote to sustain in part, and the 
decision to give to the unsworn statements, ox- 
‘planations, and disclaimers of the defendant 
the force of sworn, approbated, and subscribed 
sestimony were all flagrant errors of prodedure. 
to the second and third grounds of 
appeal, which referred to the question‘of testi- 
mony, Dr. Lampe said thata large amount of 
matter which, by the request of the defendant 
and with the approval of the Moderator, was in- 
serted into the official stenographic report after 
the adjournment of the Presbytery could not 
in any proper sense be called testimony at all, 
end yet it was allowed by the Presbytery to re- 
main on the record as competent evidence. 
Im regard to the other evidence offered 
by Dr. Briggs, it was stated that he 
declined to verify it under oath; that he de- 
mounced the request to do 60 a8 au outrage; 
that be was both counsel and client, and as 
counsel he made statements, explanations, and 
disclaimers in regard to the language which his 
client had used to which the inferior judicatory, 
contrary to the directions of the Book of Disci- 
gave the full value of competent evidence 

1m making up its final verdict. 

Dr. Lampe also méintained that the refusal of 
the Presbytery to receive important testimony 
to prove the charges against Dr. Briggs was a 
graveerror. He further said that a number of 
the members of the lower court showed a decp 
interest in the case of the defendant, some man- 
ifesting all the zeal of advocates instead of 
mointaining the calmness and equipoise of 
udzes. That mistakes and injustice entered 

to the final judgmentof the inferior judica 
tery Dr. Lampe endeavored to prove by cita- 
tions from the Book of Discipline and from the 
expressions of the Presbytery itself. He said: 

“That the charges were proved becomes atill 
more evident from the statement mado in the ver- 
dict rendered by the inferior judicatury, to the effect 
that in acquitting Dr. Briggs the Presbyte is pot 
to be understood ‘as expressing approval of the crit. 
ical and th views embodied in his inaugural 
address.’ A resolution to that effect was introduced 
on the fioor of the Presbytery wheu the voting was 
about to commence, with the intention of sécuring 
votes for acquittal which otherwise might be con. 
scientiously withheld. 

“for those critical and theological views Dr. 
Briggs was put on trial. He not only approves 

but diligently propagates them. And it was 
the duty of the lower court, by a calm and impartial 
inv: on, to ascertain whether or not those 
critical and theological views are in harmony with 
She Holy Scripture and the standards, and to con- 
demn them rtd they did not find them in harmony 
with those authorities, and thus to check their 
s and intiuence in the most effective way. 

“The presumption that the charges were proved 
is strengthened by reference to the method by which 
the verdict wae reached. This was by ‘giving due 
consideration to the defendant's explanation of the 

e used in his inaugural address, accepting 
his trank and full disclaimer of the interpretation 
Which has been put upon some of ite phrases and 

Miustrations,’ and ‘crediting his affirmations of loy- 
alty to the standards of the Church and tothe Holy 
as the only infallible rule of faith and 
—— This can only mean that they have taken 
. Briggs at his own word. By their own confes- 
therefore, they have not decided the case on 

the law and the evidevoe. 

“It is well known that Dr. Briggs entered a plea 
of ‘Not guilty '; that he claims Ww be orthodox, and 
that he subscribes to an orthodox creed. Bat, in 
wed of all that, he has made and persists in making 

statements for which he has been called in ques- 
lon and which have alarmed the whole Church.”’ 

Dr. Lampe said Dr. Briggs’s teaching conflict- 
e4 with both Scripture and the standards; they 
touched matters which were vitally essential 
to Presbyterians whose faith and practice were 
based solely on the authority of Holy Scripture, 
and that according to these views we must reo- 
ognize the Church of Kome as a great fountain 
of divine authority, able to give men, without 
or above the Bible, s saving knowledge of God 
and divine assurance. This, be averred, would 
be a complete abandonment of the Reformation 

tion, and for the Presbyterian Church it 
would mean denominational suicide. ‘* The 
itions taken in his inaugural,’ said Dr. 

“certainly entitle him to the dignity of 
chiet apostie in such a movement.” 

Taking up the charge that Vr. Briggs had 
taught that errors existed in the Bible, Dr. 
Lampe discussed it at length, and summed up 
his contentions as follows: 

“It is preposterous at this late day to advance the 
@laim that insisting on the truthfuiness of the Bible 
is tantamount to setting up a@ new test of orthodoxy. 
The Church has never believed anything else. ks- 
pecially is this true of the Presbyterian Church. It 
Will not be possible to point to a single Presbyterian 
divine, from the Westwinster period down, and es- 
pasty among American Presbyterians, who has 

ught the doctrine of the errancy of the Holy 
seriptures. All sides. parties, and schools in our 
Chorch have been agreed in atlirming the inerrancy 
of the Word of Goa.” 

Passing to the charge that Dr. Briggs taught 
that a eeeanee of redemption extended to 
the world to come in the cases of many who 
died in sin, Dr. Lampe said: 

“The whole contention of Dr. Briggs in his de- 
fense is that the Bible and the standards favor the 
view that the work of making believers pure, woral- 
ly perfect aud holy, 18 accomplished by means of 

ugressive sanctitication after death This doctrine 
ean offense, according to the Book of Discipline, for 
the following three reasous:

mittee on Prosecution hed omitted. 

He had said this: ‘““Kuolnen has shown that 
if we insist upou the fulfillment of the dotails of 
the prophecy of the Old Testament, many of the 
predictions have been reversed by history avd 
the great body of the Messianic prediction has 
not only nover been fulfilled, but cannot now 
be fulfilled, forjthe reason that Its own time has 
passed forever.”

He also disclaimed that he was guilty of 
teaching, as charged in Charge 7, that the proc- 
esses of redemption extended to the world to 
come inthe case of mapy who died in sin, stat- 
ing that he “had repudiated the Koman 
Catholic doctrines of purgatory, also the doc- 
trines of future probation and regeneration 
after death, or any beginning of Christian life 
after death.”’ 

Continuing on this subject, Dr. Briggs sail: 
“You have beard attributed to me the ureadiul 
doctrine of race redempuvon. But if you will 
look into my inaugural you will see that all : 
have to say on that subject is connected wiih 
the Incarnation of Jesus Christ The trouble 
with these brethren is that they are takings 
too narrow view of the doctrine. Would thatl 
could teach such a comfortable doctrine, and if 
the time ever comes that i can I will gladly lay 
down my ministry in the Presbyterian Church 
and go forth to teach the hope of salvation of 
some of those who apparentiy have died with- 
out regeneration in this world. LButildo not 
hold thut belief now; 1 cannot.” 

The doctor read from his book on “ Messianic 
Prophecy ” to establish his teaching as to the 
fulfillment of predictive prophecy, error in 
which was alleged in the rejected fourth charge. 
From the summing up of the book Dr. Briggs 
read the following: 

“We had in the Messianic prophecy of the Old 
Testament an organic syetem constantly advancing 
on the original lines, and expauding into new and 
more comprehensive phases with the progress of ue 
centuries, Vast and complex that organism is—so 
complex that the wisest sages of Israel could not 
comprehend it—as vast as the difference bei ween a 
Divine advent and a human advent, as cuntrasted as 
a suifering andareigning Mossiah, as an advent of 
grace and revival, and as an advent of judgment and 
prediction; and yet there is unity in all this variety 
and complexity that no one could discern until 
Jesus Christ was born, God manifest in the flesh; 
until he passed through the experience of a sutfer- 
ing Messiah, and advanced to His throne as the 
reigning Messiah; until the advent of the Holy 
Spirit at Pentecost warned of the advent of the 
great and terrible day of judgment. 

“in Jesus of Nazareth the key of the Messianic 
prophecy of the Ol. Testament has been found. All 
its phases find their realization in His unique per- 
sonality, in His unique work, and in His unique 
kiugaom, The Messiah of prophecy appeare in the 
Messiah of history. ‘ihe redemption predicted as 
the completion of the redemption experienced iu 
greater and richer fulluess in (he successive stages 
ot the old covenant is at last completed in the 
Messiah of the cross and of the throne, 1n the Lamb 
that was slain for the relemption of men, but who 
ever liveth as the fountain of light and the owner of 
the key of Hades. 

* Hebrew prophecy vindicates its reality, its ac- 
curacy, its comprehensive ideality as a conception 
of the Divine mind, as a deliverance of the Divine 
energy, a8 a system constructed by holy men who 
apoke as they were moved by the Holy Spirit. The 
Messiah of prophecy and the Messiat of histury, the 
redemption of Hebrew prediction and the redemp- 
tion of Christian possession, are not diverse, but en- 
tirely harmonious in the Lamb whv was tovoreor- 
dained betore the foundation of the world, but was 
manifest in these last times of its history. For it 
was the same Divine Being who devised the redemp- 
tion of the world, who reveaied itin prophetic pre- 
diction, who prepared for 1t in the development 
of history, whe accomplished it in time and 
eternity. Hebrew prophecy springs from Divin- 
ity as its source and ever-tlowing inspiration. 
and it points to Divinity as its fruition and complete 
realization. None but God could give such proph- 
ecy; pone but God can fulfiJi such prophecy. The 
ideal of prophecy and the reality of his.ory correspond 
in Him who is above the limits of time and space and 
circumstance, wno is the Creator, kuler, and Saviour 
of the worid, and who alone has the wisdom, the 
grace, and the power to conceive the idea of redemp- 
tion and then accomplish it 1n reality iu the incarna- 
tion, crucifixion, resurrection, ascension, and second 
advent of His only-vegotten and well-beloved son, 
very God of very God, the Light and Life and Sa- 
viour of the world.” 

A Commissioner—Is that the present opinion 
of Dr. Briggs? The book was written in 18x86. 
Does he hold the same views now ! 

Dr. Brigge—Why, certainly. That book is a 
textbook in Union Theological Seminary, and 
every senior class goes over it. 

Dr. Briggs then made a legal argument 
agaiust the consideration of these rejected 
charges by the General Assembly until after 
they had been tried by tho New-York Presby- 
tery. The most that could be done, he said, was 
to sepd them back to the Presbytery ior trial. 
The action of the Presbytery In rejecting these 
charges was not irregular, as charged in the 
specitication of errors; neither was it irregular 
for the Presbytery to refuse testimony intended 
to support and prove the charges rejected. 

All this matter was irrelevant to the final 
judgment of the Presbytery upon the six 
charges considered; therefure the third ground 
of appeal was invalid. As tothe question of 
prejudice which the appellants ulleged against 
the Presbytery, Dr. Briggs said the presump- 
tion certainly was in favor of the court, bound 
by their oaths to return a just verdict, and not 
in favor of the prosecuting committee, which 
was interested in maintaining the charges 
brought. Dr. Briggs alleged that the transfer 
of proofs in the Presbytery from the inaugural 
address to the Holy Scriptures and the Cate- 
chism was wrongful, prejudicial to him, and he 
rotested against the relevancy of the proofs 
om the Catechism and Scriptures. 

(is eed at this point took a recess until 
7:45 P. M. 

Resuming his address at the evening session, 
Dr. Briggs raised the point that the separation 
of a single charge into two and three offenses, 
which the prosecution made on the second and 
third charges, was in conflict with the law of 
the Church. As to the fifth and sixth charges, 
Dr. Briggs said they were new matter, and 
changed the nature of the original charges, 
thereby being antagonistic to the direction of 
the General Assembly. He insisted upon a 
separate vote upon each offense charged against 
him. 

The noxt point presented by Dr. Briggs was 
as to the specifications of error as to the evi- 
dence introduced, of which the prosecution has 
included ten under three grounds of appeal. 
The prosecution objected to the evidence be- 
cause it was unsupported by oath, but that, said 
Dr. Briggs, was an invalid objection. There 
Was no evidence introduced orally; no oppor- 
tunity to have the defendant sworn, and, con- 
tinued Dr. Briggs, *‘There was no other evi- 
dence offered, and yet the prosecution ask you 
to reject the unsworn evidence of the defendant 
and accept the unsworn evidence of the appel- 
lant. If unsworn evidence is to be rejected, 
there is none in the record and the case muet be 
thrown out of court.” 

The defendant next referred to the paragraph 
in the Prosecuting Committee's appeal alleging 
error in the incorporation of certain statements 
and evidence into the record which, it was 
alleged, had not been made nor offered by the 
defendant: on the trial. Prof. Brown read the 
action of the Presbytery of New-York upon this 
matter. The evidence thus incorporated into 
the record, Dr. Briggs said, contained tho opin- 
jons of many scholars which furnished irre- 
fragable proof of the correctness of the de- 
fendant’s teachings. 

Dr. Briggs said it was alleged that the New- 
York Presbytery made a mistake in the logic. 
It nad been held that the case was so - 
that logic demanded a verdict of guilty. he 
appellant's logic was at fault where it always 
appeared in false logic—in the promises. The 
law required the specifications to set forth the 
facts, and the appellante—skillful jumpers— 
held that because he admitted the extracts 
cited he admitted the facts. 

Dr. Briggs held that it was simply necessary 
q to prove that the doctrines attributed to him 

were contained in the inaugural. He oould not 
be held responsible for the inferences of the 
prosecution. He held that the defendant had 
not admitted the charge by admitting the ex- 
tracts cited. 

The defendant had admitted that he taught 
that errors may have existed in the original text 
of the Soriptures; that Moses is notthe author of 
the Pentateuch; that Isaiah did not write more 
than balf his book; that sanctification is not 
complete at death. He had not admitted the 
other things. He had, he said, admitted what 
ought to have been given as the minor premises 
of four of the charges. Did the major premises 
justify the charge of heresy to the Westminster 
standards? Thechief argument of the defense 
had been to show that these major premises were 
invalid; the Presbytery had listened; the pros- 
ecution had not objected. The logic of the 
“yy was leap legic. The defendant 

eld to as cssential and had always taught 
four of the seven doctrines charged by 
the prosecution to have been attacked. Ho 
admitted the truth of aud accepted two of 
them, but aid not regard them as esésontial. 
Astothe doctrine touching sanctification, he 
denied thatthe phrase “at once,” which the 
prosecution had arbitrarily inserted in the 
Westminster definition when it was their own 
interpretation of it, was essential. 

The prosecution had given no proof that his 
own interpretation was wrong and that their 
own wus right. They seemed to hold the opin- 
ion that Holy Scripture was the supreme judge. 
The confession taught that it was the Holy 
Spirit; that spirit spoke to the reason through 
Holy Scripture. He had never tanght any other 
doctrine, He had not said that the spirit spoke 
the final word through the reason to which the 
Bible must yield. He was norationalist. The 
Holy Spirit united the Scriptures and reason in 
an infallible bond.

The Giants Tallied the Single Run and

FAULTS OF THE YALE CREW. 


A Couple of Changes in the Composition 
of the Eight Likely. 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn., May 29.—Despite the state- 
ment recently heard that the Yale crew has been 
absolutely decided upon, there is some fault attrib- 
uted to the members of the boat by the coaches, and 
changes inthe present composition will be looked 
for this week. Gvetchius, at No. 5, is the prime 
source of the dissatisfaction of the trainers. Al- 
though he has been given permanent coaching in 
the position he now occupies, he yet exhibits such 
glaring faults that the other members of the buat 
are at times thrown into confusion by his inability 
to manage his slide and to catch tho water properly. 
Indeed, the burden of the coaching has been divert- 
ed toward him fer a fortnight and with only fruit- 
less reaults. 

Daring the past week the Yale coaches have been 
massed here to consider the situation. “ Al’ Cowles 
of the '86 crew, Capt. Stevenson of the ’88 crew, 
and “Josh” Hartwell of last year’s boat have 
shared with Capt. Ives the discussion of the ugly 
Situation, and it has boon decided to make a change. 
On Saturday, at the regular practice of the boat, 
Goetchius was taken from his usual seat and Rog- 
ers, Who has been retired, was given the place at 
No. 6. With the new incumbent of the position the

Many Entries for the Amerlcan Pet Dog 
Club’s Exhibition Received. 


Six years ago anumber of society people, most of 
whom were ladies, organized an association to which 
they gave the name of the American Pet Dog Club, 
thelr motive being to encourage the breeding of 
small, or pet, doss to the highest standard of perfec. 
tion, to protect the interest of the members of the 
club in the ownership of their dogs, and to advance 
a general knowledge of the proper care and treat- 
ment of household, or pet, dogs, and thus promote 
the comfort and welfare of the dogs themselves. 

Having thus for six yoars carried out this lauda- 
ble course, the club has now decided on giving the 
public some evidence of the results, and to- 
day it will open its first annual show at the 
Lenox Lyceum, batween Fifty-eighth and Fifty- 
ninth Streets, on Madison Avenue. Now-York has 


had many dog shows, but this one will differin some 
essential points frum the ordinary bench exhibition. 
There will ve a total absence of the big dog—ne may 
be petted, but he is never in the true sense of the 
worda pet. Tiny fellows, whose welght can be 
taken almost in ounces, and height and lengtn 
measured by inches, will usurp the pride of 
place. Although ali the judges and a tew of the offi- 
ciale are goutiemean, the oiub is esseutially ao ladies’ 
corporation, the show will be managed to a great ox- 
tent by ladies, and it appeals, as a society function, 
directly and pevuiiarly to the gentile sex. Its secre- 
tary is Miss Marion E. Bannister, sSpringtield, N.

FRANK SLAVIN DEFEATED,

He Was Whipped in Seven Rounis by 
Middleweight Hall. 


LonpoN, May 29.—The sporting fraternity of 
England was treated toa surprise to-night, when 
Frank Slavin, the heavyweight pugilist, wae 
whipped by “Jim” Hall, the middieweight. Both 
are Australians, but the encounter created no small 
amouutof interest here. Previous to the contest 
Slavin was the favorite, and many are inclined to 
look upon the fight with suspicion. 

The contest took place at the National Sporting 
Club and was for a purse of $8,500 and a side bet of 
$2,500 apiece. It only lasted seven rounds, when 
Slavin w s “krosked out” He was outgenersled 


atevery }vint. and wai unable to offer enough re 
sistance to make the contest interesting. 

A8 svon as the referee ordered the men to cem- 
mence hostilities, it was noticed that Slavin’s face 
wore aciazed expression. He lurched heavily twice 
as he left his corner and was generally unsteady in 
his gait After sparring for a few seconds, he 
walked directly up to Hall and wax received with a 
staggering right hander, which aimost tioored him. 
Throughout the round he never closed his glove 
and, when time was called, went to his corner amid 
the hissing and groaning of the spectators. In the 
second round he showed no improvement He 
lurched about stupidly, giving Hali several chances 
to hit him as he pleased. Hall did not take advan- 
tage of his opportunities and the round closed with- 
out any beavy work on either side. 

The third round opened with some light sparring. 
In the middie of the round Hall ianded both right 
and left on his opponent’s head; then gare him @ 
stinger on the jaw and stood away. The men fovied 
about the ring, missing repeatedly when they came te 
close quarters. At the end of the round the referee 
warned them that if they did not tight there would 
be no purse for them. The warning had little effect. 
The fourth round was & acrambling one, pot a~« 
single telling blow was struck,and the fooling of 
the previo.s round was repeated uaotil the spectators 
hissed and jeered. The fifth round was somewhat 
better, and ended with Slavin's going down from a 
right-hander on the jaw, Nothing was accom- 
plished by either of the men in the sixth round. 

The seventh round had hardly opened before Hall 
floored Slavin with his left Slavin was soon up, but 
hearing somebody call time, he turned toward his 
corner. Hall instantly shot out his right. The blow 
landed squarely on Slavin’s jaw and sent him down 
for The spectators hooted Slavin as he was 
carried to his corner. 

Slavin was seconded by “Jack” Start and “Jim” 
Bevan, and was alsoattended by his brother “Jack.” 
Charley Mitchell and Blakelock, ex-champion light- 
weight, seconded Hall. Mr. Paser umpired for 
Slavin and Lord Lonsdale for Hall.

The official announcement that there was 
one death from Asiatic cholera in Ham- 
burg on Saturday last should not cause 
slarm elsewhere. There were several fatal 
cases in that city last Winter. The fact 
that with the coming of warm weather 
there was norevival of last year’s epidemic, 
and that for many weeks, up to last Satur- 
day, no case appeared there, indicates that 
the sanitary condition of the city has been 
greatly improved. Wesuppose also that the 
eity authorities have learned something. 
The admission on Monday that the cause 
of death, in the case of a patient who died 
on the preceding Saturday, was really 
Asiatic cholera, seems to show that the 
authorities no longer cling to the policy of 
concealing the first cases, While there 
may have been other deaths from this 
eause, itseems probable thatthe authorities 
have meant to tell the whole truth. After 
the severe experience of last year it cer- 
tainly may be expected now that efforts to 
prevent an epidemic will be made intel- 
ligently and that those who represent our 
Government at that port will strive effect- 
ively by the most thorough inspection of 
emigrants and in other ways to prevent 
the shipment of persons who can become 
agents of infection. 
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The pleasing information comes from In- 
dianapolis that the Grand Jury of each 
county in Indiana where Mr. Zimri Dwic- 
SINS has been running a bank will inquire 
into his methods in their relation to the 
criminal statutes for such cases made and 
provided, and that DwiGGrns is likely to 
be numerously indicted. The spectacle of 
this fertile-minded financier on trial suc- 
cessively before some three score-and-ten 
criminal courts is one that corresponds to 
the vastness of his own ideas and opera- 
tions. If he should be found guilty and 
sentenced, say, to a year’s imprisonment in 
each case, his mere continued existence in 
the réle of a solemn warning would proba- 
bly give him a chance for a more useful 
career than he has ever conceived of. 








A good deal is said, based chiefly on sur- 
Mise, as to what the Chinese Government 
will do “ifthe Geary act is enforced,” ref- 
erence being made apparently to the sixth 
section only of the act. The Geary act has 
been in force for more than a year, and its 
chief provisions are only a continuance in 
effect of those of the laws of 1882 and 
1888, with penalties for the evasion of 
their restrictive features. Much is said 
about the violation of treaties with China, 
and it seems to be half forgotten that as- 
sent was obtained beforehand by modifica- 
tion of treaties for the exclusion of Chinese 
laborers by the legislation of 1882. The 


treaty agreements, and has never been 
seriously objected to by China. The first 
wrong was done in the act of 1888 in with- 
drawing permission to return from China- 
men who had lived in the country and 
gone away with certificates entitling them 
to return. The treaty which was to have 
conveyed the assent of Chinato this was 
not ratified at Pekin, but the Scott law 
has been acquiesced in with little com- 
plaint. The obnoxious part of the Geary 
act is that requiring certificates of resi- 
dence and authorizing deportation if they 
are not obtained. There is no present 
means of enforcing that, and the Chinese 
Government is not likely to change its atti- 
tude toward the Nation or its relations 
with our Government until something is 
done under it. Nothing can be done until 
Congress takes further action, and then the 
deportation clause may be wholly repealed 
as it ought to be. 








Two or three bills have been submitted 
in the Connecticut Legislature the purpose 
of which is to provide for the settlement 
of election disputes so as to avoid such 
dead-locks as that which occurred two 
years ago. What seems to be needed in 
Connecticut is not so much a means of set- 
tling disputes over votes as such changes 
in the election laws as will prevent dis- 
putes. The keeping of ballots and making 
recounts and giving authority to somebody 
to tinker returns is productive of disputes 
that cannot be satisfactorily settled. In 
this State, when the votes are counted and 
the returns made up at a polling place on 
election night—and this has to be done at 
once, without adjournment—the ballots 
are destroyed, and the returns cannot be 
subsequently changed, except by a correc- 
tion of clerical errors by the Inspectors 
themselves. Every step of the subsequent 
canvass, if the law is strictly observed, is 
purely ministeriaLgaThe returns must be 
taken as they are and the result made up 
from the figures on their face. It is not in- 
tended that anybody should decide ques- 
tions or exercise judgment. Itis a mere 
matter of arithmetic and declaring what 
the figures show. This system strictly car- 
ried out is preventive of disputes and much 
more likely to preclude fraud and false re- 
sults than any method of revision or judi- 
cial passing upon the action of local elec- 
tion officers, We have trouble only in the 
rare cases when the law is disregarded. 








THE LEGAL AND MORAL QUESTIONS. 

The experience of last Sunday vindi- 

cated the wisdom and policy of Sunday 

opening for the Columbian Exposition at 

Chicago, and it is fortunate that no legal 

obstacle was found for preventing the ex- 

periment. It justified what has been said 

infavorof Sunday opening and ought to 

go far toward disarming its opponents. 

We take it as practically decisive of the 

question of keeping the fair open on tle 

Sundays to come 

The legal questi yf the right or power 

of the Government to close it by an in- 

junction from the courts is yet to be ar- 

gued, and it is not safe to assume what the 

decision will be, but we cannot believe 

that it will result in Sunday closing. Con- 

gress made its appropriations for the fair 
on condition that if be’ closed on Sunday, 

and it directed that the National Com- 

mission make a rule to thateffect. The 

commission has failed to carry out this 

direction, and has approved arule of the 
Exposition Company, or its Directors, for 
Sunday opening. It is more than denbtful 
whether the Government can, through the 
judicial authority, enforce any direction of 
Congress for closing the fair, independent 

of what may be construed as a contract 
agreement with the Exposition Company. 

We cannot see where it has any jurisdiction 
for the purpose. 

The legal question seems to be whether 

by accepting the appropriation, subject to 
the conditionimposed, the Exposition Com- 
pany entered into a contract with the Gov- 

ernment the termsof which can beenforced. 

It is not unlikely that the court may hold 
that there was a contract, which has been. 
broken, but it is not likely to hold that the 
remedy for the breach of contract is an in- 
junction for enforcing the Sunday-closing 
condition. Contracts are not ordinarily 
enforced by injunction. The remedy in 
this case is probably a suit for the recovery 
of the money, andin making the rule for 
Sunday opening the Directors proposed to 
refund the money received subject to the 
violated condition out of the profits of the 
enterprise. There will probably be no 
profits, and if the Government sues it has 
little chance of recovering anything. There 
is also a question whether the Government 
was not the first to violate the condition 
by diverting apart of the funds from the 
purpose for which they were originally 
granted. At all events, there is little 
chance that the result of the legal proceed- 
ings will be the outrage of closing the fair 
on Sunday, and if there is no injunction 
and the final decision upon the other ques- 
tions is reached by Christmas, the coun- 
try will be satisfied. 

There is a moral as well as a legal ques- 
tion involved. We do not refer to the 
moral aspect of Sunday opening in itself, 
for we sincerely believe that the moral, 
religious, and Christian considerations are 
on the side of Sunday opening and not 
against it, in spite of the assumptions of 
those earnest people who believe that their 

arrow views of morality, religion, and 
Christianity are the only sound ones. But 
it is held by some who do not sympathize 
with the ancient Judaic and less ancient 
puritanic, but un-Christian, views of Sun- 
day observance that it was not honorable 
in the exposition authorities to accept and 
expend the Government contribution to 
their funds and then disregard the condi- 
tion on which it was made. But those 
authorities have yielded to the overwhelm- 
| ing logic of the situation. They may be 
said to have acted under the stern duress 
of that situation. From their point of 
view it was practically irresistible. The 
alternative was a defiance of a strong and 
just popular demand; it was a wrong to the 
people and to public morals much greater 
than that of violating the terms of the 
public grant of money, and, finally, it 
was the almost certain failure and bank- 
ruptcy of a beneficent undertaking in

which enormous interests were involved, 


including those of many foreign nations 
which had been invited to participate with 
our people, not in a local exhibition, but in 
a World’s Fair, which should be and may 
prove to be the greatest ever held, 

The great moral wrong was perpetrated 
by Congress when it imposed this unjusti- 
fiable condition upon a grant of the peo- 
ple’s money to an undertaking in the suc- 
cess of which the people were so deeply 
interested. The Exposition Company and 
the people of Chicago protested against it, 
and the sentiment of the country, outside 
of an organized and aggressive force of sec- 
tarians, was against it; but politicians in 
Congress who feared the effect of disre- 
garding this force upon the votes it might 
control insisted upon doing a national 
wrong. The Exposition Company was in 
sore need of the Government aid and ac- 
quiesced in a condition which was forced 
upon it, and which it now finds that it 
would be ruinous to live up to. The 
burden of moral wrong in the case is upon 
Congress.

THE HONOR OF THE DEAD AND LIVING. 


On the day set apart for decorating the 

graves of those who died in the service of 
their country during the war for union 
and freedom, it cannot be amiss to reflect 
upon the present and the future situation 
of the survivors of the armies in which 
they fought. After the close of the war 
there was formed throughout the country 
an organization of the Union veterans 
under the name of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. Its objects, which were wholly 
worthy, were to aid, by common effort, all 
who should need aid, to keep alive the 
memories of the war, and to perpetuate 
and advance the principles for which the 
war was fought. The organization was 
very generally sustained, and for many 
years it was universally and justly respect- 
ed, the sympathy of all the people of our 
reunited country—even of those who had 
been on the other side in the struggle— 
being hearty and sincere, But of late there 
has been manifested in the ranks of the 
Grand Army a decided discontent with its 
course, and a strong protest against some 
of the tendencies manifested in it. It can- 
not be denied that those who show this 
discontent are among the most respected 
and respectable members of the Grand 
Army, and it needs only to examine the 
cause of their feeling to be convinced that 
they are unselfish and honorable. 
No one who has any wide acquaintance 
with the Grand Army men throughout the 
country doubts for a moment that the 
great body of them are faithful, self-re- 
specting, and trustworthy citizens, whose 
purposes are entirely right and whose 
character entitles them to the confidence 
of their fellows. But itis also undeniable 
that from influences to which all organiza- 
tions are subject the active control of many 
of the posts, and so of the larger represent- 
ative bodies, has fallen into the hands, to 
some extent, of designing men who have 
abused their power for either partisan or 
pecuniary advantage. This has been due 
largely to the immense temptation offered 
by pension legislation. The sincere wish 
of the whole country to give to veterans 
not only full relief for disabilities incurred 
in the service, but generous aid to those 
really needing it, has been seized upon in 
part to enrich the organized band of 
pension attorneys and in part to 
subsidize partisan workers. The result 
has been that pension legislation has 
been enacted with caloulated ambiguity 
and extravagance, and the Pension 
Office has been conducted not only reck- 
lessly butin some degree corruptly, until 
the pension list can no longer be regarded 
as securely and wholly a roll of honor, but 
in part aroll of extreme dishonor, When 
isis known that the names of shirks, of 
cowards, of swindlers, and even of desert- 
ers are to be found in considerable num- 
bers on the pension list, it is plain thata 
most cruel wrong is inflicted on others who 
are every way deserving. 

This situation we describe wholly on the 
testimony of veteran soldiers and members 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, of 
whom those of the Noah L. Farnham Post 
are only conspicuous instances, It is no 
wonder that there is mutiny in the Grand 
Army. It is high time that there shoula be, 
and that it should extend until the Grand 
Army is either disrupted ot reformed. But 
every fair-minded man will hope that re- 
form and not disruption may be the result. 
It is only a question, we are convinced, of 
the fair and full expression of the real sen- 
timent of the mass of the members, May 
we express the sincere desire that the asso- 
ciations, the memories, and inspiration of 
this day may awaken among the veterans 
4 determination that the honor of the dead 
shall be upheld by asserting the right of 
their living comrades to a pension list on 
which their names may,if need be, be en- 
rolled without suspicion of discredit? The 
achievement of such a purpose would not 
only re-establish the Grand Army of the 
Republic in the confidence and respect of 
the country, but give them a claim to still 
greater honor and gratitude. 





MR. ROOSEVELT’S REPORT. 


The report of Mr. THEODORE ROOSEVELT 
on the affairs of the Terre Haute Post 
Office shows the case to be almost exactly 
as we described it the other day. There 
was at the bottom of the whole business a 
disgraceful fight over the spoils, the Re- 
publicans seeking to retain under what 
they supposed would be the protection of 
the civil service rules offices which had 
been seized four years before by a partisan 
clean sweep, and the Democrats seeking to 
make a similar clean sweep before the 
civil service rules should interfere. But 
two wrongs do not make a right, and the 
precedent set by the Republican Postmas- 
ter is no justification for the Democratic 
Postmaster. Itis now shown, beyond any 
chance for dispute, that the new Postmas- 
ter, DonuaM, had his men picked out for 
all the places in the office; that he served 
notice of discharge on every one of the old 
men, including the letter carriers, who are 
appointed, not by the Postmaster ait all, 
but by the Postmaster General; that this 
action was taken before there had been 
any resistance offered to him in taking pos- 





session of the office; that the charge of 





“insubordination” was an afterthought, 
and was inserted two hours after the 
original notices were made out, Itis not 
necesssary to go into the details of Don- 
HAM’sS acts. These that we have cited are 
undisputed, and they are the important 
ones. 


Itis probable that the new Postmaster 
has not violated the letter of any law. He 
is said to have consulted a United States 
Judge as to the legality of his scheme of 
operations and to have been advised that 
it was legal. The Judge might have been 
in better business, It is usual, and consid- 
ered rather obligatory, for Judges to save 
their opinions until a case is properly be- 
fore them, and not to volunteer them on 
what the late Jonn KELLY called a “ hy- 
pothecated case.” Andit must have been 
a very dull Judge who could not see what 
the Postmaster was after, and a very nar- 
row and partisan Judge who cared to help 
himinit. But the fact that DonHAM was 
technically within the letter of the law 
does not change the nature of his opera- 
tions. An official who will strain every 
nerve to get possession of an office in order 
to evade the requirements of the civil serv- 
ice law, which a few hours later he could 
not do, is not a safe or proper man to carry 
out the avowed purposes of this Adminis- 
tration in regard to the civil service. He 
is plainly not qualified to resist the tempta- 
tion to “beat” the law whenever he gets a 
chance, and to make a chance as often as 
possible. He has no notion of public office 
as a public trust. He may be an active and 
efficient politician, but Mr. BisseLt would 
do well to relieve him of official responsi- 
bility and to relieve himself and Mr. 
CLEVELAND of responsibility for him. 











RAILROAD ‘“FLIERS.” 

The introduction of the * Exposition 
Flier ” between New-York and Chicago will 
help to solve many questions of interest to 
railroad men throughout the country. For 
this reason alone it would be worth while 
to ran a train at extreme speed over a long- 
distance line. The commercial question 
whether there is any extensiye public de- 
mand for a train which saves four hours 
over the time occupied by the fastest ex- 
presses now in service, is one that cannot 
really be answered except by actual ex- 
periment. The decision that has been 
reached to charge $6 more than the usual 
rate of fare for this special service is 
doubtless as fair as could have been ar- 
rived at in the absence of actual experi- 
ence of the public demand. We know that 
pleasure travelers will pay very handsome- 
ly for the shortening by a day of the time 
required to cross the Atlantic, and that ac- 
commodations may be had at a reasonable 
price, on the slow ships which even ten 
years ago would have been rated as very 
fast ships, at the seasons when the crack 
ships are crowded with passengers who 
have paid fancy prices for their cabins. 
But thatis because an Atlantic voyage is 
still looked upon by most passengers, even 
of experience, asa formidable ordeal. It 
may, indeed, be a pleasant experience, but 
the experimenters are entirely at the mercy 
of the weather, and, to lessen the riskin 
this respect, are anxious to get it over as 
soon as possible. They know that they are 
likely te be uncomfortable, and there is, 
witha great majority of them, a feeling 
that there is an appreciable danger attend- 
ing the crossing. 

These conditions do not obtain at all in 
a journey from New-York to Chicago. 
There is no discomfort nor any generally- 
recognized element of danger in a passage 
by one of the limited expresses that are 
already run, How many people will pay 
the price of a day’s stay at a first-class 
hotel for the difference between twenty- 
four hours and twenty in a trip which can- 
not be fairly described as an ordeal to any- 
body but an invalid, and which is an 
agreeable and interesting experience to 
most travelers? Presumably the passen- 
gers by the new flier will for the most part 
be men whose time is money, At present 
one sacrifices an even day in going to Chi- 
cago, whereas, by the new train it will be 
possible for him to do part of a day’s busi- 
ness in New-York beforo his departure and 
part of a day’s business in Chicago after 
his arrival. But, except to a man who 
travels on business, thefragment of a busi- 
ness day that is left himin Chicagois not 
of any great use to him, certainly not, in 
most cases, of $6 worth of use. Of course, 
the new train will have a considerable suc- 
cess of curiosity at first, and many people 
will take it to say that they have taken it. 
But how numerous these people are or how 
numerous the people are who for any rea- 
son will be willing to pay $1.50 an hour 
for four hours’ saving in the time of transit, 
nothing but actual experience can show. 

Whatever such experience shows, the 
scientificand mechanical advance involved 
in such an enterprise is of value, even 
though it should not prove to be of com- 
mercial value. It isa raising of the stand- 
ard of railroading which cannot fail to be 
ultimately of advantage to everybody, In 
this respect it is noteworthy how much 
the excellence of the permanent way of a 
railroad has to do with the speed attain- 
able upon it. This is the reason why for so 
long the fastest English trains were faster 
than the fastest American trains. The dif- 
ference has often been explained between 
the English roads, which were built at leis- 
ure, and at great first cost, to take the 
places of public highways already in opera- 
tion, and the American roads, of which 
most are pioneer roads, built to develop 
the country they traverse, and, according- 
ly, built at a minimum of first cost, and im- 
proved afterward out of their own earn- 
ings. When the improvements consisted 
in the removal of too steep grades and of 
too sharp curves, they were very costly, 
and they have not yet been effected, ex- 
cept upon the most [prosperous roads. Our 
locomotives have been all along as power- 
ful as any used abroad, but they have not 
had so good tracks to run on. The differ- 
ence is strikingly exemplified in the time 
table of the new “‘ flier.” From New-York 
to Buffalo its speed is tifty miles an hour, 
and beyond Buffalo it drops at once to 
forty-seven. If the lines were as straight 
and level and the roadbed as good on the 
connecting lines as on the New-York Con- 
tral, the uniform rete of fifty miles could 
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be maintained, and the trip shortened by 
nearly two hours. 

While the effort to reduce the time here- 
tofore required between New-York and 
Chicago isa praiseworthy enterprise, it is 
to be hoped that it may be applied beyond 
Chicago. Transcontinental travel is dis- 
gracefully slow. The “record” between 
Jersey City and San Francisco is less than 
three days and eight hours, while the fast- 
est time that is made by regular trains is 
five days. Thisis,in great part, a monot- 
onous and tiresome journey, the shortening 
of which would be a public benefit; but it 
is likely to be shortened only by competi- 
tion over those parts of the route to 
which competition can be applied. 


A CLEAR CASE TO HIM. 

The recent controversy as to the collec- 
tion of a duty on natural gas brought into 
this country from Canada through pipes 
has led a correspondent to ask whether 
any Federal officer *‘ would dream” of ex- 
acting a duty on such gas drawn from the 
earth on this side of the line in the ordi- 
nary way, if it could be shown that the 
same gas had first passed through fissures 
in the rock from a subterranean cavity or 
reservoir in Canada to a similar cavity on 
our side of the boundary. 

We are confident that none of the officers 
of the Treasury Department recently ap- 
pointed would dream of such a thing, but, 
if the question had been brought before 
Assistant Secretary O. L, SPAULDING dur- 
ing Mr. Harrison’s term, that oflicer 
would not have hesitated a moment. He 
would have wasted no time in dreaming, 
but would have clapped onatax. At last 
accounts Mr, SPAULDING was still an As- 
sistant Secretary. We presume that the 
decision which admits the pauper natural 
gas of Canada free of duty is regarded by 
him as a wicked misinterpretation of the 
McKinley act. 

This is the officer who made the memo- 
rable decision that imposed a tariff duty on 
the end of an international telephone cable 
where it emerged from the mud on the 
American bank of the Detroit River, It 
was Mr. SPAULDING also who made those 
remarkable decisions as to the dutiable 
status of ealves born on the Mexican side 
of our southern boundary of American 
cows that had strayed across the line. 

A writer recently sought to illustrate the 
character of the intercolonial protective 
tarifis in Australia by the following exam- 
ple: ‘Their McKinley laws are so strin- 
gent that when a farmer was returning to 
Victoria from a visit to his married daugh- 
ter who lived a few miles across the border 
in New South Wales, with his mare anda 
foal born during the visit, he was unable 
to proceed to his home until he had paida 
heavy duty on the foal.” This was an in- 
teresting manifestation of McKinleyism, 
to be sure, and it shows that there are offi- 
cial Spauldings in Australia, but the calf 
decisions of our Treasury Department are 
still greater curiosities. 

The boundary that separates Arizona 
from Mexico is for a part.of its course 
an imaginary line passing through an 
extensive area of grazing land on which 
many cattle are pastured. American cows 
sometimes cross the boundary intheir wan 
derings, and sometimes they become the 
mothers of calves before they can be found 
and brought back to the country which is 
blessed by a McKinley tariff. Mr. SpauLp- 
ING discovered that the collectors of cus- 
toms at points on the boundary were false 
to their trust in that they had permitted 
these calves to come upon American soil 
free of duty. He solemnly reproyed them 
and made for their guidance a decision that 
on these calves, born of American cows 
temporarily residing abroad, a duty of $2 
per head must be collected. 

We do not believe that anything so com- 
pletely in accord with the spirit of McKin- 
leyism can be found in the records of the 
Australian Customs Service. Nor do we 
think that so astute an officer would see 
anything formidable or puzzling in the 
case suggested by our correspondent. He 
would speedily find a tax for the gas and 
then reprove the local collector of cus- 
toms for having failed to do his duty by 
collecting it.

PENNSYLVANIA WATER SUPPLIES. 

The attempt to prevent the dangerous 
pollution of the sources of public water 
supplies in Pennsylvania by legislation has 
come to nothing. The bill was carefully 
prepared by the State Board of Health and 
introduced soon after the beginning of the 
present session, and there was at firsta 
general expectation that it would become 
alaw. But it encountered the opposition 
of the owners of certain factories and 
mines from which sewage is now dis- 
charged into streams from which the 
water supplies of cities are taken, 
and also an inclination on the part 
of members from rural districts to 
oppose all projects for the benefit 
of Philadelphia. ‘‘The owners of the va- 
rious manufacturing, mining, and other 
industrial interests which would be af- 
fected,” says the Philadelphia 7 imes, *con- 
cluded that they could take care of their 
own safety in case of cholera at less ex- 
pense than they could find some other way 
of disposing of deleterious drainage than 
by allowing it to flow into the nearest 
stream. This sentiment made itself felt 
among the country members very quickly, 
and the adoption of amendments excepting 
the owners of tanneriesand other industrial 
establishments from its provisions ren- 
dered the bill practically valueless, so that 
in its amended form it was scarcely worth 
passing.” ‘The bill was finally defeated by 
a vote of 112 to 51. 

Although it will not be possible to pre- 
vent the contamination of the water sup- 
plies by means of sucha law as was pro- 
posed, the cities that are affected by such 
pollution can greatly improve the condi- 
tion of the water which they take from 
the streams by passing it through 
filter beds. Indeed, carefal filtration 
in most cases make the 
taminated water almost harmless. 
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as to the killing of the germs of disease by 
boiling. The construction and use of filter 
beds for the purification of the water sup- 
ply of Philadelphia would at once causea 
greater imprevement of the supply than 
could have been procured in_ half 
a dozen years by attempts to en- 
force such a law as was proposed, 
because the obstacles to be overcome in 
the enforcement of such a statute for the 
protection of that city would have been 
formidable. Filtration on a large scale 
and in accordance with the latest methods 
isa remedy which should be used by all 
cities that take water from large streams 
into which the discharge of sewage cannot 
be prevented. 

Our own city is fortunate not only in 
having a supply taken from sources which 
can easily be guarded, but also in its 
power, granted by the Legislature, to 
protect those sources and to prevent the 
discharge of polluting matter into the 
streams and reservoirs. 
ditions are very much more favorable in 
the case of the Croton supply than in the 
case of a supply drawn from the Schuyl- 
kill or some other large river which flows 
through a thickly-settled district. And 
in addition we have a statute under the 
provisions of which the full advantage of 
those favorable conditions can be enjoyed 
and all possible agencies of contamination 
ean be surely controlled.

THE LOCAL PENSION BOARDS. 


There isa great outcry in the editorial 
columns of several of our Republican con- 
temporaries because it has been reported 
that some of the local boards of examin- 
ing surgeons in the Pension Service are to 
be reorganized, For example, the Boston 
Journal asserts that Democrats are to be 
made members of these boards because 
“itis expected” that they “ will not be 
restrained by sentiment or sympathy from 
interpreting the laws as hardly as possible 
against the unfortunate veterans who may 
present themselves before them,” and in 
its mind’s eye the Journal sees Mr, CLEVE- 
LAND and the new Commissioner putting 
into these boards ‘‘ old-time copperheads, 
or perhaps ex-Confederates, who would be 
delighted at the opportunity to square off 
old scores by rulings against the Union 
veterans who are objects of their antip- 
athy.” 

There are 1,237 of these examining 
boards, to which $1,733,958 was paid in 
fees last year. In a large majority of cases 
the rate of pension is governed mainly by 
the certificate and recommendation of the 
local board before which the applicant has 
appeared, We commend to the attention 
of the Journal the following testimony of 
an expert, Mr. A. B. CassELMAN, who has 
been employed in the Pension Service for 
‘the last twelve years, was for several 
years special examiner and supervising ex- 
aminer of the Chicago district, and has 
been since Jan. 1, 1891, a member of the 
Board of Pension Appeals: 

* Necessarily, the rate of pension depends to 
a great extent, in many cases, upon the pleas- 
ure of the examining boards; upon their integ- 
rity, medical skil], and good judgment, and the 
extent to whioh they may be affected by local 
bias or favoritism toward the applicant. 

“Tentertain ro doubt that a majority of the 
boards are efficient and honest; that they dis- 
charge their duties faithfully and endeavor to 
comply with their instructions and with what 
they understand to be the wishes and policy of 
the Commissioner of Pensions, by whom they 
are appointed. 

‘*Butit would hardly be reasonable to sup- 
pose thatall of these 1,200 examining boards 
are equally conscientious and disinterested in 
the discharge of their duties. 

“T was told recently that the Secretary of a 
certain board in a Western city had declared 
thatno claimant should ever be turned from 
their office without a favorable recommenda- 
tion; andl find that the record of this board 
confirms the statement of my informant. This 
board rendered during the year about 900 eer- 
tificates, 250 of which I examined in consscu- 
tive order, without tinding one in which they 
did not describe the claimant as being entitled 
to a substantial rate of pension.” 


There should be no delay in reorganizing 
such a board as this, and the condition of 
the pension rolls indicates that many other 
boards have pursued a policy almost as 
“liberal.” The average rate per month 
paidto pensioners has been increased by 
nearly 20 per cent, since 1887, and in the 
same period the number of pensioners has 
been multiplied by three.

He goes about his marvelous 
doings with such a calm assurance, and carries 
them to unexpected ends with such absolute cer.

Lxpect- 
ing so enthusiastically a succession of the 
impossible, they are quite ready to apply that 
adjective to effects whose causes are but thinly 
veiled, and amazement and long breaths follow 
every feat it was so last evening, when this 
deft and saturnine gentleman returned to his 
own stage and faced se housefnl of people, 
every one of whom was ready to help with all 
his or her powera 

Herrmann, of course, is at his best when he 
worke with the simplest tools. A pack of cards 
is infinitely more difficult tomanipulate than the 
ponderous and pot at all mysterious machi nery 
that makes possible * The Slave Girl's Dream,”' 
and the silver rings that apparently go out into 
the fourth dimension of space to tangle them- 
selves up give much more grounds for grave 
ponderings than does the dropping of a rabbit 
through the top of a table. Fortunately, how- 
ever, there are a good many kinds of taste in 
the world, snd Herrmann’s performance is 
varied enough to please both the lovers of sim- 
plicity and the admirers of the complex. 





KOSTER AND BIAL’S, 


Ada Lundberg, most English of English music-

“APRIL WEATHER.” 


CHICAGO, May 29.—* April Weather” was 
produced by Sol Smith Russell at the Grand 
Opera House to-night. In this Russell is still 
the same man that heisin ‘‘ A Poor Relation,” 
or *‘ Peaceful Vailey.’’ The play is a comedy in 
three acts. Russell appears as a poor artist, 
Raphael Reed, who is * decorating’’ to make 
the pot boil.

The play begins with the celebration of a 
birthday.

He ia politely 
invited to take part in the festivities, and he be- 
comes 60 much interested in the fortunes of 
Reed and Mrs, Stanton that he offers to lend 
Reed the money to pay the debt. Reed has in- 
vented a process for making paint and the 
Sheriff promises to interest capi talists in it. 

A Miss Carmen, daughter of a rich man, in 
making charitable calls finds, Reed and the 
Stantons. She engages Keed todo the decora- 
tion of her fatber’s house and Mrs. Stantun as 
her music teacher. She sees a picture of a man 
on the table which she thinks is that of a de- 
faulter whose name was Phelps, but Reed 
tells her that it is Mrs. Stanton’s husband, 

The janitor tells Reed that the other occu- 
pants of the flat objeot to Reed and Mrs, Stan- 
ton occupying the same apartment, The jani- 
tor’s wife also says to Keed that she has, told 
Mrs. Stanton what the neighbors eay, and asks 
Reed why he does not marry the widow and 
putanend to the gossip. Keed hesitates, but 
finally decides to speak to Mrs. Stanton. 

The scene in which he does this is one of the best 
in the play. Mrs. Stanton still loves the husband 
who has deserted her and who is supposed to be 
dead, buishe tells Reed that if he will take 
her with that understanding, she will marry 
him. He is overjoyed, and together they walk 
to a window at the rear of the room and look 
out atthestars, The children come in dressed 
for bed, and running up behind the couple cry 
out, ‘Good night,” They are put to bed and 
Reed leaves the room.

Annual Commencement at the 
Naval Academy—The Board Organized 
for Business, With Sub-Committees Ap- 
pointed — Officers Pilot the Ladies 
Through the Departments—Two Italian 
Cruisers Anchored at the Mouth of the 
Severn—Standing of the Graduates. 


Begins 


ANNAPOLIS, Md4., May 29.—Rain spoiled the 
first day of commencement week at the Neyal 
Academy. The Board of Visitors, or so much of 
it as was here in time, carried out part of the 
programme, in spite ofa rainstorm that set in 
early and lasted until nearly sunset. ° 

A part of the programme arranged by Super- 
intendent Phythian was postponed. The 
Itulian cruisers Etna and Dogall arrived iate 
in the day and exchanged salutes with the 
Naval Academy. 

The Board of Visitors has organized and has 
assigned work to sub-committees. 

The Visiting Board, or what there was of it 
in Annapolis early in the day, gathered for the 
introductory function in the boardhouse some 
time before 11. Lieut. Osterhaus, Secretary of 
the board, was in attendance. 

The members of the board present were Sen- 
ator Gray of Delaware, who has been an official 
visitor here before; Representative Robinson 
of Pennsylvania, who was a graduate of the 
academy in 1868; the Rey. J. H. Bryson of 
Huntsvville, Ala, a prominent clergyman of 
the Presbyterian Church; James T. Woodward 
of New-York, President of the Hanover Na- 
tional Bank, born within ten miles of Annap- 
olis, the son of an alumnus of old St. John’s Col- 
lege in this town; Jopn Wilkes of Charlotte, N, 
C., son of the Admiral Wilkes who gaptured 
Blidell and Mason on the Trent. 

Mr. Wilkes was one of the class of 300 mid- 
shipmen appointed in 1841, four years before 
the academy was established. It came back 
herein 1845 with 212 members. Mr. Wilkes 
was No.1 in that class, and after he left he 
served until 1854, when he resigned. 

The other two present were W, J. Curtis of 
Summit, N. J., who practices his profession of 
the law in New-York, and Gen. John B. Castle- 
man of Louisville, Ky., who has a son just enter- 
ing the academy. 

Senator Gray is accompanied by Mrs, Gray 
and two young ladies. Representative Robin- 
son brought Mra. kobinson, aud Capt. Wilkes 
and Mr, Curtis are accompanied by Mrs, Wilkes 
Mrs. Curtis. 

Capt. Phythian. the Superintendent of tne 
academy, marshalied the Academy Board at the 
headq! arters at the appoinied hour. The Marine 
Guard marched from its quarters at abou, the 
same time, and down the parade ground, over 
the wet grass, came the cadets, The rain had 
set in gently, but the clouds promised a mvure 


copious supply. When the Acudemic Board ar- 
rived #t the boardbouse it was under cloaks and 


umbrellas, ; 

Aiter the presentation of the Academic staff 
to the Board of Visitors the whole purty set 
out through the rain to’be formally introduced 
to the institution. On the walk opposite the 
Library building the band, in their red coats, 
and the, Marine Guards, in overcoata, were 
drawn up, and, as the warines presented arms, 
the band played, andthe first of a seventeen- 
cup salute was tired from the guluting battery 
down on the sea wall, 

There was a considerable throng of spectators 
along the central walk of the parade, yncluding 
many of the young ladies who were prevente 
by the rain from wearing the stunning [rocks in 
which they had hoped to make their first ap- 
pearance, 

Across the field, drawn up fine order, with the 
rain beating down upon them, were the cadets, 
Lieut. W. F. Fullam, their vigorous and capable 
instructor, standing like a statue well advanced 
in the front. it it had been a brightday the 
impression made by the array of straight, 
strong, bright young men would have beeu very 
agreeable and lasting. They did not seem to 
mind the chilly rain, 

lt Was not a very inviting day upon which to 
make the tour of the buildings, but, as the 
ladies of the party were ail as anxious to see 
and learn as were the gentiemen, the whole 
party, with Capt Phytbian as guide, started off 
aiong the north side of the parade, 

Atthe Seamanship Hall, under the guidance 
of Lieut. Commander Gillpatrick, head of the 
seamanship division, they looked -at the models 
of sailing ships now out of date. There was 
much interest in the figurehead of the old 
Macedonian, captured from tbe British, and in 
the tigurehead of the Constitution. 

But there was a otill livelier interest mani- 
fested in the little collection of tlags in Naval 
institute Hall. Here some one called attention 
to the flag of the British Grenadiers, which 
Capt. Dacres had surrendered to the Constitu- 
tion, Capt. Hull,in 181z, The wife of Admiral 
Hopkins of the British fleet, seen at the recent 
review, Was @ Miss Dacres and a direct descend- 
ant of this officer, who came of a line of Ad- 
mirals, 

Some time was devoted to looking up the flags 
of the Cyane, Macedonian, Boxer, and other 
British captures, and of the Kearsarge, and 
then the visitors were moved along. 

In the observatory Lieut. C. G. Bowman, the 
astronomer of the academy, interested the 
studious party in the appliances for correcting 
compasses. ‘hey looked at nis large stock of 
compasses of all sorta, heard a good deal about 
many things they could not be expected to ac- 
ourately remember, and gonerally expressed 
the opinion, which several Boards of \isitors 
have declared officially, that the astronomical 
department of the academy ought to be pro- 
vided with more commodious quarters, 

There was # short visit in twoicachine shops 
where the cadets are constructing a triple ex- 
pansion engine and where they are also taking 
@part und putting together the old compound 
eugine that has served the purpose of a me- 
chanical toy for many years. ‘he boys, who 
are now leaving the academy, may be called 
upon to run such an engine, but not many of 
them will ever see one outside the academy. 
The boys who are just entering will not ve 
graduated before the last vessel having a com- 
pound engine will have been retired from the 
service. 

There was much of interest to the ladies in 
the inspection of the cadets’ quarters, and par- 
Sreslasty of the dining room, the pantry, with 
its arrangements for hot plates and convenient 
carving, and down in the basement, where the 
dinner bell of generous size was shown by the 
proud chief. 

The insides of several large caldrons of agree- 
able and appetizing odor were looked at with 
gratification. As usual, the premises were as 
neat as though they had just been scrubbed, as 
they probably had. : 

8o persistently did tho rain pour that further 
inspection was out of the question, and so, 
after a call upon Mrs. Phythiau at the house of 
the Superintendent, the Boardof Visitors re- 
turned to its house and enjoyed its first 
luucheen as an ollicial body. 

In the afternoon it had its first meeting 
and organized by the election of Senator Gray 
as President and Capt, Jelin Wilkes as Vice 
President. The division of the board into sub- 
committees was deferred pending the arrival 
of the missing members. The rain continued 
to full persistently, and Capt. Phythian decided 
that, unless there ehould be a devided change 
for the better, he would postpone the steam- 
launch drilland the exercises of boats with 
sails and oars. . 

While the board was in session, and when it 
seemed as though there could not be another 
interesting event to-day, Capt, Phythian started 
up at a dull report coming in over the bay, but 
unnoticed by his assoviates, There was an- 
otber report, muiliied and distant it seemed, and 
more on top of those until Lwenty-one guns had 
been heard out of tho drizzle to the eastward. 

In a few moments the saluting battery on the 
seawall was firing in response, gun for gun. 
Then a steam launch was started out from the 
academy docks, and wuen it returned it brought 
the information that the Italian ships Etna and

MORE VACANCIES THAN GRADUATES, 


A Problem that the Navy Department Is 
Called on to Solve, 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—The Navy Depart 
ment will soon be called upon to settle a prob- 
lem which may affect the future career of some 
of the members of the final graduating class of 
naval cadets, who have just completed their 
final examinations after two years at sea 
The authorities are in doubt as to 
whether the eurplus graduates in the line di- 
vision over the number required to fill the va- 
eancies that will exist in the line and marine 
corps on July 1, when the class will be commis- 
sioned, can be assigned to vacancies in the in- 


gineer Corps, as there will be at least fourteen 
wore Vacancies in that corps than cadets in the 
engineer division. 

This is the first time since 1882, when Secre- 
tary Chandler urged upon Congress with suc- 
cess the passage of a bili to decrease the namber 
of graduates annually commissioned in all 
branches of the navy, that there have been 
more vacancies than there were graduates. 
For the lass ten years ithas been a difficult 
matter to provide vacancies for al] the cadets 
who complete the six years’ course, and only in 
recent yeara hasit been managed by a close 
shave to have commussions provided for 
ail in somecorps of the navy. This year’s 
class is confronted with the unusual prospect 
of having at least twelve vacancies more than 
is necessary to provide commissions forall the 
graduates, but by reason of the actof 1891, 
providing for a division of the cadets into line 
and engineer divisions, with different courses 
of stuay, the question arises whether the sur- 
plus cadeta of the line division ean be com- 
missioned as engineers, or will have to be hon- 
orably discharged with a goons sea pay. 

The class which has just completed the ceurse 
has thirty-six members in the line division and 
seven who have taken the engineer course. Of 
the former, however, four cadets are taking an 
advanced course in naval architecture at for- 
eign schools, with a view of entering the Con- 
struction Corpa, and they will not bave to be 
cared for this year, It is reported that four 
cadets failed at the tinal examination phys- 
ically,and should they not pase,the total number 
in the class to be commissioned would be re- 
duced to twenty-eight, exalusive of the seven 
in the engineer division. 

The number of vacanciesinthe line of ensigns 
actually existing now is fourteen, and in the 
Marine Corps six, but the total in the line may 
be materially increased, as Commander Wood 
je now being examined for retirement, and 
Lieuts, Slaier and Wickotf and LKnesigns 
Hawke and French may be erdered before 
the board before July 1. Admiral Har- 
mony, who has asked to be retired, 
is also expected home’ from the Asiatic 
station in time to make a vacancy and a promo- 
tion through all the grades. Should the vacan- 
cies all occur, there will be about twenty in the 
line, in addition to the six in the Marine Corps, 
but even then there would be at least two ca- 
dets left out, unless itis decided that they can 
be appointed to the kngineer Corps. 

The law ollicers of the department, while 
they have not considered the question carefully 
as yet, are of the opinion that the surplus ya- 
cancies in the Engineer Corpa cannot be filled 
by the appointment of cadets from the line di- 
vision. The matter will probably be referred 
= yee Attorney General for his constructivn of 

© law. 


YOUNG MILBURN’S SUICIDE. 


The Touching Letter from His Blind Father 
Found on His Body. 


CuHIcaGo, May 29.—An inquest was held to- 
day on the body of F. H. Milburn, the son of W. 
H. Milburn, the blind Chaplain of the United 
Btates House of Representatives, who killed 
himself yeeterdsy at the Saratoga Hotel. The 
testimony brought out the fact very clearly that 
the young man committed suicide because he 
had despaired of being able to conquer his ap- 
petite fer jiquor, and had concluded to end the 
tight. 

Chaplain Milburn, who is at Jacksonville, IL, 
telegraphed this morning that the remains be 
sent to him there for burial. 

It was late last night when the famous “ blind 
preacher,” the Rev. W. H. Milburn, was in- 
formed at Jacksonville of the suicide of his son. 
Dr. Milburn exclaimed: “ Poor boy, it is too 
bad!” 

He said that his son was born in New-York, 
For several years Fletcher bad led rather a way- 
ward and reckless life, and was addicted to the 
habit of drinking, and but recently had taken 
the gold cure at Denver, For soine time he had 


been engaged as a hotel clerk in Denver, but 
becoming dissatisfied, he applied to his father 
for his influence toward securing a position, 
The father had been trying to get him a goy- 
ernmental position, and to that end had written 
many letters while at Jacksonville, Despond- 
ency or auger at refusal of finanoial belp by the 
father was the cause of the tragedy. he son 
was thirty years old. Thereason given by the 
father for declining to send him money was 
poverty, 

WASHING?ON, May 29.—Mr. Milburn’s salary 
as Chaplain of the House of Representatives is 
$900 a year. Out of this sum he has to pay his 


expenses to and from Illinois at the end and 
beginning of every session, and to maintain 
himeelf and adopted daughter, who acts as his 
guide and accompanies him everywhere, by 
reason of his blindness. It is understood that 
Mr. Milburn has no other means of support ex- 
cept that derived from his Congressional sal- 
ary. Though originally appointed during the 
Be a of Mr. Carlisie and the leadership 
of Mr. W. H. Morrison of Lllinois, and by the 
ersonal efforts of the latter, as a Democrat, 
r, Milburn was continued in office during the 
Bpeakersbip of Mr. Reed by the votes of a num- 
ber of Lilinois Republicans, who joined with the 
Democrats to retain him, chiefly on account of 
his affliction. His son, whose tragic death is 
just recorded, was not known in Washington, 
Telegams from Chicago give the text of the 
blind Chaplain’s letter to his son as follows: 


My DEAR FLEET: Your telegram has just come, 
and I have answered it. saying there is no room 
here. Carrie, the children, and I ocoupy mother’s 
old home, filling every room, and Louise has to 
lodge in the girl's cottage opposite, I am sorry we 
bave no place in which we could put you. 

I have been expecting to hear from you for some 
days. indeed, | wrote immediately on receipt of 
you telegram from Denver, and again on getting 
your letierenronute. Both letters, with some ia- 
closures, are at Mr, Quincy’s office awaiping you, 
and I inclose the one that was forwarded here a few 
days ago ‘ 

I wait with deep solicitude a letter from yon, giv- 
ing an accountof your delay in reaching Chicago, 
and the cause of your breaking down. could not 
atford to pay your expenses even here, for if is only 
by the sharpest self-denial that we manage to live 
on a pitifu: income. You could get nothing todo 
here, 43 business is very dull, and, as I bave said, 
I have not the means to support you. It is better 
for you to stayin Chicago. There you can make a 
vigorous eftort to find employment, I am much 
troubled by your message, and with all my heart 
wish it were possible for me to do conenening more 
than write. But it is ont of the question, ot me 
know all about yourself. With your energy and 
knowledge of all kinds of business you will be cer- 
jain to tind sumething todo in Chicago, 

Hoping to hear trom you at once I am, my dear 
Fleet, with best love and wishes, your affectionate 
father, W. H. MILBURN. 








Exports of Mexican Hemp. 

City OF Mexico, May 29.—A report has just 
been made to the Gevernment showing that 
during the past month there was exported from 
the State of Yucatan 28,500 bales of heniquen,

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HONORS TO DEAD COMRADES 


WAR VETERANS TO DEOORATE 
SOLDIERS’ GRAVES TO-DAY. 





American, Italian, and Spanish Sailors to 
Join in the Parade in New-York— 
The Posts and Troops that Will Take 
Part—Gov. Flower to Review the Pro- 
cession—Route of the March—Exercises 
at Music Hall in the Evening—Brooklyn 
to Have an Attractive Parade. 


To-day is Memorial Day, and, as usual, the old 
sailors and soldiers who fought to preserve the 
Union will parade in the morning. In the aft- 
ernoon they will decorate the graves of their 
comrades who were killed during the bloody 
strife, or who died in their homes after the war, 
surrounded by their loved ones,and were buried 
with their comrades who had gone before. The 
event of the day will, of course, |be the parade. 
It will not be aslarge nor as imposing as in 
former years, because there are only two State 
organizations which will take part, and because 
the ranks of the Grand Army have been thinned 
out by death during the past year. 

There will be several features of the proces- 
sion that will mark it as different from any that 
has ever been held in this country. The presence 
in the parade of armed, Italian and Spanish sall- 
ors willbe a novelty and afeature which may 
never be seen again in this country on Decoration 
Day. Then there will bea numbor of the Amer- 
foan tarsinline. There will be about 600 of the 
boys from the white squadron, and the Italians 
will number about 300 men and the Spanish

200. The sailors and marines from the Italian 
. and Spanish vessels will march as an escort to 
the bluejackets from the American men-of-war, 
and will close the line of escort 

Gov. Flower will review the parade from the 
efficial stand at the Worth Monument in Madl- 
gon Square. Heand his staff will be escorted 
from the Windsor Hotel at 8:45 o’olock in the 
morning, the Old Guard, commanded by Major 
Thomas E. Sloan, acting as escort. A guard 
consisting of two comrades from each post in 
the city under the command of George Von 
Schack willalso act as an escort to the Goy- 
ernor. The two State organizations which will 
take partin the procession are the Sixty-ninth 
Regiment. commanded by Col. James Cava- 


magh, and ayy Soy under the command of 
Capt. Charles F, 

The right of the line will form in West Fifty- 

seventh Street and will start promptly at 9 A. 

The route of the procession will be down 
Fifth Avenue, past the reviewing stand to and 
under the Washington Arch. At the arch the 
veterans will be reviewed by Grand Marshal 
George M. Barry. 

The procession will be composed of eight di- 
Visions. In the first will be the United States 
troops, under command of Col. L, L. Langdon 
of the First Artillery. The troops will comprise 
Companies A, B, C, and D of the Engineer Bat- 
talion and Companies L, M, D, and H of the first 
Artillery. The soldier boys, in compliment to 
the veterans, will wear blouses, forage caps, 

a4 ileggins, and they will also carry 

ack belts end cartridge boxes. * Follow- 
ing the soldiers will come the sailors 
from the American men-of-war, and after them 
the Spanish and Italian sailora, Then will fol- 
low Troop A, the Sixty-ninth Regiment, and 
the Cadet Corps of TroopA. The Grand Mar 
shal, with his etaff, will follow, and behind him 
will march the First Division of the veterans, 
commanded by Marshal Rastus 6. Ransom. A 
dozen posts and bands will make up the First 
Division. 

The Second Division will also be composed of 
Grand Army Posw, and will form on East 
ay Ares Street. Tho Marshal will be Vincent 
M ete with H. ML Davis and P. H. Murphy 
as alca. 

The Third Division, also composed of Grand 
Army posts, will form on West Fifty-tiret 
Street. The Marshai will be John Lake, with 
games Clary and William Jones as aids. 

Lhe Fourth Division of Grand Army posts 
‘will form on East Fiftioth Street, with John P, 
Decker as Marshal and John 8. Ward and Henry

The Fifth Division will form on West Forty- 
minth Street, with Salvadore La Grasse as Mar- 
sal and W. W. Clarke and Joseph ©.

The Sixth Division will form on East Forty- 
minth Street, with Webster Toune as Marehal 
and William F. Maher and Reynold W. Wilcox 
as aids. This division will be composed of the 
‘Veteran corps of a number of regiments and 
several independent military organizations. 

The Seventh Division will form on West Forty- 
eighth Street, with Clark H. McDonald as Mar- 
ehal and Charies Karl and John Yestzer as aids, 
Zhis division will be composed of cadet corps 
end cadets from different military schools. 

The Highth and last division will form on 
Mast Forty-eighth Street. Cassius M. Richmond 
‘Will be the Marshal, and his aide will be ee 
Burger and Edward Baker. There will be in 
this division children from the Hebrew Orphan 
Society, Hebrew Sheltering Guardian Bociety, 
cadets, and a several pioneer corps. 

After the procession is dismissed the different 
posts, according to orders, will visit the ceme- 
peies and decorate the graves of the dead 

eroes. 

The Grand Marehal of the parade, George M. 
Barry, received his education as a soldier under 
&® West Point officer in the Nineteenth Massa- 
chusette Regiment. This officer was a strict 
dieciplinarian, and under him Marshal Barry

farshal Barry received his baptism of fire un- 
der the gallant Baker at Ball’s Blaff, Virginia, 
aud ho aleo served under Gene.

Lhe evening exercises will be held at Music 
Huil, Fifty-seventh Street and Seventh Avenue, 
aud the money received will be turned into the 
ebarity fund. Gen. Horace Porter will be the 
presiding officer and will make the opening ad- 
dress, and the Rey. Robert 8. MacArthur will 
deliver the oration. There will be music by the 
baud trom the army post at David’s Island 
and solos by distinguished artists. Invitations 
have been sent to all the foreign officers in the 
harbor te be present at the evening exercises, 
aud about 100 acceptances have been received 
The foreign officers will be given seate on the 
staze.

Since the attempt upon Mr. Mackay’s life the 
family has naturally been somewhat nervous 
and has been keoping away from the public 
gaze as much as possible. The members of the 
family have suffered some annoyances from the 
curiosity of people who have taken an interest 
in seeing Mr. Mackay. Apparently, persons of 


morbid curiosity have become possessed of a 
desire to see how a millionaire looks when he 
— recovered from an insane attempt upon his

When the Mackays were in a Chicago hotel, 
on their way East, curious people who had no 
regard for the courtesies of life, invaded the 
halis just outside the suite occupied by the 
family in an attempt to see them, and it was 
only by the constant watchfulness of the hotel 
employes that their guests were kept from an- 
noyance on this score. 

Mr. Mackay has been devoting some of his 
time to business since he reached this city, and

MARBLEHEAD OOMING TO PORT. 


Engine Builders to Finish Their Work 
and Then for the Trial. 





The United States twin-sorew cruiser Marble- 
head is due to arrive at this port to-day. The 
Marblehead left Boston on Sunday in tow for 
New-York. She comes direct from the ship- 
yards of Harrison Loring of Boston. On arriv- 
ing here the cruiser will be moored at the foot 
of East Twelfth Street. 

It was said yesterday at the works of the N. F. 
Palmer, Jr., Company, that little work remains 
to be done aboard the Marblehead. The Palmers 
built the engines for this ship, and the Marble- 
head is now being turned over to their care to 
enable them to personally take charge of the 
Government steam trial. 

No time is as yet set for the trial, but it is 
thought probable thatthe builders will be able 


to announce to the Navy Department their 
readiness some time in July. 

The Marbiehead is required to develop a 
mean speed of 17 knots per hour on a four 
hours’ continuous run. This run will be made, 
itis said, over the same course on which the 
cruiser New-York was tried. The cruiser De- 
troit, a sister ship of the Marblehead, attained 
on trial a speed of over 18.5 knots. If the Mar- 
blehead will do as well, she will earn for her 
builders a premium of $150,000. 

The actual speed made by the Detroit was 
18.71 knots, but the Government will pay pre- 
miume only on quarter and,half knots. 

The Palmers, who fixed the engines for the 
Marblehead, also prepared those for the Con- 
cord, Bennington, and Maine. The Maine is at 
gecocns lying in the stone dry dock at the 

rooklyn Navy Yard. She will be given hersteam 
trials just as soon as her barbette armor is in 
place. This armor is now being fitted. In the 
case of the Maine the Government require- 
ments call fora horse-power development, and 
not for a speed development.

ESCAPE OF TWO CONVICTS 


OUT OF KINGS OOUNTY PENI- 
TENTIARY IN THE NIGHT, 





Sawed the Bars of Their Cell Doors, Low- 
ered Themselves Out of a Window, and 
Climbed the Prison Wall—The Warden 


Blames the Guards—Says They Were 


Either Asleep or Were Afraid to Inter- 


fere—He Suspends Them Pending an 


Investigation—Kuanaways Negroes. 


James Furman and George Waters, two negro 
convicts, escaped in a most extraordinary man- 
ner from the Kings County Penitentiary in 
Brooklyn yesterday morning between midnight 
and 5:30 o'clock. Both men are desperate 
characters and have served terms in prison be- 
fore. Furman was under sentence for felonious 
assault and Waters for petit larceny. 

The escape of the prisoners was not known to 
Warden Hayes until 6 A. M., when the doors of 
the long-term prison ward were opened and 
Keepers Patrick MoCiafferty and James Dun- 
ning, who had been locked in the corridors of 
that portion of the prison all night, came out 
and reported that the two men were missing. 

MoClafferty said that while making his rounds 
afew minutes before he was surprised to find 
the adjoining cells on the first gallery, which 
had been occupied by Furman and Waters, 
empty. He examined the doors inside, and 
found that two bars had been out away from 
the bottom of each door and replaced after the 
prisoners had crawled through, so as not to at- 
tract attention. He at once aroused the out 
side keepers and announced his discovery. 

Examination showed that two of over a dozen 
long ladders which had been in use in the cor- 
ridors, where whitewashing was going on, had 
been lashed together and placed at a small rose- 
wheel window in the castern gable of the 
prison. It was decided that after cutting away 
&@ quantity of sash cord from other windows the 
prisoners mounted to this window, lowered the 
end of their rope outside, slid down to the end 
of it, and then dropped about twenty-five feet 
to the ground. 

Thence the prisoners madc a complete detour 
of the prison yard, traveling over an eighth of 
a mile, passing around the wost end of the 
prison, and reaching the wali at the main en- 


trance on Crown Street. Here they piled four 

barrele' taken from a heap in the prison yard 

against the wall. Climbing upon them they got 

to the top of the wall, whence they dropped 

io the long graes on the Crown Street front— 
6. 


1t seems impossible that the men could make 
their escape from the prison to the yard with- 
out arousing the keepers. They found the 
ladders at a place not tive feet distant from Mc- 
Clafferty’s station. They were obliged to carry 
the ladders the full length of the corridor. The 
window out of which they escaped was directly 
Over the place where Keeper Dunning should 
have been stationed. How they could have 
oarried the performance through withort at- 
tracting the notice of either keeper it is difficult 
to Bee. 

Warden Aayes, speaking to a NEW-YORK 
TiIMxSs reporter about the matter, said: 

“ Either McClatterty and Dunning were asleep 
or they are cowards and were intimidated by 
the escaping prisoners. In any case, I believe 
they are liars, because no poe could 6s- 
cape without their knowing it if they wore at- 
tending to their a Iam not responsibie for 
the appointments here, and have no power to 
Femove orappoinut help. If I had the power, I 
would have these men indicted.” 

Another mystery in the case js how these men 
could cross the whole length of the prison yard 
and make several trips back and forth to a pile 
of barrels lying in the open prison yard wighout 
attracting the attention of Keeper Edward F. 
Ryan, who had charge of the yard. Warden 

ayes believes that Kyan was asleep. He has 
suspended him my | with MoClafferty and 
Dunning, pending an investigation by the Com- 
wnissioners of Charities and Correction of Kings 
County. Warden Hayes said last night that he 
did not believe there was collusion between 
keepers and prisoners, but simply that Furman 
and Waters had escaped through sheer derelio- 
tion of duty on the part of the supended men. 

Isis also a wystery how the prisoners pro- 
cured the table knife and razor which were 
found outside the window through which they 
escaped. The edge of the knife had been 
hacked into saw teeth by the blade of the razor, 
and with the improvised saw they had cut away 
the bars. arden Hayes belioves the imple- 
ments were furnished them by outsiders. 

At a late hour last night the escaped prisoners 
had not yet been ouught, although the police of 
Brookiyn had been engaged in a sharp hunt for 
them 4 long. The Warden believes that 
Furman will be caught, but of Waters he is not 
so Bure. 

Waters since he came to the prison has been 
corresponding with a colored girl, a servant at 
270 Gates Avenue, and her movements are now 
being watched by the police, who also have the 
house under eurvelilance. Warden Hayes 
oalled there yesterday morning with Keeper 
William Hansbury, but the lady of the house 
refused to let them question the servant. 

Furman is reported to be a dangerous fellow. 
He is light-colored, thick-set, and is thirty-six 

ears old. Heis5 feet 8 inchesin height. He 

as been a criminal for twenty years. He has 
served several terms in prison for burglary and 
other crimes. ; 

Three py aco, after being sentenced to a 
year and a balfin the penitentiary for felonious 
assault, he out a hole with an old oarving knife 
in the bottom of the — Van and escaped 
while being transported from the Gates Avenue 
Police Station to the Raymond Street Jail in 
Brooklyn. He was recaptured, after a desper- 
ate resistance, in a barn in Flatbush and served 
out‘his term. 

After being ont of prison three weeks he oom- 
mitted a felonious assault on the bartender in 
Beokwith’s saloon at Atiantio and Rockaway 
Avenues, Brooklyn, after which he robbed the 
till. He was interrupted in his work by the 
proprietor, who chased him untii he was capr- 
ured by apoliceman. He pleaded guilty the next 
day and was sentenced to one — imprison- 
ment and $500 tine. Im lieu of the fine he was 
to serve 500 days additional. 

Waters has not had so much experience as a 
criminal as Furman has had. He is twenty-six 
years old. He waseerving aterm of one year 
and $250 fine for larceny and an attempt to cut 
@ man with a razor. 

The escape of these men caused much unfa- 
vorable comment yesterday about the manner 
in which the prisonisrun. The Warden, it was 
declared, was obliged to take men for keepers 
who were unfitted forthe work, eimply because 
they were wanted there by Charities Commis- 
sioners and politicians. The institution was al- 
leged to be a nest for political time-servers. 


TO AVERT A REOEIVERSHIP, 


Trustee Plan for the Bank of Deposit Will 
Probably Be Adopted. 





President Ransom of the National Bank of 
Deposit said yesterday that 100 additional con- 
sents tothe appointmenc of Trustees for the 
management of the bank’s affaira had been re- 
ceived. This gives the plan the approval of 
500 of the 800 holders of open accounts and is 
regarded atthe bank as a practical assurance 
that a receivership will be averted. 

Upon the adoption of the plan and the filing 
of a bond by the Trustees, the Bank Examiner 
now in charge will withdraw and leave them 
full eontrol. 

Officers of the bank say that depositors are 
showing thomselves reluctant to let the bank 
pass into a receiver's hands, especially in view 
of the promise of the Trustees to declare a divi- 
dend on the day they qualify. The Trustees 
must serve without pay. 

Some talk started yesterday in regard to the 
liability of stookbolders or Directors of the 
bank by reason of the bank’s designation a few 
months ago as a State depository. No State de- 
posits were ever made there, but it is held that 
the Directors became liable to make good any 
deficit to the extent of. $5,000 each when the 
dosignation was acoepted, and that if the en- 
forcement of the law should be insisted upon, 
the amount that might thus be raised would 
doubtiess provide for the immediate payment 
of all olaima in full. 





Dr. Rainsford to Preach at Harvard.

FOSTER’S OREDITORS TO OONFER. 


They May Agree to Ask for Fifty Cents 
on the Dollar, 


TOLEDO, Ohio, May 29.—A number of the 
largest depositors in the Foster. bank have 
issued a call for a meeting to be held in the 
Fostoria Opera House to-morrow evening, when 
& proposition will be made to the depositors to 
sottle at 50 cents on the dollar. 

This would release the tied-up money at once, 
instead of compelling it to undergo the tedious 
process of law, and would enable the old bank- 
ing house of Foster & Co. to resume business. 

There is no question that Mr. Foster's friends 


would come to the rescue should such a propost- 
tion be made by the creditors and be accepted. 

The manufacturing concerns that were un- 
able to pay off their hands yesterday, on ao- 
count of having their funds deposited in the 
bank, have secured money from out-of-town 
gpa and the men received their money to- 

ght.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—The National Bank of 
North Dakota, at Fargo, N. D., and the First 
National Bank of Lakota, at Lakota, N. D., were 
closed to-day on orders issued by Mr. Eokels, 
United States Controller of the Currency. 
Both of these banks were organized by E. Ash- 
ley Mears, who was also the organizer of other 
national banks and of many State banks 
aud other institutions, among which were the 
Mortgage Loan and Investment Company, 
Phenix Insurance Company, North Dakota 
Title Insurance Company, Guaranty Company 
of North Dakota, United States sheep Company, 
Bank of Minot, Bank of Kugby, Bank of Tow- 
ner, and Bank of St. John. 

The National Bank of North Dakota at Fargo 
Was organized with a capital stock of $250,000, 
of which $114,000 appears to have been con- 
tributed in cash by Lustern investors, while the 
balance of the stock was subscribed to by the 
various State banks and eompanies already 
named. 

His plan appears to have been to make loans 
to the various institutions subscribing to«the 
stock, in aounts which in some cases exceeded 
the amount of capital stock subscribed to by 
them.

The East- 
ern shareholders subsoribing to this stock were 
promised dividends at the rate of 12 per cent. a 
heen but no dividend has veen paid by the 

ank since 1891. Meare has been restrained 
by the Controller from deciaring any further 
dividends in violation of law. 

It appears that the National Bank of North 
Dakota, at Fargo, owes the Treasury of the 
United States about $14,000 for moneys ex- 
pended by the Treasurer in the redemption of 
the circulating notes of this bank coming into 
the Treasury for redemption, and which this 
bank bas failed to reimburse to the Treasurer, 
althongh constantly requested todo so, as re- 
quired by law. 

Mearsa’s poiloy seems to have been to loan out 
the capital of the bank (and any deposits he 
could secure) on mortgages On chattels and 
real estate, the loans being made at ruinously 
high rates ofinterest.

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THE JURYMEN FIND SUICIDE 


BUT SOME OF MR. GUETERBOOK’S 
FRIENDS DISSENT. 





The Dead Man’s Wife Tells Her Experi- 
ence Before She Found Her Husband 
Lying in the Bedroom—He Was Hot- 
Tempered, She Claims, and Had Slapped 
Her in the Face—Herman Ridder Says 
the Editor Was Not a Man to Commit 
Suicide—The Prisoners Discharged. 


According to Coroner Schultze and his jury 
the death of Bernhard H. Gueterbock, city edit- 
or of the New-Yorker Siaats-Zeitung, in his 
home, at 175 East Seventy-ninth Street, Satur- 
day evening, was brought about by himself. 
Some of Mr. Gueterbock’s associates, however, 
believe that it was not. 

The inquest was held in the Coroner’s court- 
room yesterday afternoon, and it lasted about 
three hours. The evidence, in the main, was a 
repetition of that whichjwas presented Sunday 
in the Harlem Police Court. 

Lawyers John C. Munzinger and Jacob Ber- 
linger represented Mrs. Gueterbock and her 
servant, and Henry ©. Botty looked after the 
interests of Mr. ©. Otto Baese. Stephen J. 
O’Hare represented the District Attorney’s 
office. 

During the entire proceedings Mra. Gueter- 
book manifested the greatest interest in every- 
thing said aud done, and when ehe was called 
to the stand she was calm and composed. 

“I went to my husband's otfice Saturday 
afternoon, as I have done for years, and about 
4o’clock we started uptown. We stopped at 
Weber's, on Third Avenue, betweén Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth Streets, and wo drank some May 
wine. Leo Von Raben came in, and afterward 
Baron De Grimm and Mr. Baese. The gentlemen 
opened champagne, but as I was ill I drank very 
little. I urged my husband to come home, but 
he beggod off, and they kept on drinking. 

“About half-past eight my husband, Mr. 
Baese, and myself left Weber's and got ona 
horse car for home. All the way up he kept 
scolding me, but I paid no attention to him. 
Had I done so he probably would have struck 
me. He was always hot-tempered, and I found 
that the best way to get along was to say noth- 
ing. 

“When we reached the house he flared up 
again, and when we got in the parlor he struck 
mein the mouth with the back of his hand. I 
began to ory and went into the library. 

“While I was sobbingI heard Mr. Baese say 
that he was surprised that suoh a thing should 
occur. My husband regretted his action and 
came and asked me to forgive him. I did so.” 

> Did he kiss yout” 

“T believe he did. Iloved my husband not- 
withstanding he used to beat me when he was 
drinking. 1 adored him, and he adored me. 

“ After we had made up, my husband started 
back to the kitchen to get some beer. We 
waited about tifteen minutes, and when he did 
not return Ietarted after him. Passing the 
bedroom door | saw him lying on the flvor.’’ 

At this point Mra. Gueterbock became very 


nervous, and her voice sank almost to a 
whisper. When she was able to resume she 


said: 

“ His face was very pale and he was groaning. 
I puta pillow under his head and he opened his 
eyes and looked at me. He had just enough 
strength to say ‘Emma, Emma.’ | got a wet 
cloth and put it on his head and then he died.” 

Coroner Schultze ot up the revolver 
found in the room and, extending it to the wit- 
ness, asked: 

“Do you recognize this revolver?” 

** Don’t, don’t; please don’t ask me to touch it. 
Yes, that's his revolver, but I never had itin 
my hands. He wouldn’t allow me to touch it 
from the day he bought it.” 

It was mitted by many of the witnesses 
that Mr. Gueterbock had been a heavy drinker, 
and when he was in his cups wae often angered 
and very jealous. 

Paul Bruckmann, his cousin, said that in his 
opinion Mr. Gueterbock Killed himself in a mo- 
ment of remorse following the assault on his 
wile. “He was a left-handed man,” he said, 
“andIthink he could easily shoot himself in 
the manner he did.” 

That's just it,” cried Hermann Ridder, who 
ie connected with the Staafs-Zeiiung. “ While 
I may have no standing in this court, I beg the 
ok g of making a statement. Mr. Gueter- 

ock Was not tbe kind of man to ovmmit sul- 
olde. His disposition was too happy for that. 
Now, it strikes me and some of his colleagues 
that there has been too much manufactured 
evidence in this case. The witnesses’ stories all 
jibe somehow, and yet here’s his own cousin 
confronting them with the statement that he was 
left-handed. It’s all very funny, and you canbe 
sure, if you go deep cnough, that there is some- 
thing behind it all.” 

**T wish Mr. Ridder would keep quict,” said 
Mr. O’Hare. “ He will not help this investiga- 
tion much by making sach statements at this 
time.” 

However, Mr. Ridder was called to the 
stand Jater on, and in response to a question by 
Mr. O’Hare he said that Mr. Gueterbock told 
him some days aco that his home life was not 
happy. He also testified that Mr. Gueterbock 
said to him: “I received $80,000 from my 
father’s estate in Germany, and my wife in- 
duced me to assign it over to her. Afterward, 
when I wanted her to reassign it to me, she 
refused, and she wouldn’teven make a will in 
my behal?.”’ 

ter Mra. Gueterbosk was called to the 
stand to show that her husbuud received only 
$16,000, and that he had assigned it over to her 
so a6 to avoid satisfying a judgmont of $9,000 
which had been filed against him. 

“Don’t do that,” orled one of the lawyers. 
“If she admits that under oath her property 
oan be levied upon.” 

Mrs. Gueterbock was excused, and the jury 
soon after broucht in a verdict that the deceased 
came to hie death from a shot wound inflicted 
by himself. The prisoners were discharged 
from custody, but they were immediately re- 
arrested and taken to Harlem for a formal dis- 
charge. 





More Gold for Foreigu Shipment. 

Gold to the amount of $1,140,000 was with- 
drawn from the Sub-Treasury yesterday, as per 
Saturday's engagements. Of the withdrawals, 
$1,000,000 will go to Europe to-day on the Al- 
ler and the $140,000 will fill out a two-hun- 
dred-thousand-dollar shipment to Canada Ar- 
rangements were anpounced for the withdrawal 
of $2,500,000 for shipment to-morrow and 
Thursday. 

Feeling down town is that gold imports will 
soon set in, as trade is now turning in this di- 
rection. The banking houses through whom 
shipments have been going on think they will 
continue for another month, within which time 
from $12,000,000 to $15,000,000 may go out. 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—The net total gold Iu 
the Treasury on Jan. 1, 1893, was $121,266,- 
662, while to-day it is only $95,912,419.

FERRY RIGHTS STILL UNSOLD, 


Injunctions Against Disposing of Bay 


Ridge and Staten Island Leases. 


Controller Myers Is having a lot of trouble try- 
ing to sell the leases of the franchises of the 
Bay Ridge and the Staten Island Ferries. A 
few days ago when he tried to sell the lease of 
the Staten Island Ferry, counsel for the Staten 
Island Rapid Transit Company interposed that 
it was not properly made out because it did not 
stipulate that if any company other than tho 
Rapid Transit Company should purchase the 
lease it should pay the Rapid Transit Company 
$175,000, according to a previous agreement 
with the city, for improvements made at the 
slips at the foot of Whitehal! Street. 

The sale was stopped, and the lease was 
amended according to this stipulation. The 
sale of both the Staten Island Ferry and the 
Bay Ridge Ferry was then fixed for yesterday 
at noon in the Controliler’s Office. Again the 
sales were stopped. ‘This time it was by an in- 
junction obtained by President J. W. Ambrose 
of the New-York and South Brooklyn Ferry and 
Steam Transportation Company, or the Ihirty- 
ninth Street Ferry, against the sale of the Bay 
Ridge Ferry, and an oo obtained by 
Jobn H. Starin against the sale of the Staten 
Island Ferry. 

Heretofore the Rapid Transit Company has 
operated both ferries, The company expected 
to be able to get a new lease of the Staten Island 
Ferry for five years at an upset price of $44,000 
and the percentage, but John H. Starin ap- 
peared as a bidder. 

The Bay Ridge Ferry is now a feeder to the 
Sea Beach route to Coney Island and the Thirty- 
ninth Street Ferry would like to get control of it 

Controller Myers was all ready to make the 
sale yesterday, and there were a number of in- 
terested spectators in his ollico when the in- 
agg which were directed against the Sink- 

ng Fund Commissioners, and which were 
granted by Judge Andrews of the Supreme 
Court, were served upon him. 

The injunction obtained by Mr. Ambrose was 
on the ground that by the terms of the fran- 
chise the lessee was obliged to use the slip 
adjoining the Staten Island Ferry slip, whereas 
one of the bidders would prefer to use an adja 
cent slip, and secondly, upon the ground that 
the Sinking Fund Commission had txed no 
specitic fare, and that this would give the op- 
portunity to the railroad company of chargiug 
@ small rate of ferriage and make it up on the 
railroad tare. ‘his, it was alleged, would give 
such a railroad company an unfair advantage 
Over other competitors for the franchise. 

John H. Starin’s injunction was obtained or 
the ground that the city had no right to enter 
into an agreement binding the new purchaser 
to pay the Rapid Transit Company $175,000 for 
the improvements, that if it had such aright 
the amount was excessive and arbitrary, apd 
that if the city had the right to make the agree- 
Ment and the umount was not exessive, then 
the city should assuine the responsibility of 
paying the $175,000 and charge an increased 
rental for the pliers. 

The Controller also received a letter from 
George W,. Penney of Staten Island protesting 
against the terms of the Staten Island lease on 
the ground that the Rapid Transit Company 
made unjust discrimination against those who 
use only the ferry and not the railroad. 

The sale could not go on snd the papers 
were turned over to Corporation Cousel William 
H. Clark. The matter will be argued before 
Judge Andrews in the Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, next Wednesday. 


METROPOLIS LAW S0OHOOL, 


To Begin the New Year with an Enlarged 
Faculty—Its Sessions Held at Night. 





The third annual catalogue of the Metropolis 
Law School of this city has just been issued. 
This school, designed especially for the advan- 
tage of young men whose daylight hours must 
be otherwise employed, was incorporated by the 
Regents of the University of this State in June, 
1891, and it is established at Clinton Hall. in 
the Mercantile Library Building, in Astor 
Place. The sessions are held in the evening. 

The Faculty announces that each incoming 


class will be required to take ten hours’ inetruc- 
tion per week during each year. The holding of 
the sessions of the school in the evening has not 
led to any reduction in the quantity of required 
work. A comparison of the hours of Instruction 
required for graduation from the Columbia Law 
School when that school was under the direc- 
tion of Prof. Theodore W. Dwight with the 
hours required at the Metropolis Law School 
shows that at Columbia fifteen hours per week 
were required, as against sixteen hours at the 
Metropolis in the two years’ course, aud that in 
the three years’ course Columbia required only 
twenty-five hours, while the Metropolis requires 
thirty hours. 

The new catalogue shows that the Faculty 
has been enlarged by a pew lecturer and two 
new professors, Thaddeus DL. Kenneson of 35 
Wall Street and Arthur C. Rounds of 96 
Broadway. Both of the new professors were 
graduated from Harvard University and from 
the Harvard Law School. The new lecturer is 
James L. Bishop of 115 Broadway. Mr. Bishop 
is the author of.astandard work on insolvent 
debtors. He will lecture upon ‘ General Ae- 
signments.” 


The regular sessions of the school are held 


from 8 until 10 o’clock P. M. An opportunity is 


thus given to such students as are emplored 
during the day to pursue a systematic course of 
legal study. Experience has shown the found- 
ere of this school that many men well equipped 
by natural ability and preliminary education to 
become useful lawyers tind it inconvenient to 
devote the business hours of the day to attend- 
ance upon a professional school. and the 
courses of this school are particularly designed 
to meet the needs of such men. 

Any student of good moral character over the 
age of eighteen years will be admitted to this 
scbool, butin order to be entitled to an exai}- 
nation for a degree he must be @ graduate of a 
college or university, or must have passed the 
examinations proscribed by the Regents of the 
State University. Thecharge for each scbool 
year is $100, payable one-half upon admission 
and the remainder on or before Feb. 1. The 
extra fees are small and fow. Students not 
candidates fora degree may enter at any time. 

The catalogue announces that the school has 
materially lengthened its course of instruction 
as originally laid out, and that continual eifort 
is made to conform to the growing sentiment in 
favor of o bigher standard of legal education. 
The commencement exercises Will take place on 
June 7 at the Lenox Lyceum, 





Busy Over the Tax Lists. 

The Commissioners of Taxes and Assessment 
are hard at work on tho applications for correc- 
tions on assessments of real property, and will 
probably complete their work this week. The 
books will then beturned over to the clerks 
with the corrections, and they will be copiod 
and presented to the Aldermen on _ the first 
Mondayin July for confirmation. The books 
will then be openved for public inspection.

$1,504,901,603, and, of course, the increase this 
year will be several million dollars.

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SILK GOODS UNDERVALUED 


INTERESTING EXAMINATION OF 
APPRAISER OOOPER. 





iis Testimony Before the Treasury Commis- 
sion Concerning Examiner Wiswall’s 
Undervaluation of Silk Handkerchiefs— 
Wiswall’s Appraisements on Silk Hand- 
kerchiefs Varied for Different Firms— 
Goods Reported Damaged Said by Silk 
Men to be in the Best of Condition. 


The investigation into the New-York Custom 
House was set agoing at the Barge Office yes- 
terday ata lively rate. 

The Commissioners held a long public session, 

and their first inquiry was in regard to the ad- 
ministration of the Appraiser’s department. 
Marvelie W. Cooper, the Appraiser of the Port, 
was the only witness. Mr. Cooper was not ret- 
foent, and, excepting for a little impatience 
now and then under Mr. Wallace. Macfarlane’s 
cross-examination, the proceedings would have 
Deen as peaceful as a friendly suit over a miser’s 
will. There were only three spectators, and 
they were evidently ex-offive holders. 
! Several charges have been laid before the 
commission affecting the Appraiser’s depart- 
ment The one which the Commissioners took 
up yesterday, and which it will probably take 
them some time to thoroughly explore, alleges 
that Examiner Wiswall favored the silk import- 
ing firm of J. R. Simon & Co. by extensive un- 
Gervaluations. Appraiser Cooper’s investiga- 
tion of Mr. Wiswall’s actions, it is further 
cbarged, was suppressed by the Treasury De- 
partment, and Mr. Wiswall, who had been 6us- 
pended by Appraiser Cooper, was reinstated 
and given a still more powerful place in the hat 
trimmings department. 

Appreciating the honor thrust upon him of 
starting off the investigation, Appraiser Cooper 
got up extra early yesterday morning, and 
reached thé Barge Office fifteen minutes before 
the appointed time. He wore two pairs of spec- 
Tacles on his nose, and his pookete bulged with 
documents. Examiner Wiswall, who is charged 
with the principal undervaluations, was at the 
Barge Office ahead even of Mr. Cooper, and the 
two bowed and smiled at each other. Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Spaulding, Supervise- 
ing Special Agent Tingie, and George U. Tich- 
enor, President of the Board of General Ap- 
praisers, were all early birds, and they sat 
around on the hard benches and talked together, 
while ex-Secretary Fairchild, ex-Collector Ma- 
gone, and ex-Congressman Dunn held a low- 
Voiced conference with Lawyer Wallace Mac- 
fariane. 

Mr. Cooper was invited to take the witness 
chair, and he sat there for a quarter of an hour, 
while the commission held another conference. 
At the end of tifteen minutes Mr. Cooper 
frowned and looked at his watch and began to 
pull at his side whiskers. At the end of another 
lifteen minutes Mr. Cooper wus evidently in 
some indignation, but when the ex-Secretary 
turned toward him with a softsmile and bowed, 
the Appraiser relaxed his features and also 
smiled.

** Where shall I begin? ’’ asked Mr. Cooper. 
“* Wherever you please,” replied Mr. Fairchild 
pleasantly. 
‘Begin with your trouble with Examiner 
Wiswail,” said Mr. Macfariane. 
“Some months before I suspended Mr. Wis- 
wali,” said Mr. Cooper, “there were many com- 
laints from importers concerning his discrim- 
nating valuatiens in favor of a certain firm. 
of J. KR. Simon & Co. Some of the leadiug 
bers made complaint against Wiswall. Mr. 
iswall was in the silk department, There were 
at that time four leading importers of Oriental 
silks—J. R. Simon & Co., A. 5. Rusenthal & Co. 
R. Isaace & Brother, and the Japanese Fan Com- 
pany. They were all buying goods of the same 
quality at the same time, and in the same 
market. I procured a number of invoices of 
Oriental silk handkerchiefs to these four tirms 
and compared them, with the result of finding 
that goods invoiced to J. R. Bimon & Co. were 
appraised by Wiswall much below those in- 
voiced to any of his three competitors.”’ 
Mr. Cooper gave the Commissioners a table 
: © result of his comparison of the in- 
voices. 


Two-ounce silk handkerchiefs were appraised 
by Wiewall to J. R. Simon & Co. at 81 cents per 
dozen, to A. 8. Rosenthal & Co. at 90 cents per 
dozen, and to the Japanese Fan Company at 94 
conte per dozen. Wiswall appraised two-and- 
one -ounce silk handkerchiefs to Simon & 

at 96 cents, to Rosenthal & Co. at 
Japanese Fan Company

at $1.10, to Rosenthal at $1.31, 

and to the Japanese Fan Company at $1.60. 
Four-ounce silk handkerchiefs he eins to

“On this condition of affairs,” said Mr. 
Cooper, “I thought it my duty to suspend 
Wiswall, and [jdid eo in a letter to the Treasury 
Department on June 20, 1891.” 

“Was your suspension of him a result of 
your examination of his appraisements!”’ 
asked Mr. Macfarlane.

On July 8, 1891, Appraiser Cooper received 
an orderfrom the Treasury Department to re- 
instate Wiswall. As a result of the Appraiser's 
investigation the valuations of all silk imports 
to Simon & Co. were marked up first by the 
Examiner, and then. on a re-examination, by 
Assistant Appraiser Corbett. in increassd 
duties Simon « Co. paid $10,481, and the penal- 
ties brought their total payment on acoount of 
undervaluations up to over $20,000. 

“The differences in Wiswall’s appraise- 
ments,” asked Mr. Magone, “ were so glaring 
a8 © be apparent to whoever looked at the in- 
vyoiees, were they not!”’ 

“ They were,’’ replied Appraiser Cooper. 

Mr. Cooper read a table showing some ef the 
instances where invoices of goods to Simon & 
Co., after the Wiswall exposure, were marked 
up. After the discovery of his methods, and 

@ his suspension, Wiswall himself marked 
up invoices to Simon & Cu. on the direction of 
the Appraiser. 

Mr. Macfariaine pressed Mr. Cooper several 
times on a matter relating to Wiswall. “I am 
ready,” said Mr. Cooper, with some show of 
@uger, “to give you all the information I can 
Jor the benetit of the commerce of this port, and 
for the purpose of purifying the administration 
of the Custom House. I have no animosity 
toward any one. That's what I am here for, to 
fell the trath.” 

“How do you account for the differences be- 
tween the appraisements of Wiswall to Kosen- 
thal & Co. and Isaacs & Brother!” asked Mr. 
Fairchild. 

“Tt am unable to explain them,” said the Ap- 

er. 

“Have you no explanation,” inquired Mr. 
Fairchild, * of the fact that the goods to Isaacs 
& Brother were appraised highest in every in- 
stance!”

McCoy’s investigation was comploted within 
twenty-four hours!” 

“I was told at Washington,” said the Ap- 
praiser, “that it was through ip a day or two.” 

“ By whom tvere you so told?” 

“It was public comment about the Treasury 
Department,” was the meaty. 

“Whatexplanation did Wiswall give of his 
low appraisements for Simon & Co. 1” inquired 
Mr. Macfarlane.

The Appraiser sald that one of the firme which 
complained to him of Wiswall and Simon «& Co. 
was Arnold, Constable & Co. This firm told the 
Appraiser that, ulthough their credit was 4s 
good as that of any house fn the trade and al- 
though thoy had a resident buyer in the places 
where Simon & Co. bought their silks, they 
could buy those silks cheaper here than it 
would cost to import them, and they were un- 
able to compete with Simon & Co. Mr. Cooper 
said that once when called on furnish Assistant 
Appraiser Corbett and Mr, Richardson with a 
sample of the silke which, it was alleged, Simon 
& Co. were limporting, Wiswall, after some de- 
lay, produced what was believed to be a false 
sample. 

*Did- you confront Wiswall with his false 
statements!” asked Mr. Dunn. 

“I don't remember,” was Mr. Cooper’s reply. 

Did you see McCoy’s report?” 

“No. It was never referred to mo.” 

Did you believe Wiswallijwas dishonest?” 

“I believed he was either Incompetent or was 
discriminating,” said Mr. Cooper. 

Mr. Dunn wanted to know what Appraiser 
Cooper thought of Simon & Co.’s course. 

Well.” said the Appraiser, ‘the fact that 
they raised their invoices voluntarily after my 
investigation was pretty guod evidence that 
they thought their previous invoices were not 
correct.” 

“Itis charged,” said Mr. Macfarlane, “ that 
after Wiswall’s reinstatement Mr. Spaulding 
and Mr. Tingle came here and held a confer- 
ence with Mr. Cheney and Mr. Richardson, and 
then Wiswall was put on the rexppraisement of 
hat trimmings. 

“He was put on the reappraisement of hat 
trimmings by me voluntarily,” said Appraiser 
Cooper. “Ido not know if there was a confer- 
ence between Mr. Spaulding, Mr. Tingle, Mr. 
Cherry, and Mr. Richardson.” 

* Did they hold any conference with yout” 

“No, Sir; Mr. Spaulding and Mr. Tingle called 
on me, but they did not talk about Wiswall 
especially. He was one of a hundred officers in 
the same position.’’ 

“ Did yon ever find fanit with Wiswall for ap- 
pealing tothe Board of General Appraisers s0 
much?” - 

** No, Sir.” 

Mr. Cooper was asked about the appeals of 
Wiswall tothe Board of General Appraisers, 
and it was shown by the Appraiser that the 
Board of General Appraisers generally sided 
with Wiswall, sustaining his appraisements. 

“ Had you any official connection with Wis- 
wall after he was put on the reappraisements 
of hat trimmings?” asked Mr. Fairchild. 

* Yes, Sir.” 

* Did you fing further fault with him ?” 

“No. Our relations were always pleasant. 
He was always affable and gentlemanly. I had 
no fault to find with him. He was always 
polite.” 

*“* Did Isaacs & Brother import many silk hand- 
kerchiefst’’ asked Mr. Fairchild, with a quiz- 
zical look at Mr. Cooper. 

“ No,” said tbe Appraiser. ‘‘ If that thing had 
gone on much longer Simon & Co. would have 
controlled the market.” 

*“ Did you know Wiswall before you were Ap- 
praiser !”’ 

“Yes. He wasa nice man and a gentleman. 
I never heard his honesty questioned.” 

** Did he know,” asked Mr. Fairchild, quoting 
from a letter of Mr. Cooper to the Treasury De- 
partment, * that you had accused him of wilful 
and deliberate discrimination!” 

“— don’t know,” answered the Appraiser, 
shifting his double spectacies and shrugging 
his shoulders. “I was trying to purify the 
service.” 

Mr. Cooper was asked why he had not inves- 
tigated Wiswall’s conduct in the hat-trimmings 
department. 

* He was put back by the Secretary,”’ said the 
Appraiser, *‘ana it was not my business to in- 
vestigate him.” 

*“ Were these protests against Wiswall by the 
hat-trimmings department!” 

“Yes. The awount of involcoes footed up 
many millions of dollars.’’ 

“Do you know whether the Board of General 
Appraisers is arrayed against Assistant Ap- 
praiser Corbett?” 

“1 do not know.” 

“Do you know whether Mr. Tingie and Mr.

“You can’t prove that by me.” 

Appraiser Cooper said that during ye bye 
Wali investigation he cabled to Jupan a re- 
ceived the iocal prices there of the silks im- 
ported by Simen & Co. 

Examiner Wiswall, Mr. Tichenor, Mr. Tingle, 
and Mr. Spaulding, at the close of Mr. Cooper's 
examination by the Commissioners, were asked 
if they had any questions to put to him. 

Wiswall shook his bead in the negative, and 
so did Messrs. Spaulding and Tingle. 

President Tichenor of the Board of General 
Appraisers, who had apparently been asleep a 
long time on a sofa, at once woke up and glared 
at Mr. Cooper. 

** When the invoices of Simon & Co. were first 
raised after your investigation were they raised 
to the bighest figure, that of Isaacs & Brother, 
or only moderately t’’ asked Mr. ‘Tichenor. 

** Only moderately,"’ replied Appraiser Coop- 


er. 

Tho investigation will go on at the Barge OF- 
fice Wednesday morning. 

Assistant Seoretary of the Treasury Spauld- 
ing said yesterday that he had not been notitied 
by the commission that ho was to be placed on 
the witness stand during the investigation. 

“I came to attend the investigation by direc- 
tion of Secretary Carlisle,” he said. **My record 
since I have been Assistant Secretary is in 
black and white and |i am willing to bave it 
overhauled by the committec. If I had been 
asked to select the men to investigate my record 
I would have selected men from the political 
party opposed to my own.”

MILK DEPOT FOR THE POOR. 





Straus’s Plan to Aid Those Whose 
Funds Are Short. 


Mr. 


Mr. Nathan Straus, who during the Winter 
months provided a poor man's coal yard, where 
coal could be bought in small quantities at the 
net cost price, has made arrangements to con- 
tinue his praiseworthy service of bis fellow-man 
during the hot weather. 

He announces that, beginning on Junel, he 
will maintain on the pier at the foot of East 
Third Street a depot for the'sale of milk, both 
sterilized and in ite natural condition, at cost. 

The milk will be sold at 2 cents a pint and 4 
cents a quart, delivered in buyers’ vessels, or it 
will be put up in Lottles, if his customers so 


desire it, without extra charge, except adeposit 
ov the bottles, which sum will be refunded 
when the bottles are returned by customers. 

Tue sterilized milk will be sold only in bottles 
at the rate of Gcentan quart. A deposit will be 
required on the botties, and this deposit will be 
refunded upon the surrender of the bottles by 
the consumers. 

Milk will also be sold at 1 cent a glass, but 
only to women and children. Ali the milk will 
come from farms where the cows and all their 
surroundings have been carefully examined by 
a veterinary surgeon from the Board of Health. 
Thus the purity of the wilk will have as perfevot 
@ guarantee as it is possible to get. 

All physicians who practice among the poor 
and alt dispensaries and children’s hospitals are 
invited by Mr. Straus to send their patients 
with prescriptions for milk, sterilized and dilut- 
ed in proportions suited to the age of the child 
or other person prescribed for.

The Great Activity of Congressional Seek- 





ers After Patronage. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The declaration made by the President of the im- 
perative need of relief from the importunitios of 
oftice beggars, and of his commendabjJe purpose to 
reserve for his public duties the time needed for 
their pruper dischargo, ought to remind every patri- 
otio citizen—and especially every manager of the 
public press—of his own duty in this important mat- 
ter, which involves the honor of the country at a 
time when the gaze of the whole civilized world is 
upon it. The tone, both of individual and jour- 
nalistic comment, has far too moch treated the sub- 
ject asif the President alone was to be held re- 
sponsible for his disgraceful besiegoment, and as if 
none but himself had any duty or power for dlis- 
persing the groedy and demoralized assailants of 
the Executive office. Though the shameful scenes 
are not of his causing, his respousibility and autuori- 
ty for arresting themare unquestionably the great- 
est, and he will not be exoused for any laok of cour- 
age or effort in arresting them. Yet, let us not 
take a narrow view of the matter, be unjust to the 
President, or allow those most directly and disgrace- 
fully concerned in dishonoring the Nation to escape 
without censure, 

While the causes of the evils which now humiliate 
every patriotic American are to be found mainly in 
the false theories and vicious methods of our party 
systom, the men who more than all others have tor- 
mented the President and obstructed the fit dis- 
charge of his duties are partisan, unscrupulous 
patronage-mongering members of Congress, who 
solicit offices from the President in order to gain 
favor with their greedy office-begging constituents. 

Itis a wanton invasion of the Presidential func. 
tions, a violation of the Constitution, a simple piece 
of intrusion and importinence for members of Con- 
gress to act the part of office brokerage agents, tak. 
ing their greedy constituents in troops to the Preat- 
dent's office, there to solicit and bully by the honr, 
day after day, in behalfof many of their most un- 
worthy and shameless supporters. 

They gain access to him under a proper courtesy 
extended tothem as legislators, and the worst of 
them enforce theirdemands by threats of obstruact- 
ing the policy of the Administration on the floor 
of Congress. Congressmen may, on this sub- 
ject, be divided inté thres olassea: (1) 
those self-respecting and patriotic men, whol 
believe aré much the most numerous, who attend 
to theirown functions as legislators and leave the 
President a true liberty to attend to his; (2) those 
who have a sonse of their duty to act the part of the 
class last named, but are weak enough to be wheedled 
or frightened into takiug their office-begging consti- 
tuents to the White Honse and indorsing their 
audacious andimpuilent demands; (3) the bold, un- 
scrupulous demagogues and partisans, compara- 
tively few in number, with whom politics is a busi- 
ness, and who, having carried their last election, 
expect to oarry their re-election through the infiu- 
ence of Postmasters and other officers indebted to 
them for their places. EKaoh country member of 
Congress has more than 170 Postmasters in his dis. 
trict. These patronage-mongering Congressmen 
daily take to the White House oflice beggars by the 
score, and stay there by the hour, exhausting all the 
resources of solicitation and menace, It is a huamili- 
ating spectacle in the face of a great Republic and of 
visitors from all the world as its guests. These are 
the men the President has especially in view when 
he calls for aid against the unbearable intrusion of 
Congressmen upon his time—against whom he 
politely, but tirmly, shuts the doors of the Presiden- 
tial office. These are the men who will now go home 
to denounce what they will call the arbitrary act of 
the President, and to mislead and influence the peo- 
ple, and they will be supported by all the bosses and 
office beggars of their districts. 

If the baser sort of Congressmen would attend to 
their own busivess, and not force open the doors «¢ 
the Exeoutive Mansion in the interest of its besiegers, 
the President would have far less need of support in 
his contest. Against these men, and in behalf of the 
President and of the honor and safety of the country, 
public opinion and the public press, both secular 
and religious, and the pulpit everywhere, and every 
patriotic citizen in his own cirole, ought to raiso an 
indignant voice and point the finger of shame. 
There is a sort of orisis—the issue raised is one far 
above party politios—from which, if the President 
shall be crushed under a horde of office boggars and 
patronage mongers, infinite disgrace and demoral- 
ization will come upon the country. Let not the 
party in minority think that its chances of electing 
the next President will be improved by taking the 
side of the spoilsmen and the ringsters on such 
is@ie. The real question is whether the oarrying-on 
of the Government at all or only the division of the 
patronage and spoils is to receive attention. Pauab- 
lic opinion is irresistible on this issue. 

The Republicans are committed by one of their 
own Presidents to the theory on which President 
Cleveland isnow acting. Prosident Grant, in his 
civil service rules promulgated in August, 1873—be- 
fore he had disastrously abandoned a reform policy 
for a third-term policy—in substance declared that 
the maintenance of the constitutional independence 
of the President required that all recommendations 
for office by Congressmen should be in writing, and 
that, if not made at his request, they would be en- 
titled to no greater wo'ght than if made by a private 
individnal. He went much rfurther by declaring, in 
the same rules, that no person would be removed in 
order to make a place for auother. I have not made 
theso statements without aloquate experience of 
office-scoking Congresswen under five Presidents. 
Severa! Presidents have allowed me opportunitics 
to witness the solicitations and threats of their Con- 
gressional tormentors. It was their long harass- 
ments and the hostile vote refusing appropriations 
which, in larce part, caused President Grant's 
abandonment of his civil service reform polloy, 
which his party soon found itself forced to re-estab- 
lish. Thesameciass of Congressmen who now be- 
siege and bully the President for patronage 
and spoils pressed themselves upon the Com- 
missioners upon the first cnforcement of the 
civil service rules, which stood in the way of their 
spoils. Scores of times I have been compelled to re- 
sist their attempts both to persuade and to force 
the oxamination or cortitication of their favorites in 
violation of law or jastice. Threo timos in one day a 
Senator renewei his attacks upon me—tho last time 
with the aid of an attractive young woman he 
brought with him and ardentiy wished to have ap- 
pointed—and his menaces were 80 definite and 80 
exasperating that I naturally feola great sympathy 


for the President, who is so often subjected to such |

pressure. Unloss we can compe! members of 
gress to cease using their intlueace on the side of the 
spoilsmen and the office beggars—to cease bringing 
them in platoons to the Executive Mansion for the be.

The Rev. C. W. Moasell and his dolinquinoles 
ocoupled a large share of the attention of the 
African Methodist Episcopal Conference yester- 
day. Brother Mossell has been ragarded, fig- 
uratively speaking, as the black sheep of the 
flook since the oponing of the conference, and 
thore has been hardly an hour of the session 
that he has not been brought to task for some- 
thing. ; 

The reverend brother’s belligerent dispoal- 
tion has manifested itself on various occasions, 
and ho has been decidedly uppopular in conse- 
quence. He is no respecter of persons, and even 
Bishop Tanner has not escaped his active 
tongue, 

Almost the first business of the morning ses- 
sion was the calling to account or delinquent 
ministers who had failed to turn in to the treas- 
urer “ dollar money,” ‘‘Allen’s day ” collections, 
aud contributions to the Educational Fund. 

Brother Moussell’s report was unsatisfactory 
and he was asked to explain mattera. 

“ All Ican say,” said he, ‘is that I did my 
best. My report is before you, and I can offer 
nothing further, ”’ 

The conference insisted upon a better expla- 
nation, and Bishop Tanner told him that his re- 
ply was by no means satisfactory or accoptable. 

“ I have said what I had to say, and that’s all 
there is to it,’’ said Brother MosselL 

The subject was temporarily dropped, but it 
was revived in the aftornoon, and was the cause 
of a heated discussion. 

After the Mossell episode Secretary Giles 
said he would oall upon the wives of the min- 
isters for contributions for the Missiouary 8o- 
clety.

And yet these nine are placing tne 
Home Rule bill ip constant danger just through 
their obstinacy. Things were almost at a crisis 
the othor day when the second clause of the bill 
was under consideration. You know that the 
only Irish party recognized and consulted by 
the Liberals is the McCarthy party. The others 
are left to their own vague fancy and are 
dangerous. 

‘* When the seeond clause came up Redmond 
came near spoiling the whole thing. He moved, 
as an amendment, that the second body of the 
proposed Irish Parliament should be called the 
‘House of Commons,’ the name of the old UGrat- 
tan bedy, instead of the ‘Legislative Council,’ 
as Gladstone’s bill proposes. The Torie’s were 
pleased, and saw a chance to strike. When the 
division came on the amendment they sent a 
few of their men out with the Irish members 
and held the rest in reserye. If there was any 
general Irish movement for the amendment, 
which was objectionable to the Liberals, the 
Tories would have thrown their whole strength

ON THE LONDON ‘EXOHANGE. | 


Settlement Day Passed with Little Trouble 
—Americans Generally Firm. 
Special Cablegram to the New-York Times. 
‘Lonpon, May 29.—The carry-over which 
was looked forward to with much anxiety, 
was successfully accomplished to-day with- 
out the slightest difficulty. Two brokers, 
whose accounts had been previously closed 
out, announced their inability to pay bal- 
ances due, but no serious failures are an- 

ticipated. 

Contangoes on Americans opened at 8 
per cent., but soon eased off, and closed at 
5 per cent. Banks charged 41, to 5 for 
loans. Discounts were weak at 3% for 
three months’ bills, The Bank of England 
received £481,000 in gold, of which £405,- 
000 from America, bringing up the total re- 
ceived since the last return to £853,000. 

Consols advanced 3g. Colonial bonds 
were strong, on the conference of Austra- 
lian Premiers, and Greeks rose 5 on more 
favorable rumors. In Argentines the ad- 
vances extended to 1% and in English rails 
tol. 

The mining market was strong, and 
Americans, except Readings, which were 
weak owing to the complications and con- 
tingencies involved in the published 
scheme, were firm all day and closed 
at the best prices, in spite of the 
sporadic cases of cholera’ reported 
from Hamburg and Southern France, 


THEFTS OF TIMBER LANDS, 


Minnesota Investigation Must Stop—Money 
Not Properly Provided. 


Bt. PAvut, Minn., May 29.—It tuf%e out that 
the investigation of the theft of $5,000,000 
worth of pine land from the State of Minnesota 
must prove abortive, at least for the present. 
The trouble has arisen from the carelessness of 
members of the Legislature and State officials, 

A large legislative committee found, during 
its investigations in March, that the State was 
being robbed of millions of feet of pine on the 
Upper Mississippi and along the lakes and 
rivers on the northern border of the State, In 
this investigation it was made plain that sev- 
eral leading citizens of Minneapolis were 
parties to the gigantic fraud. 

Upon the motion of Senator Ignatius Donnelly, 
8 joint resolution was adopted, almost without 
a dissenting vote, and signed by Gov. Nelson, 
appointing a commission of Senators during the 
recess to inquire into all alleged fraudulent 


salesof pine tands, and appropriating $5,000 
for the investigation.

A new building for the Commercial Bulletin 
is in course of construction in Beaver Street, in 
which, it is thought, the new combination paper 
will be published.

EXPLANATORY STATEMENT. 


The conditions to which the creditors and stock- 
holders of the Railroad Company are requested to give 
their assent, and which mustall be complied with 
before the plan can be put into operation, are be- 
lieved to be entirely reasonable. In explanation of 
their necessity the following statement is respect- 
fully submitted: 

Itis obvious that the large floating indebtedness 
of the company must be funded insome permanent 
form before the receivership can be terminated. At 
the present time, and in the present condition of the 
company, this can only be done by an issue of bonds 
bearing 6 per cent. interest at a discount; but the 
interest upon the new bonds will be much less than 
the previous cost of carrying the floating debt. The 
average charges paid during the year 1892 upon the 
floating debt, inciuding commissions on renewal, 
amounted to over 9 per cent, per annum; the inter- 
est upon equipment notes amounted to about 7+ per 
cent. per annum; and the principal loan upon the 5 
per cent. twenty-year collateral trust bonds of 1892 
was obtained under a contract which gave the lender 
an option to take them at 82'9 per cent. of their 
par value. A large saving in the annual charges of 
the company will, therefore, be effected if this in- 
debtedness can be refunded as proposed, and large 
amounts of third preference bonds and other securi- 
ties, now pledged and liable to sale, will be redeemed 
and returned to the treasury of the company. 

It is equally obvious that the floating indebtedness 
is of a character which must for the most part be 
provided for under any plan of reorganization. 

The unsecured indebtedness upon open account, 
and now overdue, incurred for materials and sup- 
plies, or in the purchase of the interest upon the 
mortgage indebtedness priorin lien to that of the 
general mortgage, might all be taken up, according 
to the precedents established in former receiver- 
ships, by the issue of receiver's certificates, The 
remaining floating debt, consisting of bills payable, 
which will all become payable within a few 
months, is secured by the pledge of shares and 
bonds, or coal and ooal accounts, or consists of equip- 
ment notes, The shares and bonds pledged as col- 
lateral security give to the Reading system the con- 
trol of branch and connecting lines which are 
essential to ite prosperity. ‘The coal now under the 
control of the Finance Company, if scold at forced 
sale in foreclosure proceedings, would involve beavy 
incidental losses. Tho rolling stock, which secures 
the equipment notes, is necessary for the full and 
profitable operation of the railroad. 

The terms of the income mor'gages prevent the 
making of a subsequent fixed charge upon the earn- 
ings of the Railroad Company, an1 consequently the 
collaterais already pledged as security for the fleat- 
ing indebtedness, and the general mortgage bonis 
amounting to $10,363,000 to be issued January lst, 
1898, as provided io the pian of reorganization of 
1886, constitute the only available basis fora new 
loan. If the prcperty of the Kailroad aud Coal and

The terms 
of those mortgages expressly forbid the appropri- 
ation of the earnings to the payment of subsequent 
rentals or guarantees, and in the present condition of 
the com pany its promise to pay such charges is worth- 
less. A connection between the Reading system and 
the lines of railroad acquired subsequently to 1888 is 
of mutual advantage, butall that the Reading Com. 
pany can do is to treat each property fairly, keep its 
earnings separate, and in case they are not enough 
to pay the stipulated rentals or guarantees, to se- 
cure indulgence unti! the earnings of the property 
itself will enable it to pay its own fixed charges. 

Theaggreement to fund the geueral mortage in- 
terest is of even more importance. There should be 
no possibility of a defanit during the next five years, 
and as all betterments and improvements must ve 
paid out of the earnings, the right to fund the in- 
terest during that period is a fundamental condition 
to any safe reorganization of the affairs of the com- 
pany. During the last five years the company has 
paid $8,347,475.40 in intereat upon the income 
mortgage bonds. It is proposed hereafter to exer- 
cise the privilege given by the terms of the income 
mortgages, and to charge against inoome the entire 
costof maintenance and renewal, “including such 
reasonable improvements thereof and additions 
thereto as shall be necessary for the safe, proper, 
and economical” operation of the property; and 
if this should require the appropriation of 
an amount equal to the amount paid upon 
the income mortgage bonds and the entire in- 
terest on the general mortgage bonds, during the 
next five years, ($9.000,000,) and the earnings 
should be as large as they were during the last 
five years, (and they should be larger, as both the 
past and future expenditures in the improvement 
of the property should be productive,) there would, if 
necessary, be upward of $17,000,000 secured for 
the use of the company during that period un- 
der the provisions of this plan, in addition to 
the proceeds of $8,000,000 of present issue of 
bonds. Whatever is requisite to put and keep 
the property in good condition will be so ex- 
pended, but it ia not anticipated that it will be 
necessary or possible to spend, in operation and 
maintenance, all the net earnings in excess of the 
interest upon the mortgage indebtedness prior to 
the general mortgage, and, if the net income shall 
be sufficient, the interest on both the generaland 
income mortgages will be paid. In the present 
juncture of affairs, however, itis essential that the 
payment of even the general mortgage interest should 
be voluntary and not compulsory, and it is upon the 
condition that the concessions above enumerated shall 
be made upon the fixed charges of the company, and 
that the control of the management shall be given to 
voting Trustees for seven years from July lst, 1893, 
that the subscriptions amounting to over $29,000,000 
to the collateral trust bonds and general mortgage 
coupon trust certificates have been secured. 

The most important concession has already been 
agreed toby the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company, 
which has consented, upon {the condition that the 
planis putin operation, to make a reduction of its 
minimum fixed rentaltoasum sufficient to pay a 
dividend of tive percent., which is believed to be less 
than can always be earned by its own lines when 
operated in conjunction with the lines of this coin- 
pany. The importance to all interests of retaining 
the alliance with that company, if it can be done 
without cost to the income of the Reading Company, 
is manifest, while itis equally advantageous to the 
owners of that property thatit should be operated in 
connection with the Reading system. 

The Pullman Company and Messrs, Burnham, 
Williams & Co. have agreed to surrender the equip- 
ment notes held by them and take an immediate 
setticment, Which can be made out of the proceeds 
of the collateral trust bonds, if the plan is accepted. 
These notes amount to over $5,000,000, and are a 
lien on cars and locomotives, which are a necessary 
part of the present equipment, and (if not settled 


for according to the terms of the plan) must be paid 
out of the earningsin the course gf the next five 
years at the expense of the mortgage bondholders, 
or the equipment will be lost, 

Mention should be made of the liberal manner in 
which the Finance Company met the views of the 
Management and cousented to surrender ite con- 
iract for handling the coal and coai accounts of the 
Reading Coal and lron Company, provided the pro- 
posed plan is adopted, 

itis proper that the management should grate- 
fully acknewledge that the subscribers to the pro- 
posed issue of collateral trust bond and coupon 
trust certiticates (composed chiefly of the trust com- 
pauies and other financial institutioua and individ. 
uais of this city, but including also a considerable 
numberin other cities) have been, in large meas- 
ure, intiuenced by @ friendly desire to assist in re- 
storing the company to solvenoy, and thereby avert- 
ing from its creditors and stockholders the losses 
which would result from foreclosure, If these 
terms are accepted by the creditors and stuockhold- 
ers, the personal property of the Company will be 
saved from sacrifice; the integrity of the system 
preserved; the creditors wiil getall that the prop- 
erty earns, and the Company will have substantial 
relief during five years for the development of 
its business. Ifthey are refused, an issue of re- 
ceivers’ certificates must be made, or default occur 
in interest on the prior mortgages; the control of the 
lines acquired subsequently to the revrganization 
may be lost; the securities and personal property 
sacrificed; and the task of reorganization be under- 
taken under the pressure of impending or after 
actual fureclosure, anil in either event the money, or 
the larger part of it, now tendered, must still be 
raised by the creditors and sharehoiders, or the 
earning power of the property be permanently and 
seriously crippled. In view of the present condition 
of business and of the necessities of the Com- 
pany, it is essential that it should be known at the 
earliest day possible whether the plan can be 
carried into effect, and the 2lst of June nas been 
fixed, therefore, as the limit within which the 
creditors and stookholders must become parties to 
the agreements in which they are respectively 
interested.

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Wheat Sold at the Lowest Point in Thirty 
Years and Provisions Were Also Lower. 


CHICAGO, May 29.—Wheat to-day sold at, with one 
exception, the lowest point in thirty years. The 
single exception was in 1387, during the reaction 
from the inflation caused by the running of a corner 
by Harper, the bank manager of Cincinnati, The 
great receipts, with little outlet for the wheat; the 
tine weather, weaker cables, financial tightness, and 
the heavy load of wheat carried here, all acted as de- 


pressing intluences. The cash price broke belaw 70c 
early aud decided many wagers made on such a fig- 
ure, Then, on the shaky feeiing, May touched 63 \¢, 
a price reached but once before since war times. 
Liquidation was on & stupendous scale. Stop-loss 
orders were pouring in all day, margins were wiped 
out almost every moment, causing large lots to be 
thrown on the market, and short sellers were encour- 
aged to operate with increased freedom. 

‘The local receipts were 150 cars above expecta- 
tions and the deliveries at all primary points were 
heavy, while exports were slow. The newspapers 
had long dispatches from Europe asserting that the 
wheat outlook there was, almost without exception, 
either up toan average or above, and there was lit- 
tie doubt that the outlook in America was more en- 
couraging. ‘The trade did not stop to inquire wheth- 
er their authority fur the rosy view of the foreign 
situation was any better than the authority which 
has of late been sending contrary reports, but as 
cables Came lower, they were regarded as contirma- 
lory, and the selling wenton unchecked. The opsn- 
ing was about %@%c lower, and, with only slight 
tiuctuations, prices further declined 140, then hela 
steadier. and the vlosing was about 1%0o lower for 
July and 2c lower for september than tho closing 
tigures of Saturday. 

Tnere has been a good deal of aggravation of the 
situation by the persistent statementgthat money is 
dithcult to borrow on the seourity of wheat. Eggles- 
ton, Whois ia a position to talk authoritatively on 
the subject, says that, owing to its low price, bank- 
ers lend readily upon it within 5 cents of ita market 
price, He 6ays also that he never found it easier to 
borrow on wheat collaterals. ‘he visible supply de- 
creased 1,334,000 bushels, which was 800,00U more 
than was generally looked for, and there was some 
cash wheat worked for export, which two elreum- 
atances were of some assistance in steadying the 
market at the decline. 

Corn was easier, but small stocks make sellers 
careful, and the day's decline was only ‘con July, 
but May dropped le. The feature of theday was the 
tuking in of many of the large “short” lines of July 
aud the putting out of the September, The failure to 
catch many stop-loss orders at 400 and inorease 
the otierings Was looked on 4s & steady feature. 

Oats were unsettied, Prices declined %@1l4c 
early, chiefly on arrivals exceeding the estimates. 
Alter the decline there was @ better feeliag and

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MORE MILES FOR THE TROLLEY? 


Franchises Granted in Jersey City Which 
the Mayor May Veto. 


The Jersey City Street and Water Board yes- 
terday took action on two of the pending trolley 
applications, These were those of the Jersey 
City, Hoboken and Rutherford Company and of 
the North Hudson County Road. The board 
passed the ordinances giving them the etreet- 
Ways they asked for at an annual consideration 
of $100 per mile. 

The street rights asked by the North Hudson 
Company cover about thirty miles; those asked 
by the other concern cover in Jersey City less 
than five miles. 

Mayor Wanser will veto the grants, but the 
benwe, issaid to bo prepared to pase the ordi- 
nénce over his veto. The consideration is re- 
«arded as a grossly inadequate one for the 
Iranchises accorded, and the ordinance will 
— be taken into the courts for adjudi- 

There are two applications yet unacted on be- 
fore the board. One is that of the Consvlidated 
Traction Company for about forty miles of the 
public thoroughfares, the other of the Jersey 
City Rapid-Transit Company. Both are claim- 
ing the right to use the same thoroughfares. 
The Jersey City Kapid-Transit Company asserts 
that its title is the better because it was the first 
to get in its application: but the evident dispo- 
sition of the board is to favor the Consolidated. 

“And it will get its franohise on the same 
terms made with the two companies that se- 
cured their franchises to-day—$100 per mile,” 
said s member of the board yesterday.

The Consolidated Traction Company has pur- 
chased a majority of the stock of the Jersey 
City and Bergen Ratlroad Company, which con- 
trols all the linesin Jersey City, but it has not 
yet entered upon formal possession, It has also 
seoured a controlling interest in the lines of the 
Newark Traction Company in Newark, and an- 
nouncement is made that Surveyor David 
Young is to be its active manager in that city, 


MRS. DR, CHASE TESTIFIES. 


She Gives Evidence in Her Trial for Caus- 
ing the Death of Miss Manzoni. 





The prosecution in the trial of Mrs. Dr. Sarah 
B. Chase, charged with causing the death of 
Margaret Manzoni by a criminal operation, was 
concluded in the Court of General Sessions yes- 
terday before Judge Martine. 

Mrs. Chase was called as the first witness for 
the defense after her attorney, Mr. Graybill, 
had aaid that she would be proved a very much 
wronged woman. 

Dr. Chase said she was graduated in medicine 
in Cleveland, Ohio, twenty-three years ago, and 
that she came to New-York in 1875. On Jan. 
25 of this year Margaret Manzonicalled upon 
her and detailed ber troubles. She was told to 


call again the next day, when, the witness said, 
she found it necessary to treat her that her life 
might be saved, 

Margaret, Dr. Chase said, first gave the name 
of Flora, and after being in her house afew 
daya she called for Dr. Cruikshank, whom she 
wanted, preferring treatment at his hands to 
that of the witness. s 

Mrs. Chase told of Dr. Cruikshank’s visit and 
of Dr. McLaury's call,and she accounted in 
part for the rheumatism, which she said Mar- 
garet had, by declaring that, her flat being 
steam heated and too hot, she had opened the 
window to lower the temperature. 

The witness said Dr. Cruikshank had declared 
that the girl was suffering from blood poisoning. 
Bhe did not agree with him. She told Dr. Cruik- 
shank, she testitied, that Maggie had told her 
that he was the cause of all the trouble, and that 
the intimacy had been continued fora long time, 
Dr. Cruiksnank had indignantly denied this. 

The witnesses for the prosecution yesterday, 
previous to the closing: of its side of the case, 
were Dr, Cornelius Godfrey Coakley, who had 
been present at the autopsy, and agreed that 
death was <iue to blood poisoning; Capt. James 
K, Price of the Twentieth Precinct, who told 
of bis visit to Mra, Chase’s house; Dr. J. Frank 
O’Hare, who performed the autopsy; Joseph 
Mauzoni, brother of the dead girl, and Officer 
Patrick Curry of the Twenticth Precinct. 

The trial will be resumed to-morrow morning.

A Jersey City Minister Denounces Church 
Lotteries from the Pulpit. 





The Rey. D. R. Lowrie, one of the most con- 
spicuous members of the Newark Methodist 
Conference, who has been Presiding Elder in 
several of the districts within the conference 
jurisdiction, disparaged church fair lotteries in 
® sermon on gambling he preached Sunday 
evening from the pulpit of Emory Churoh, Jer- 
sey City Heights, 

“I feel compelled to say a word,” he said, ‘‘in 
relation to share-taxking, which is avery mild 
form of lottery at ohuroch faira. Be it said to 


the honor of Emory and a few other churches in 
this city that nothing of this kind ia indulged in 
in them, At some fairs held under the auspices 
of the church you cannot be present five min- 
utes before you are asked to take a chance on 
something. 

“What 1s the difference between rafiling at a 
ehurch fair and radiing in a saloon? 

“If thedevil were ever known to tell the 
truth he would say of such a church, ‘I helped 
to build it.’ 

“More than one man has taken his first step 
downward in gambling by taking chances at a 
church fair. Had I a voice loud enough to be 
heard by professing Christians everywhere I 
would say: 

«Never attempt to support a church of God by 
resorting to ecciesiastical gambling.’ 

“Ifthe Church of God cannot live without 
such meansvui support let her die and write 
over her grave, ‘biessed are the dead that die 
in the Lord.’”’

‘What the King’s Daughters and Sons 
Accomplish in This City. 


The New-York Tenement House Chapter of 
the International Order of the King’s Daugh- 
ters and Sons, which in the past has done much 
good workin alleviating the suffering of the 
poor, is preparing to continue its missionary 
labore this Summer on a more extensive soale. 

Last year the chapter sent nearly 1,200 babies 
aud children and more than 100 overworked 
mothers into the country fora breath of fresh 
air; 127eick little ones received special care 
and nursing in their homes, and 27 were sent to 
various hospitals. Besides this work, many 
thousand bunches of flowers were sent out 
among the tenoment dwellers, 

This year, with the possibility of some epl- 
demio, great efforts will be made to provide ad- 
ditional physicians and nurses, and to send more 
mothers, with their children, inte the country.

The remarkable decline in Reading securitics 
inithe stook market yesterday following imme- 
diately upon the publication of the plan of re- 
habilitation has again brought this property 
prominently before the investing public. 

To most people, no doubt, the movement in 
the securities was a surprise, and, so far as can 
at present be determined, it seems, according 
to anthorities, to have boen one dictated purely 
by sentiment, but a sentiment foundsd upon 
conviction. 

There is declared to be practically nothing in 
the plan, as published, which has not been 
known for a number of weeks. Its principal 
features—viz., the issue of $30,000,000 of new 
bonds, of which only $22,000,000 are at present 
to be sold, in order to provide for the entire 
floating debt; tne issuing of an interest-bearing 
scrip in exchange for the coupons on the 4 per 
cent bonds for the next five years, and tho 
placing of the stock in a seven-year voting trust 
have all been mentioned at various times, either 
officially or semi-officially. 

Considerable criticism is reported upon the 
requirement that 90 per cent. of the 4 per cent. 
bonds musi consent to the plan before the same 
shail become operative; but that is declared to 
be necessary, inasmuch as 10 per cent. of the 
bonds have the right to foreclose. 

The provisions as to some of the leased roads 
aro also pronounced quite usual, and have to a 
certain extent, it is said, been complied with in 
advance. Asa matter of fact, it is declared that 
the announcement that the large sums of money 
requisite to underwrite the plan haye been sub- 
soribed should have had an exceedingly good 
elfect as an evidence of the solvency of the road 
and ofthe ease with which, so soon after its 
having gone into the hauds of receivers, capital- 
ists stood ready to embars from $20,000,000 to 
$30,000,000 of new a in the property. 

Even the criticism of the plan that it is not 
thorough enough, but more in the nature of a 
temporary expedient, is not new. Moreover, 
the plan is said, in Street parlance, to be * easy 
on” the junior securities, for it is noted that 
while it is true that, unless earnings materially 
iugerease, the income bonds and stock can 
scarcely hope for any dividends for the next 
tive years to come, it is by no means impos- 
sible; or perhaps even improbable; that on the 
other hand, the securities are relieved from the 
necessity of paying an assessment which, to 
have raised the amount requisite, viz,,$19,000,- 
OVO, would have been nearly 20 per cent. 

There is asserted to be absolutely nothing iu 
the condition of the property to warrant a loss 
of confidence in ite possibilities or earnings, 
Ite Dagon condition is pronounced excellent, 
aud its receipts continue to show an encourag- 
ing increase. Its earning capacity is declared 
to be larger than ever before, and its control of 
the Lehigh Valley enables it, it is said, to find 
markets from which it has in former years 
been, comparatively spesking, shut out. Its 
new entrance into Philadelphia is reported to 
have already proved of enormous value to its 
passenger trafic. 

The size of ite fleating debt, while large, it is 
true, has not been unknown; on the contrary, 
from the receiver's statement issued in March 
there was every reason to believe that it would 
be larger than it now appears in the official 
statementofthe plan. ltis aleo evident from the 

lan that this large foating indebtedness is ouly 

n part the result of losses in speculative vent- 
ures or mismanagement. At least $5,000,000 
of the mouyey there represented has been added 
to the capital of the Coal and Iron Company, 
whose coal aud coal accounts are thie year by 
coe that amount greater than they were last. 

t is evident from the plan that the manage 
montregards these accounts as @ ueocessary 
fixed capital. 

On the whole, therefore, it would seem, it is 
asserted, to be less any unfavorable feature in 
the plan itself, or any surprise at its provis- 
tons, or any new revelation as te the condition 
of the property thana feeling that new prin- 
eiples and new methods must be adopted in the 
future management of the road that has caused 
security holders to throw over their holdings in 
disgust. 

When the receivership startled the financial 
world, immediately after the payment of enor- 
mous interest on the income bonds, it was at 
ence apparent that there must have been irreg- 
ularitice of a most stupendous character. No 
sooner had the true facts of Mr. McLeoa’s kite, 
tiying been pesitively presented by Mr. Rice 
than anew management was inaugurated, to 
which the security holders looked for a relent- 
less investigation and a es of all pos- 
gible light on Reading’s finangial condition.

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CONFERRING ON FAIR RATES. 


Efforts to Have Kegular Passenger Tarifis 
Remain as They Are. 


CHICAGO, May 29.—The meeting of the West- 
ern Passenger Associatian lines called to ad- 
just World’s Fair rates had hardly been called 
to order this morning when it was announced 
that the Santa Fé, Rock Island, and Burlington 
had made arrangements to settle their troubles 
and that the passenger officials of those roads 
were to hold a conference. The meeting ad- 
journed until the afternoon, and as the confer- 
ence had made no progress the association 
meeting went over until Wednesday. 

The conference was held in the private office 
of President Blackstone of the Alton Road and 
lasted until late this evening, when an adjourn- 
ment was taken until to-morrow. No results 
were attained, but there isa very strong opin- 
fon that the points of difference will be ami- 
cably adjusted.
